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INTRODUCTION' 


The  accomplishnenis  of  the  Alliance  for  Progress  in  its  three  years 
of  existence  can  not  be  measured  solely   on  such  ph.ysical  accomplishments 
as  222,600  new  homes,  23,^00  new  classrooms,  6.8  million  schools  books, 
207,000  agricultural  loans,  55^  new  mobile  health  units  and  hospitals, 
1,056  new  water  systems,  and  daily  meals  for  20.7  million  people.   Strides 
in  social  improvement,  in  the  reallocation  of  lands  under  agrarian  reform, 
improved  collection  of  taxes  are  perhaps  mor^  difficult  to  measure.  But 
progress  there  has  been  even  in  unforeseen  facets  of  hemispheric  life. 

Little  thought,  perhaps,  v;as  given  at  the  inception  of  the  Alliance 
for  Progress  to  the  effect  that  it  would  have  also  on  the  United  States, 
especially  on  its  institutions  of  higher  learning  and  itf^  research  insti- 
tutions. Many  of  the  projects  carried  out  under  the  aegis  of  the  Alliance 
for  Progress  are  given  over  to  universities  under  contracts  from  the 
Agency  for  International  Development,  particularly  those  having  to  do 
with  the  improvement  of  university  facilities  in  Latin  America.  Peace 
Corps  Volunteers  are  being  trained  by  a  large  number  of  institutions  for 
community  action,  educational,  and  other  prograris  in  Latin  .^America.  The 
universities  involved,  many  of  which  have  heretofore  paid  little  attention 
to  Latin  American  studies,  have  found  it  necessary  to  increase  their  li- 
brary holdings  to  acquaint  their  ov/n  faculty  and  students  with  Latin  Ame- 
rican problems. 

Foundations  have  increased  their  grants  for  the  improvement  of  specific 
types  of  university  facilities  in  Latin  America  and  have  engaged  more  U.S. 
institutions  in  assisting.  They  have  made  sizable  grants  for  the  improve- 
ment of  international  area  studies  and  research.  Still  other  universities 
have  been  the  recipients  of  grants  from  the  Federal  Government  under  the 
National  Education  Defense  Act  to  improve  the  teaching  of  foreign  langua- 
ges and  to  establish  centers  of  research  materials  on  Latin  America. 

This  multiplication  of  involvement  on  the  part  of  U.S.  teaching  and 
research  institutions  in  Latin  ;\rnerican  life  has  been  reflected  in  re- 
newed interest  in  the  Seminars  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Library 
Materials.  The  Ninth  Sem.inar  welcomed  representatives  of  15  new  institu- 
tions (including  one  from  Australia)  among  its  71  participants,  represent- 
ing in  all  55  different  institutions.  (3'\-   institutions,  of  v/hich  9  were 
new  ones,  were  represented  in  the  66  participants  in  the  8th  Seminar  in 
1963). 

There  were  11  participants  from  outside  Continental  U.S.  This  figure 
includes  6  Latin  American  librarians  vAio   had  just  completed  advanced 
study  in  librarians hip  in  the  U.S.  leading  to  the  -.S.  degree , 

The  Bogle  Memorial  Fund,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Sister  M.  Giro- 
lama,  provided  the  expenses  for  5  of  the  students. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Seminars  to  concentrate  each  year  on 
the  problems  encountered  by  institutions  in  the  United  States  in  procuring 
research  materials  from  specific  countries  of  Latin  America  and  on  one 
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specific  problem  common  to  acquiring  publications. .'from  all  the  countries. 
The  Ninth  Seininar  completed  the  country- by- country  study  by  reviewing 
acquisitions  from  Bolivia,  Ecuador, Paraguay,  Peru,  and  Urug^aay.   The 
procurement  of  official  publications  from  all  the  countries,  discussed 
at  the  previous  two  Seminars,  v/as  again  given  serious  consideration. 

The  progress  made  as  a  result  of  Seminar  activities  and  sponsorship 
in  the  improvement  of  the  flow  of  publications  from  Latin  America  to  the 
United  States  has  resulted  in  another  problem,  that  of  how  to  get  the 
material  processed  economically  for  those  institutions  acquiring  large 
numbers  of  Latin  v\merican  materials.   It  is  estimated  that  about  15,000 
nev;  publications  are  being  commercially  ]produced  in  Latin  America  yearly. 
The  cataloging  and  classification  of  such  a  large  number  of  publications 
is  in  itself  a  serious  problem  for  these  institutions. 

Some  12  v/orking  papers  were  prepared  in  advance  of  the  meeting  to 
provide  information  necessary  for  the  discussions.   The  Secretary  sub- 
mitted her  annual  Progress  Report  on  the  Seminar  resolutions.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Keller  prepared  an  annual  report  on  Significant  New  Acquisitions, 
especially  listing  substantial  collections  and  unique  items-  A  Hicrofilm 
Newsletter  was  issued  for  the  first  time,  prepared  by  Miss  Suzanne  Hodgraan, 
as  an  activity  of  the  Committee  on  Acquisitions.   Library  and  bibliogra- 
phic activities  in  the  Dominican  i?epublic,  described  by  Enid  Baa  and  Ligia 
Sspinal  de  Hoe t ink,  added  to  information  previously  collected  on  the 
Caribbean  area. 

Albert  J.  Diaz'  working  paper,  written  at  the  request  of  the  Eighth 
Seminar,  listed  microreproduced  materials  related  to  Latin  America.  A 
study  on  the  present  status  of  bibliography  in  Brazil,  by  Irene  Doria, 
pending  from,  the  Eighth  Seminar,  was  issued  as  a  working  paper  of  the 
Ninth. 

These  provided  information  for  the  discussion  of  progress  in  the 
entire  field  of  Latin  American  acquisitions  problems,  bibliography,  the 
exchange  of  publications,  official  publications,  and  library  matters. 

The  policy  and  practive  of  U.S.  libraries  in  acquiring  materials 
from  the  5  countries  under  study  was  reviewed  from  returns  from  question- 
naires in  separate  working  papers  by  Miss  Marjorie  LeDoux,  Miss  Mary 
Brennan,  and  iir.  James  Breedlove.  The  present  status  of  publishing,  of 
bibliography,  and  of  the  exchange  of  publications  in  Bolivia,  Paraguay,  Peru, 
and  Uruguay  was  reported  in  working  papers  by  Marcela  Meneses  and  '/erner 
Guttentag,  Sofia  Mareski,  Graciela  Sanchez  Cerro  Mendoza  and  Bettina  Summers 
Pag6s,  and  Miguel  Pineiro  and  Luis  Alberto  Musso,  respectively. 

Participants  in  the  Ninth  Seminar  were  especially  interested  to  learn 
of  the  efforts  of  the  Library  of  Congress  to  secure  the  drafting  of 
National  Acquisition  Plan  for  Latin  American  Research  Materials,  to  be 
undertaken  for  them  by  Stanley  L,  V/est,  Director  of  Libraries  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Florida.   It  welcomed  the  offer  of  the  Data  Bank  of  the  AID  He-o  • 
sources  Inventory  Center  to  study  the  findings  of  the  nine  Seminars  and  to 
point  out  the  areas  which  need  to  be  str  aigthened. 
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Not  only  was  the  study  of  the  cost  of  Latin  .imsrican  materials  con- 
sidered v/orthy  of  review  by  the  Ilinth  Seminar,  but  it  was  agreed  that 
further  exploration  should  go  into  determining  the  cost  of  processing  the 
publications  and  exploring  the  possibilities  of  the  centralized  catalog- 
ing of  Latin  Americsm  materials 

The  problems  faced  by  U.S.  libraries  in  acquiring;  the  official 
publications  of  the  Latin  American  nations  continued  to  be  of  prime  concern 
to  the  Seminar.  Additional  libraries  agreed  to  check  their  holclinrs  a- 
gainst  lists  of  official  serials  being  produced  at  the  University  of  Flo- 
rida. The  purchase  of  copies  of  these  lists  by  the  institutions  makes  it 
possible  for  Florida  to  issue  further  lists.  Cn  the  basis  of  a  union 
list  of  holdings  of  official  serials  it  is  anticipated  that  means  may  be 
found  to  complete  at  least  one  full  set  of  all  the  titles  either  by  gett- 
ing copies  of  the  publications  or  microreproductions  of  them.  Census  and 
other  statistical  publications  were  found  to  be  essential  but  .lost  diffi- 
cult to  obtain,  and  it  was  considered  necessary  that  the  Seminars  take 
steps  to  improve  the  situation. 

Certain  comprehensive  bibliographic  publications  of  interest  to  the 
Seminars  were  given  special  commendation,  many  of  them  the  direct  result 
of  previous  Seminar  action. 

The  discussions  of  the  Ninth  Seminar,  furthermore,  looked  forward  to 
the  Tenth  Seminar  when  a  reviev;  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Seminars  is 
to  be  made,  as  well  as  a  projection  of  future  activities  and  enlargement 
of  the  scope  of  the  seminars.  To  this  end,  a  nev;  Committee  on  Library 
Organization  and  Personnel  was  formed,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr. 
V/illiajTi  V.  Jackson.   In  addition  to  the  two  standing  Committee  C':!.  Ac  qui  si 
tion  and  Bibliography,  headed  by  Dr.  Nettie  Lee  Benson  and  Dr.  Irene 
Zimmerman,  respectively,  these  subcommittees  were  formed:  1)  on  Reporting 
Bibliographic  Activities,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Carl  Deal;  2)  on 
Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean,  under  Iliss  Enid  Baa;  3)  on 
Cataloging  of  Latin  American  Library  liaterials,  headed  by  Ilr.  Carl  Deal; 
k)   on  the  Cost  of  Acquiring  and  Processing  Latin  American  Library  liaterials, 
with  Miss  Helen  Welch  as  chairman;  and  5)  on  Significant  New  Acquisitions, 
still  to  be  named.  The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  got  a  new 
chairman,  Kr.  Paul  B.  Kebabian. 

The  Committee  on  Acquisition  and  Bibliography  met  before  the  regular 
sessions  of  the  Seminar  and  assembled  information  and  recommendations  for 
Seminar  action.  Various  of  the  subcommittees  hBJ?d  impromptu  meetings  during 
free  time  of  the  Seminar  in  order  to  determine  future  action. 

The  Ninth  Seminar  adopted  36  resolutions  in  all,  of  which  31  were 
substantive. 

Participants  of  the  Seminar  were  grateful  for  two  receptions,  one 
given  by  the  host  institution,  Washington  University  at  its  Ellenwood 
House  on  Thursday  afternoon,  and  the  second  offered  on  Friday  afternoon 
by  Microcard  Editions,  Inc.  The  facilities  and  pleasant  surroundings  of 
Clayton  Inn  were  especially  appreciated.  An  invitation  to  visit  the  spe- 
cial unique  collections  of  the  Pius  XII  Memorial  Library  of  St.  Louis 
University  was  gratefully  received.

The  Seminars  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  liibrary  Materials 
have  been  truly  a  cooperative  effort,  V/ithout  the  working  papers  prepar- 
ed regularly  or  occasionally  by  willing  librarians  and  bibliographers  in 
Latin  America  and  the  United  States,  the  participants  in  the  Seminars 
would  not  have  sufficient  background  information  for  their  discussions. 
Many  participants  are  beginners  in  the  realm  of  acquiring  Latin  American 
materials  and  come  to  learn.  Even  those  experienced  in  Latin  American 
acquisitions  find  that  shared  knowledge  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Semi- 
nars and  in  after-hours  discussions  is  most  profitable. 

The  contribution  of  rapporteurs  John  Strecker  and  v.'iHiam  Cole,  is 
appreciable.   Special  mention  shoulc"  be  made  of  the  contribution  of  Peter 
de  la  Garza  who  served  as  Rapporteur  General  not  only  for  the  Ninth  Semi- 
nar, but  for  the  Sighth  as  well,  and  without  whom  the  Final  Report  and 
V/orking  Papecs  of  these  tv;o  meetings  would  not  be  available.

Dr.  Carl  Dauten,  Associate  Provost  of  Washington  University,  host 
institution  of  the  Eigl.th  Seminar,  welcomed  the  participants,  noting 
the  university's  particialar  interest  and  gratification,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Universi::y  is  just  entering  into  a  graduate  program  of 
Latin  American  studies^  .Mr,  Andrew  Eaton,  Director  of  Libraries,  then 
gave  a  special  welcoms  to  six  Latin  American  library  school  studentes 
currently  studying  in  Mis  United  States,  who  had  been  enabled  to 
participate  in  the  Se:n.'.nar  through  the  generosity  of  the  Bogle 
Memorial  Fund, 

Marietta  Daniels  Shepard,  Permanent  Secretary  of  SALALM,  explained 
the  new  procedures  for  T.^blication  of  Final  Reports  and  Working  Papers, 
and  hastened  to  assure  '.he  participants  that  the  published  reports  of

PROGRESS  REPORTS  ON  S/iALM  FJECOMffiNDATIONS 

Acquisitions 

Committee  on  Acquisitions  (Ch-3,  B-2,  JJY-2,  S,   Ca-1,  CG-31) 

Dr.  Benson  announced  the  composition  of  the  re-organized  Committee 
on  Acquisitions  (see  Appendix) 

Review  of  Current  Acquisition  Policies  and  Programs  (Ch-1_,  A-1, 
B-l,  lAf-13,  NY-1,  Ca-1,  M-,3).  Dr.  Felix  Reichmann 

Dr.  Reichmann  pointed  out  that  7  reports  have  been  presented  to 
SALALM  covering  all  of  the  Latin  America  countries,  but  emphasized  that 
this  aspect  cannot  be  considered  as  finished;  acquisitions  activities 
grow  and  change,  and  many  of  the  earlier  reports  are  already  out  of 
date.  SALALK  must  continue  its  work  as  one  of  the  major  forces  in 
vitalizing  and  giving  strength  to  the  acquisition  of  research  materials. 
He  proposed  several  questions  for  consideration;  viz.:  1)  a  retrospec- 
tive review  of  how  policies  and  practices  have  developed  in  the  past 
nine  years;  what  have  we  done  well,  where  did  we  fail?;  2)  a  report  on 
current  acquisitions  for  Latin  America  as  a  vihole;   3)  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  basic  policy  for  Latin  American  acquisitions  in  the  U.S.,  and 
4)  if  this  survey  is  to  be  made,  should  the  committee  appointed  to  carry 
it  out  consist  primarily  of  librarians,  or  should  it  be  more  broadly- 
based  to  include  administrators,  university  presidents  and  other  persons 
in  higher  echelons? 

Dr.  Benson  noted  that  the  morning  meeting  of  the  Acquisitions 
Committee  had  discussed  the  topic  of  Dr.  Reichmann 's  third  suggestion 
and  asked  Dr.  Luther  Evans  to  comment. 

Dr.  Evans  thought  it  desirable  to  put  current  acquisition  efforts 
in  a  larger  context  of  the  trends,  objectives  and  needs  of  our  univer- 
sities and  research  institutions  in  their  teaching  and  research 
programs  in  the  Latin  American  field.  Too  frequently  librarians  try 
to  acquire  everything  they  can  get  or  afford  merely  for  the  sake  of 
completeness,  rather  than  in  accordance  with  real  needs.  Acquisitions 
must  be  keyed  to  long-term  developments,  even  though  this  sometimes 
requires  forcing  a  decision  from  higher  authorities.  The  Ford  Founda- 
tion is  interested  in  the  problem  of  coordinating  Latin  American 
studies  in  the  U.S.  Replying  to  a  question  from  the  Moderator,  Dr. 
Evans  thought  that  SALALM  might  establish  a  committee  to  pursue  the 
matter  if  it  would  not  duplicate  or  conflict  with  the  Hispanic 
Foundation's  plans.

Of  the  recent  Ford  Foundation  grant  of  $250,000  to  the  Hispanic 
Foundation  for  the  development  of  its  bibliographic  activities,  a  small 
amoTint  has  been  set  aside  to  undertake  a  preliminary  study  of  a  national 
Latin  American  acquisitions  policy.  The  Librarian  of  Congress  has 
appointed  as  consultant  Mr.  Stanley  West,  Director  of  Libraries  at  the 
University  of  Florida,  who  is  to  make  a  survey  and  present  a  preliminary 
report  to  the  ALA  mid-V/inter  Conference  as  the  basis  for  future  action. 
As  to  Public  Law  4^0,  so  little  soft  currency  is  available  in  Latin 
America  that  LC  does  not  feel  it  worth  the  effort  to  advance  the  matter 
any  further,  Mr.  Parisean  and  Mr.  West  both  thought  that  in  view  of  the 
various  indeterminate s  involved  at  this  early  stage,  the  matter  of  a 
national  acquisitions  policy  might  be  let  rest  pending  further  develop- 
ments. Dr.  Evans  proposed  that  the  Sterring  Committee  communicate  to 
the  Library  of  Congress  the  entire  willingness  of  SALALM  to  lend  vniat- 
ever  assistance  it  is  able,  and  to  leave  the  appointing  of  a  special 
committee  to  the  judgment  of  the  officers. 

Dr.  Benson  asked  for  comments  on  Dr.  Reichmann's  suggestion  of  a 
retrospective  survey  of  the  country  reports  presented  to  SaLALMo 
Dr.  William  Jackson  was  sure  that  it  would  be  useful „  lyir.  RohcT';   Lo 
Thomson  (AID  Resources  Inventory  Center)  volunteered  to  prepar^i  -^.Lj^; 
report  for  presentation  to  the  10th  Seminar. 

Mrs,  Nina  Cohen  suggested  as  another  possible  project  a  s'^ries  of 
cost  studies  on  Latin  American  acquisitions,  pointing  out  that  they 
would  be  useful  in  presenting  budgets  and  making  proposals  to  univer- 
sity administrations.  Dr.  Reichmann  granted  the  utility^  but  thought 
it  would  be  impracticable  to  do  such  studies  on  a  SALALM-wide  basis; 
rather,  it  would  be  better  for  1  or  2  librarians  to  make  detailed 
studies  within  well-defined  limits.  Mrs.  Shepard  sug^-.-oted  the 
appropriateness  of  cost  studies  as  a  thesis  subject,  cr  as  a  possible 
project  for  the  Resources  and  Technical  Resources  Division  of  ALA^ 
Helen  Welch  said  that  the  RSTD  Acquisitions  Section  has  done  some  work 
on  costs  of  Mexican  materials  and  might  be  interested  in  pursuing  the 
subject  through  its  "Cost  of  Library  Materials  Index"  Coramitteeo 

Dr.  Benson  asked  what  a  cost  study  should  or  could  cover,  sinca  the 
variety  of  materials  purchased  and  processed  make  it  diffic^^lt  to  arrive 
at  a  total  "package"  for  any  country  or  area,  especially  if  rare  books, 
retrospective  runs  of  periodicals,  and  microfilm  are  taken  into  account. 
After  further  discussion.  Miss  Welch  agreed  to  present  the  subject  for 
the  consideration  of  RSTD  and  report  on  developments  to  the  10th  Seminar.

Farmington  Plan  Subcommittee  on  Latin  America  (CH  Final  Report, 
B~3,  W-2,  NY-3,  CG-19,  21,  22,  2/+,  M-7).  Stanley  V/est 

In  the  past  two  years,  two  things  have  happened  in  ARL  that  have 
affected  the  Farmington  Plan  (FP)  Subcommittee  for  Latin  America: 
1)  the  enlargement  of  ARL  membership  to  a  larger  number  of  libraries, 
and  2)  the  establishment  of  a  national  headquarters  for  the  Association, 
In  the  process,  all  committees  were  re-examined  and  reorganized.  The  FP 
Committee  has  been  enlarged  and  has  a  new  chairman,  Louis  Kaplan  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  FP  has  been  extended  to  other  parts  of  the 
world  —  most  notably,  to  Africa,,  for  which  a  system  of  geographic  area 
assignments  has  been  made,  following  the  pattern  established  in  Latin 
America.  Some  difficulties  arose  over  the  new  questionnaire  for  report- 
ing FP  statistics,  especially  with  regard  to  the  inclusion  of  government 
publications.  !Miss  Zimmerman's  request  for  a  clarification  helped 
resolve  this  problem;  it  was  ruled  that  official  or  quasi-official 
publications  can  be  counted  if  the  reporting  library  makes  special  note 
of  the  fact. 

Dr.  Zimmerman  also  asked  the  Committee  for  a  ruling  on  the  report- 
ing period  (it  should  be  for  titles  received  during  the  past  year,  and 
include  works  published  during  the  previous  3  years j  the  report  is  due 
as  soon  as  possible  after  January  1st),  On  textbooks,  which  are  ex- 
cluded on  principle,  it  was  decided  to  leave  to  the  discretion  of  the 
reporting  library  whether  given  titles  are  of  sufficient  importance  to 
include  in  the  statistics. 

Dr.  Benson  asked  vdiat  is  FP  policy  regarding  periodicals  and 
government  serials,  Mr.  West  said  that  the  original  FP  for  Western 
Europe  was  also  to  encompass  new  serial  titles.  There  is  no  firm  policy 
as  yet  for  Latin  American  serials,  which  would  be  a  big  job  to  cover. 
FP  does  hope  to  work  out  a  plan  for  major  government  serials  and  period- 
icals. It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  included  within  the  scope  of  the 
Hispanic  Foundation  survey  on  a  national  acquisitions  policy,  Mr.  West 
noted  that  no  other  geographical  area  has  a  working  body  comparable  to 
SALAL!4,  and  that  the  Latin  American  operations  have  frequently  served 
as  a  model  for  working  out  programs  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 
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Latin  /American  Qooperative  Accuisitions_Project  (LACAP)  (CH--3, 
B-2,  'J-1,  NY-5,  Ca-2-4Tc^  15- -18,  L-9,  10,  18), 
Dominick  Coppola  and  Guillenno  Baraya 

LACAP  has  continued  to  publish  a  monthly  list  of  new  titles  receiroct 
listing  about  2,500  monographs  during  the  past  year.  In  addition,  sev- 
eral catalogs  have  been  issued  listing  approximately  6,000  titles  includ- 
ing older  books  as  well  as  the  nev;  titles  from  the  monthly  lists.  Field 
trips  continue  and  will  be  extended  even  more  as  past  experience  pin-points 
those  areas  where  coverage  from  local  agents  has  been  unsatisfactory. 
Mr.  Baraya  has  visited  7  countries  in  the  past  year.  Following  up  SALAU-I 
recommendations  that  LACAP  give  greater  attention  to  periodicals,  Stechert 
issued  a  list  of  titles  that  are  fairly  reliable  in  service,  as  a  guide 
for  prospective  subscribers.  On  specific. request  from  a  JACJ\P   participant, 
Stechert  forwarded  a  list  of  Brazilian  periodicals  to  their  agents;  only 
a  small  percentage  could  be  tracked  down  —  the  rest  had  discontinued 
publication  or  disappeared.  Nevertheless,  LACAP  will  continue  to  spend 
more  time  on  periodicals. 

LACAP  participation  has  shown  a  gratifying  increase;  22  libraries 
have  placed  blanket  orders  —  8  for  comprehensive  coverage,  the  ethers 
on  a  more  restricted  basis.  For  the  future,  greater  emphasis  will  he 
given  to  lists  and  bibliographies  from  each  count r3^,  with  more  thorough 
checking  against  LACaP  receipts  to  try  to  improve  service. 

Replying  to  a  question  from  Ilrs.  Shepard  Mr.  Coppola  said  that  com- 
plete blanket  order  coverage  (excepting  Law  and  Medicine)  for  the  past 
year's  2,200  new  titles  would  have  cost  a  library  approximately  $8,000. 

•  Dr.  Benson  asked  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  LACAP  to  inform 
its  participants  when  a  periodical  has  ceased.  Mr,  Coppola  again 
emphasized  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  precise  infoiraation,  since  most 
Latin  American  dealers  won't  deal  in  periodicals. 

Mrs.  Shepard  asked  if  anyone  had  any  contact  with  the  dealer  LIBRART 
in  Buenos  Aires,  Mrs.  Frances  Jones  said  that  in  response  to  an  inquiry 
to  the  Museo  Argentine  de  Ciencias  Naturales,  she  received  a  reply  from 
LIBRART.  Miss  Suzanne  Hodgman  said  that  they  are  agents  for  a  publisher  ■  ;^,. 
of  scientific  books,  and  that  their  service  is  good.  Dr.  Benson  thought 
that  several  scientific  institutions  had  turned  over  their  publications 
to  LIBRART  to  sell  commercially,  and  apprcved   of  the  move,  inasmuch  as 
many  government  agencies  and  learned   institutions  have  budgets  for  pub- 
lishing, but  not  for  distribution  costs.  Service  generally  is  better 
when  acquisition  is  made  on  a  business  basis.

Other  Booktrade  Activities,  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

Since  their  inception,  SP-LAU'l  have  tried  to  get  a  report  on  the 
state  of  exchange,  bibliography,  and  the  book  trade  from  the  various 
countries  surveyed  at  each  Seminar,  Should  efforts  be  continued  to 
obtain  such  reports  from  the  countries  that  did  not  respond  originally, 
and,  if  so,  are  there  any  suggestions?  Dr.  Evans  inquired  whether 
Franklin  Publications  might  not  be  helpful.  Mrs.  Shepard  felt  this 
would  lie  outside  Franklin's  main  concerns,  which  are  directed  prima~ 
rily  to  the  encouragement  of  the  local  booktrade  and  library  development. 
Argentina  has  been  chosen  as  a  pilot  area  with  the  establisliment  of  the 
Inter- American  Library  Science  Foundation  in  Buenos  Aires.  They  also 
hope  to  open  offices  in  Mexico  and  Brazil.  These  activities  are  being 
financed  out  of  Ford  Foundation  grants.  Reflecting  its  expanding  pro- 
grams, the  name  of  the  corporation  has  been  changed  to  Franklin  Book 
Programs,  Inc.  Dr.  Evans  offered  to  bring  the  matter  up  with  the 
Franklin  Board  of  Directors,  of  which  he  is  a  member, 

^Irs,  Shepard  asked  Dr.  Benson  to  report  on  the  Exposicion  Edito- 
rial del  Continente  Americano  held  in  Mexico  City  May  30-June  7)   19^4. 
Dr,  Benson  described  the  exhibition  as  a  beautifully  planned  one,  with 
interesting  programs  and  .much  discussion  between  publishers  and  visitors. 
Ten  countries  were  represented,  and  over  15,000  titles  were  displayed, 

Mrs,  Shepard  noted  that  with  the  same  object  of  increasing  the 
dissemination  of  books  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Presses,  the  U.N.A,M,,  and  other  entities  are  estab- 
lishing in  Mexico  City  the  Centro  Interamericano  de  Libros  Academicos 
(CILA)  under  a  grant  from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  with  further  sup- 
port expected  from  Ford  (see  "International  Cooperation:  Discussions 
and  Decisions,"  Publishers  VJeekly,  July  6,  I964,  PP.  30-33).  ■ 


EXCHANGE  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

U.  S.  Book  Exchange  (Ch-2,  A-2,  B-4,  CG-24,  M-ll).  Alice  D.  Ball 

USBE  has  had  a  strenuous  year  due  to  a  labor  dispute  and  to  the 
withdrawal  of  AID  support  for  its  foreign  programs.  Despite  these  hand- 
icaps, it  has  been  heartening  to  know  that  USBE  can  continue  to  serve  "as 
a  source  of  materials,  despite  the  virtual  cessation  of  its  foreign 
activities. 

USBE  derives  its  Latin  American  books  from  3  sources:  l)  Latin 
American  libraries  who  continue  to  send  surplus  materials,  although  they 
can  no  longer  obtain  free  books  from  USBEj  2)  participating  U.  S.  li- 
braries; and  3)  the  Library  of  Congress  duplicates  program,  whereby  books 
received  are  offered  first  to  Farmington  Plan  libraries,  and  then  on  an 
open- basis.  Due  to  the  afore-mentioned  difficulties,  the  Latin  American 
duplicates  program  has  been  in  abeyance,  but  the  staff  continues  to 
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catalog  the  material  received  and  hopes  to  resume  issuing  the  lists.  The 
fact  that  USEE  has  proved  its  capacity  to  operate  as  a  self-supporting 
system  without  a  broad  base  of  government  support  will  mean  that  it  can 
eventually  expand  its  special  services  to  other  U.  S.  libraries  on  a  cost 
basis  (see  Ome,  Jerrold.  "The  USEE  story,"  Library  Journal.  89:  803-6, 
Feb.  15,  1964). 

Mr,  West  had  nothing  to  add  regarding  USBE/Farmington  Plan  coopera- 
tion. Mr.  M-Niff  not  being  in  attendance,  the  Pilot  Exchange  Survey  was 
not  discussed. 


PHOTODUPLICATION 

Microfilm  Pro.jects  Newsletter  (M-29) .  Suzanne  Hodgman 

The  questionnaire  on  microfilming  projected  or  in  process  was  sent 
to  all  previous  SALAUi  participants,  excluding  commercial  firms.  Out  of 
56  institutions,  36  replied;  20  had  nothing  to  report.  Miss  Hodgman 
agreed  with  Dr.  Eenson  that  judging  from  some  of  the  replies,  libraries 
sometimes  do  not  know  of  filming  projects  being  carried  out  in  other 
departments  of  their  university.  Dr.  Reichmann  conceded  that  communica- 
tion was  difficult,  but  was  of  the  opinion  that  we  compound  the  problem 
by  sending  out  so  many  questionnaires;  what  is  needed  is  a  national 
clearing  house  for  this  type  of  information.  Mr.  Albert  Diaz  agreed 
and  suggested  the  Microfilm  Clearing  House  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 
Dr.  Benson  noted  that  the  MCH  tells  you  only  after  something  has  been 
filmed  and  cataloged.  Dr.  Reichamnn  proposed  ascertaining  whether  MCH 
might  not  consider  listing  projects  in  progress  in  its  Bulletin. 
Mr.  Stephen  Salmon  observed  that  the  MCH  reports  have  the  further  dis- 
advantage of  having  no  geographical  breakdown.  Dr.  Benson  asked  for 
opinions  on  the  continuation  of  the  Microfilm  Projects  Newsletter. 
Mr.  West  was  in  favor  of  its  continuation,  especially  for  projects  in 
progress  and  proposed. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

Consolidated  list  of  Latin  American  Microreproduced  Materials

Commenting  on  his  working  paper,  Mr.  Diaz  noted  that  a  complete 
and  up-to-date  list  of  microreproduced  materials  is  impossible  because 
it  is  now  too  easy  to  have  a  micro reproduction  made;  any  single  copy 
made  becomes  a  master  for  subsequent  copies.  It  is  also  difficult  to 
define  precisely  what  can  be  considered  "commercially-available." 
Another  problem  is  the  information  supplied  on  the  completeness  of  a 
particular  serial,  collection  or  manuscript;  libraries  will  frequently 
supply  only  the  title,  without  indicating  the  extent  of  the  run  or  col- 
lection. At  present  there  is  no  up-to-date  listing  of  non-commercial 
microfilm  materials.  Although  the  material  may  be  reported  to  the 
Microfilm  Clearing  House,  the  information  is  not  issued  in  printed  form; 
it  must  be  specifically  requested  from  MCH, 

Official  Gazettes  (CH-12,  A-5,  W-I4,  NY-18-21)  Mrs.  Mariaelena 
Car dona 

Mrs,  Cardona  created  something  of  a  sensation  by  announcing  that 
the  latest  unofficial  report  indicated  the  termination  of  the  NYPL  film- 
ing program  for  lack  of  sufficient  financial  support.  After  animated 
discussion  and  a  further  contributions  of  information  from  the  floor,  it 
was  established  that  changes  were  perhaps  in  the  offing,  but  that  for  the 
present  the  program  was  being  continued  by  the  Documents  Section  of  the 
Economics  Department  of  NYPL  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Rosenthal, 
who  had  taken  over  the  project  after  Mrs.  Rossi's  retirement.

There  seemed  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  project  finds  itself  in  diffi- 
culties arising  from  the  comparatively  small  number  of  subscribers  it 
has  been  able  to  enlist.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  SALALM  should 
make  a  vigorous  statement  of  support.  Mr.  Diaz  and  Mr.  Salmon  empha- 
sized that  moral  support  is  not  enough;  such  a  project  must  necessarily 
be  based  on  a  minimum  number  of  subscribers  to  guarantee  the  estimated 
costs.  To  the  suggestion  that  FP  libraries  should  subscribe,  Dr.  Zimmerman 
pointed  out  that  there  is  usually  only  one  institution  responsible  per 
country.  Mr.  West  added  that  cooperative  acquisitions  programs  such  as 
the  Mid-West  Interlibrary  Center  also  cut  into  the  potential  total  of 
subscribers,  since  co-operating  institutions  avail  themselves  of  the 
single  MILG  subscription  instead  of  acquiring  copies  for  themselves. 
Mr.  Jerrold  Orne  stated  succintly  the  dilemma  arising  from  the  unavoid- 
ably high  cost  of  the  gazettes  program  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  need  for 
maximum  economy  in  library  acquisitions  on  the  other.  Dr.  Reichmann  sum- 
marized the  situation  as  follows:  a)  NYPL  is  committed  to  filming  the 
gazettes  for  its  own  use,  although  it  is  not  obliged  to  make  the  films 
available  to  other  institutions;  b)  SALALM  cannot  bind  its  members  to 
subscribe;  and  c)  SALALM  can  express  its  interest  in  the  form  of  a  reso- 
lution, and. by  urging  its  members  to  subscribe  on  as  wide  a  scale  as  they 
can.  Dr.  Evans  expressed  the  hope  that  Foundation  support  might  be  en- 
listed to  underwrite  part  of  NYPL's  costs  in  continuing  the  project, 

Mrs.  Shepard  recommended  that  the  latest  list  of  Latin  American 
gazettes  microfilmed  by  NYPL  be  included  in  the  Final  Report  of  the  Ninth 
Seminar  for  the  information  of  participants  (see  Appendix]  l) . 

Periodicals  and  Newspapers  (GH-11,  A-6,  B-1,  NY-21,  M-27) 

Irene  Zimmerman 

Micro  Photo  is  proceeding  with  the  filming  of  the  first-priority 
current  Latin  American  periodicals  selected  from  Miss  Zimmerman's  Guide. 
The  University  of  Kentucky  is  continuing  with  the  filming  of  the  period- 
icals Included  in  Leavitt's  Eevistas  Hispanoamericanas  (see  Appendix  .2  for 
list  of  titles  available). 

Mr.  Salmon  described  the  current  project  under  way  at  the  Library 
of  Congress  to  complete  La  Prensa  of  Buenos  Aires  on  microfilm,  1928-193^ 
is  almost  completed;  1914-1928  will  probably  be  collated  for  proximate 
filming.  MILG  has  a  negative  master  from  July  1938  to  date.  The  period 
prior  to  1914  is  being  done  by  a  commercial  firm  in  Argentina.  Mr.  Salmon 
urged  SALALM  to  make  their  interest  known  to  the  institutions  doing  the 
work, 

Drc  Zimmerman  reported  that  El  Mundo  of  Puerto  Rico  is  now  available 
from  the  publishers  at  about  $3^000  for  the  complete  microfilm  set, 

Mr.  West  said  that  the  University  of  Florida  is  using  up  a  small 
surplus  left  from  Rockefeller  grants,  originally  made  for  filming  news- 
papers in  the  French  and  Dutch  West  Indies,  to  film  newspapers  of 
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St.  Lucia  and  Barbados,  Mr.  Pariseau  reported  that  the  Library  of  Congress 
has  a  virtually-complete  file  of  Cuba's  La  Revolucion  on  film. 

OAS  Official  Publications  and  Non-Royernmental  Inter-American 
Conferences  (B-5,  Ca-29»  CG~28) .  Albert  J.  Diaz 

The  last  of  the  I963  OAS  Official  Records  are  being  filmed  and  should 
be  available  in  a  few  weeks.  Beginning  with  the  documents  for  I964,  the 
OAS  documents  will  be  issued  either  on  Microcard  or  Microfiche,  depending 
on  the  concensus  of  subscribers.  The  reason  for  this  projected  change  is 
that  the  U.  S.  Government,  for  which  Microcard  Editions  does  much  contract 
work,  has  decided  that  a  4x6  microfiche  is  more  suitable  for  its  purposes, 
and  Microcard  would  like  to  standardize  its  ovm  operations  as  much  as 
possible.  There  would  be  no  difference  in  cost  of  the  material;  although 
a  library  may  want  to  acquire  cabinets  to  house  the  new  size  of  card. 
Present  reading  equipment  is  wholly  compatible  with  microfiche. 

With  regard  to  the  documents  of  non-governmental  Latin  American 
conferences,  ^Ir.  Diaz  was  doubtful  of  the  economic  feasibility  of  micro- 
reproduction;  the  cost  of  master  negatives  is  fairly  high  as  against  the 
limited  number  of  purchases  for  this  type  of  material.  Mrs.  Shepard 
nevertheless  thought  the  importance  of  the-  documents,  as  well  as  the 
great  difficulty  in  obtaining  them,  warrant  continued  collaborative 
efforts  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  Pan  American  Union  and  Microcard.  ■ 
Editions  to  vrork  toward  a  solution  of  the  problem. 

Caribbean  Publications  and  Archives  (CG-12) .  Father  Brendan 

Connolly  and  Stanley  West 

Father  Connolly  reported  that  there  have  been  no  new  developments 
of  any  consequence.  The  work  that  was  being  done  with  the  diocesan 
records  in  Kingston  has  had  to  be  suspended  due  to  the  loss  of  the 
technician.  Mr.  West  added  that  no  further  progress  has  been  made  on 
the  proposals  for  a  new  cooperative  filming  project  between  the  Univer- 
sities of  Florida,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  West  Indies  because  of  lack  of 
funds.

Carl  Deal  reported  that  Dr.  Cline  of  the  Hispanic  Foundation  is  in 
charge  of  negotiations  for  the  projected  filming  (in  cooperation  with 
the  University  of  Kansas)  of  the  catalogs  of  Costa  Rican  materials  in 
the  Banco  Central  and  the  Biblioteca  Na clonal.

Mr.  Salmon  said  he  would  investigate  and  report  on  the  status  of 
V/ashington  University's  project  for  reprints  and  translations  of  arti- 
cles in  Latin  American  periodicals. 

]ylrs.  Shepard  suggested  investigating  the  possibility  of  a  coopera- 
tive microfilming  project  based  on  Claremont  College's  holdings  of 
Mexican  newspapers  for  the  period  I85O-I9IO. 

No  further  information  seemed  to  be  available  on  the  Falls  City

Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  (CG-32,  33,  M-24,  25,  26). 

'iz/illiam  V/oods 

Mr.  Woods  reported  that  the  pressure  of  Kr.  Kurth's  new  duties  as 
Head  of  Acquisitions  has  prevented  him  from  following  up  on  the  previous 
SALALM  recommendations  on  matters  for  which  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  is  respon- 
sible. He  hopes  to  be  able  to  begin  work  in  the  near  future. 

University  of  Florida  Project  (GG-22,  M-22,  23).  Stanley  West 

Mr.  West  recapitulated  the  history  of  Florida's  project  of  compiling 
checklists  of  Latin  /merican  official  publications  with  the  object  of 
identification  and  location,  and  of  filming  scarce  or  missing  materials. 
In  the  past  year,  a  few  have  been  checked  by  other  libraries,  and  others 
are  now  undergoing  checking.  The  next  step  is  to  secure  additional 
locations  and  to  film  gaps  so  that  a  given  publication  can  be  found  in 
at  least  one  U.  S.  library.  The  Hispanic  Foundation  has  given  the 
University  5^1,000  to  defray  the  cost  of  making  additional  Xerox  copies 
for  checking  purposes.  Any  library  which  wants  a  copy  of  a  checklist 
may  purchase  the  list  for  |10,00,  the  income  received  to  be  used  for 
making  lists  for  additional  countries.  If  a  library  will  check  it  and 
return  to  Florida  for  the  Master  File,  a  library  may  have  the  checklist 
free.  Lists  are  now  available  for  most  countries,  although  some  lists 
are  more  complete  than  Withers,  Lists  have  yet  to  be  made  for  most  of 
the  Central  American  countries.  Cornell  University  and  the  Library  of 
Congress  are  checking  the  list  for  Peru, 

Dr.  Benson  announced  that  the  Acquisitions  Committee  had  recommended 
changes  in  the  composition  of  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Government  Publica- 
tions.  In  view  of  the  numerous  other  SALALM  commitments  undertaken  by 
members  of  the  University  of  Florida  library  staff,  it  was  suggested  that 
most  of  them  be  relieved  of  their  appointments  on  the  Ac  hoc  Committee. 
Their  places  would  be  taken  by  Paul  Kebabian  (University  of  Florida)  to 
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represent  that  library,  Enima  Montgomery,  i'\filliam  U'oods  or  ifJilliam  Kurth, 
and  either  Dr.  Luther  Evans  or  Dorothy  Chamberlain  of  Columbia  University. 

Mr,  West  urged  that  SALALM  press  its  programs  on  government  publi- 
cations, an  area  in  which  acquisitions  and  bibliography  are  still  very 
unsatisfactory  in  contrast  to  the  improving  situation  of  commercial 
naterials. 

Encouragement  of  Production  of  Government  Manuals  (M-26) 

William  Woods 

For  reasons  previously  cited,  Mr.  Kurth 's  Committee  had  been  unable 
to  follow  through  on  SkLALM  recommendation  M-26.  Mr.  de  la  Garza  made  a 
preliminary  census  of  existing  manuals  and  found  only  3  or  4  that  can  be 
considered  up  to  date.  Since  the  scarcity  of  material  available  did  not 
warrant  a  separate  working  paper,  the  available  information  is  included 
on  pp.  36-37  of  Working  Paper  no,  1. 


LIBRARY  FiA.TTEItS 

The  Chairman  proposed  that  discussion  of  this  topic  be  deferred 
until  the  next  day's  sessions. 

Mr.  West  suggested  taking  up  the  question  of  censuses  and  statis- 
tical annuals.  Mr.  de  la  Garza  seconded  the  suggestion,  noting  that 
the  Serials  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is  also  very  interested 
in  completing  its  holdings  and  improving  its  future  receipts  of  statis- 
tical material.  IVirs,  Shepard  suggested  that  the  Inter-American  Statis- 
tical Institute  might  prepare  a  survey  report  for  the  next  SALALM. 
Mr.  West  felt  that  filming  current  statistical  series  would  be  a  fea- 
sible project  for  a  commercial  firm.  It  was  felt  that  the  Ad  hoc 
Committee  should  pursue  the  matter  in  the  appropriate  quarters.

G.  K.  Hall  published  the  cumulation  for  vol.  I  of  the  Index  in 
Summer  of  1963*  The  publishers  have  received  from  the  Columbus  Memorial 
Library  all  entries  for  vol.  II;  Hall  has  decided  that  for  economic 
reasons  it  cannot  issue  this  volume  on  a  quarterly  basis  and  will  there- 
fore issue  only  the  cumulation,  at  the  same  time  raising  the  annual 
subscription  price  to  $50.00.

Fichero  Bibliografico  Hispanoamericano  (MY-15,  CG-1,  M-18) 

Mariaelena  Cardona 

Reporting  on  the  activities  of  R.  R.  Bowker  Co.,  lirs.  Cardona  noted 
the  publication  in  April  I964  of  the  long-avxaited  first  edition  of  Libros 
en  Venta  covering  87,000  titles.  The  Fichero  will  undergo  a  radical 
change;  beginning  in  Summer  I964,  it  will  be  edited  ^nd  published  from 
Bowker 's  soon-to-be-established  Buenos  Aires  office.  There  will  probably 
be  changes  in  format  and  frequency.  After  July  I964,  the  New  York  Public 
Library  will  no  longer  contribute  catalog  copy  to  the  Fichero,  tirs. 
Shepard  proposed  a  formal  expression  of  SALALM' s  gratitude  to  Bowker  for 
the  publication  of  both  of  these  indispensable  aids. 

Pan  American  Union  Publications  and  OAS  Official  Records  (Ch-13, 
~~  B-5,  W-7,  CG-4).  Peter  de  la  Garza 

The  Pan  irnierican  Union  published  in  late  I963  vol.  Ill  (19^2)  of  the 
Indice  y  Lista  General  de  los  Documentos  Qficiales  de  la  PEA.  The  provi- 
sional list  of  documents  for  the  first  6  months  of  1963  (vol,  IV,  no,  l) 
appeared  in  late  Summe'r.  The  cumulative  index  and  checklist  for  the  year 
has  already  gone  to  the  printers  and  is  scheduled  for  publication  in  late 
1964.  The  6-month  checklist  (vol.  V,  no.  1)  for  I964  will  go  to  the 
printer  as  soon  as  the  last  entries  for  June  I964  are  received. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  devising  and  applying  a  uniform 
classification  for  Pan  American  Union  publications  (as  distinct  from  OAS 
Official  Records).  A  partial  system  has  been  adopted  and  is  being  used 
on  an  experimental  basis  by  2  or  3  PAU  divisions,  most  notably  the 
Columbus  Memorial  Library.

Library  of  Congress  Bibliographic  Proyects  (Ch-S,  A-8,  NY-I4, 
W-11,  NY-16,  M--15--17).  Earl  Pariseau 

For  details,  Mr,  Pariseau  referred  participants  to  the  appropriate 
sections  of  V\forking  Paper  No.  1,  In  addition  to  the  projects  noted 
there,  the  Hispanic  Foundation  recently  issued  a  list  of  Ladino  books 
(321  titles)  in  LC  and  a  new  list,  Latin  America;  a  bibliog:raphy  of 
paperback  books. 

In  progress  is  the  National  Directory  of  Latin  American  Specialists, 
which  will  be  limited  to  "hard-core"  professionals,  a  cumulative  index  to 
vols,  1-25  of  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies,  and  a  supplement  to 
the  1958  bibliography  of  Soviet  writings  on  Latin  America.  The  organiza- 
tional work  for  the  guide  to  the  historical  literature  of  Latin  America 
is  proceeding. 

In  the  interests  of  better  focus  and  coverage,  the  Handbook,  begin- 
ning with  vol.  26  (due  November  I964)  will  be  divided  in  2  parts,  alter- 
nating each  year  the  fields  of  the  Humanities  and  the  Social  Sciences.

The  failure  to  enlist  financial  support  for  the  Pilot  Center  as 
originally  conceived  obliged  the  re-thinking  of  the  whole  project.  Enid 
Baa  of  the  Caribbean  Organization  drafted  a  scaled-down  proposal  viiich 
has  been  presented  to  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  for  consideration, 
since  neither  the  Caribbean  Organization  nor  the  Commonwealth  Dept. 
of  Education  have  any  funds  for  such  operations.  The  plan  is  being 
considered  by  the  President  and  Director  of  Libraries  of  the  University,

Dr.  Zimmerman  referred  participants  to  the  section  on  bibliography 
of  V\l'orking  Paper  No,  1,  and  to  Irene  Doria *s  Working  Paper  on  Brazil 
for  details.  Attention  was  called  to  the  bibliography  on  Latin  American 
university  publications  being  compiled  under  the  direction  of  Nadia  L, 
Livi  by  the  Union  de  Universidades  de  America  Latina  in  Mexico  City. 
Mention  was  also  made  of  the  need  for  a  current  guide  to  reference  works 
relating  to  Latin  America;  Dr.  Nettie  Lee  Benson  has  begun  work  on  such 
a  manual.  Dr.  Zimmerman  also  recommended  a  compilation  of  a  list  of 
bibliographies  which  have  appeared  as  working  papers  of  the  first  9 
SALALMs,  and  Father  Connolly  offered  to  prepare  it.    . 

On  the  topic  of  new  commercially-produced  bibliographies^  Mrs. 
Shepard  noted  the  offer  of  the  Maxwell  Scientific  International  Co.  to 
supply  to  libraries  IBM  card  entries  for  new  bibliographies.  Mrs.  Cohen 
expressed  reservations  on  the  utility  of  this  service,  inasmuch  as 
Maxwell's  citation  cards  usually  lack  publisher,  and  additionally  do  not 
fit  into  standard  file  drawers. 
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Bibliographic  Standardization  and  Promotion  (Ca-6,  10,  11,  13, 
CG-10-11).  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

The  Pan  American  Union  is  considering  the  translation  and  publica- 
tion in  Spanish  of  the  United  Nations  Library's  Bibliographic  Style 
Manual.  There  was  no  other  news  to  report  imder  this  topic. 


LIBRAItY  MTTERS 

Library  and  Bibliographic  Activities  in  the  Caribbean  (NY- 29, 
CG-12).  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

Enid  Baa  is  working  on  a  country-by- country  survey  on  Caribbean  bib- 
liography and  library  activities.  The  first  of  the  reports  is  Working 
Paper  No.  7.  In  future,  ¥ir,   Matos  will  report  on  the  general  bibliographic 
situation  in  the  Caribbean.  The  Caribbean  Organization  has  been  unable  to 
provide  funds  for  the  projected  conference  on  library  development  in  the 
area,  and  the  conference  is  consequently  indefinitely  postponed. 

Dr.  William  Jackson  called  attention  to  the  5th  meeting  of  Brazilian 
librarians,  scheduled  for  July  196 5  in  Belo  Horizonte. 

LC  Survey  of  Latin  Americanists  (See  II. F. 6  above) 

Processing  of  Latin  American  Materials.  General  discussion 

Mrs,  Shepard  raised  the  question  of  cooperative  cataloging  of  Latin 
American  materials  currently  being  received  by  U.  S,  libraries.  Dr. 
Reichmann  emphasized  the  waste  of  effort  resulting  from  duplicate  cata- 
loging by  numerous  different  institutions.  LC  cataloging  needs  speeding 
up;  cards  for  new  books  are  too  slow  in  being  printed.  To  reduce  this 
time-lag,  AFiL  has  considered  the  possibility  of  contributing  funds  to 
LC  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  cataloging  staff,  ARL  also  proposes 
to  have  cooperating  libraries  send  a  copy  of  their  order  non-LACAP  order 
slips  to  LC  to  guarantee  that  LC  will  acquire  and .process  all  of  the 
titles  for  which  cards  are  needed.  . 

To  the  observation  that  U.  S.  libraries  send  copy  to  the  National  '" 
Union  Catalog,  Dr.  Reichmann  replied  that  a)  the  entry  is  also  slow  in 
appearing  in  NUC,  and  b)  an  outside  library  would  prefer  the  LC  printed 
cards  to  reproducing  the  NUC  entry.  In  default  of  the  cards,  Dr. 
Reichmann  reported  that  some  libraries  have  established  bi-lateral  agree- 
ments whereby  they  automatically  exchange  copy  on  books  from  certain 
countries  according  to  a  division  of  responsibility  already  agreed  upon; 
the  non-cataloging  library  is  then  obliged  to  do  original  cataloging 
only  on  uniquely-received  items,  A  corollary  of  such  agreements  is 
uniformity  of  cataloging  practice. 
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Miss  Welch  recoirar.'ended  that  SiiLALM  should  urge  LC  to  give  priority 
to  Latin  American  books  in  the  ARL/LC  program, 

Mr.  West  reported  that  he  has  discussed  the  matter  with  the  chair- 
man of  the  ARL  Cormnittee  on  Cooperative  Cataloging,  but  that  the  details 
for  action  with  regard  to  Latin  American  materials  are  not  settled. 
Cataloging  problems  will  undoubtedly  be  a  part  of  the  Hispanic 'Founda- 
tion survey  on  a  National  Acquisitions  Policy, 

rirs.  Shepard  noted  the  Caribbe.an  Pilot  Project  included  specific 
proposals  for  immediate  "cataloging  and  disse.iiination  of  cataloging  in- 
formation to  participating  institutions.  Another  possibilitjr  would  be 
for  cataloging  to  be  done  by  LACAP,  the  cards  to  be  supplied  with  the 
books. 

Dr.  Benson  observed  that  the  Fichero  was  supposed  to  help  fill  the 
"cataloging  g^p",  but  that  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  the  expectations 
have  not  been  fulfilled. 

Mr.  West  inquired  what  came  of  earlier  SALALM  suggestions  that 
LACaP  do  full  cataloging.  Mr.  Coppola  said  that  preliminary  discussions 
with  Robert  Kingery  of  New  York  Public  Library  a  few  years  ago  were  not 
encouraging;  the  costs  would  have  required  a  charge  of  as  much  as  ^1.75 
per  set  of  cards.  Dr.  Reichjnann  thought  this  figure  too  optimistic; 
nevertheless,  he  felt  that  Stechert  would  sell  more  books  if  they  sup- 
plied cards,  and  urged  that  continued  efforts  be  made  :'n  this  direction, 
perhaps  in  collaboration  with  LCo  Mr.  Coppola  thought  that  only  if  LC 
were  responsible  for  the  professional  work  could  Stechert  consider  to 
provide  cards;  he  e-"xpressed  his  entire  willingness  to  look  into  the 
matter  again,  Mr.  Diaz;  inquired  if  Bro-Dart  migh  not  be  approached  as 
a  source  of  cards.  Dr.  Reichmann  pointed  out  that  Bro-Dart  provides 
cards  only  for  the  books  which  they  supply, 

Mrs.  Shepard  proposed  the  formation  of  an  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on 
Cataloging  of  Latin  American  Library  Materials.  The  suggestion  was 
approved,  and  Carl  Deal  was  appointed  Chairman.  Other  members  are 
Dominick  Coppola,  Emma  Montgomery,   Felix  Reichmann  and  V/illiara  Woods.  -

Book  Publishing,  Bibliography  and  Exchange  of  Publications  in 
Bolivia  (Working  Paper  No.  10).  Summary  by  Carl  Deal 

The  principal  problems  of  book  production  and  distribution  center 
largely  in  the  weakness  of  the  publishing  industry,  as  is  true  of  other 
under-developed  Latin  American  countries.  The  local  market  is  limited 
due  to  low  literacy  rates  and  restricted  purchasing  power;  editions 
consequently  are  small.  Locally-produced  books  must  also  compete  with 
importations,  estimated  at  65^/0  of  the  total  distributed.  Serial  pub- 
lications tend  to  be  irregular  and  short-lived.  Because  of  subsidies, 
university  presses  generally  have  an  easier  time  of  it  than  do  commer- 
cial houses.  The  government  publishes  a  great  deal,  but  the  Imprenta 
Nacional  is  not  equipped  to  handle  all  government  publications.  Trade 
information  is  scarce,  although  some  improvement  has  recently  been  made 
with  the  inception  of  the  Bibliografja  Boliviana  issued  from  I962  on  by 
Amigos  del  Libro  in  Cochabamba.  Part  V  of  the  Working  Paper — ^^on  official 
author  headings — should  prove  especially  useful  to  SALALM  participants. 

The  expected  Working  Paper  (no,  11)  on  Ecuador  not  having  been  re- 
ceived, the  topic  was  deferred. 


Book  Publishing,  Bibliography  and  Exchange  of  Publications  in 
Uruguay  (Working  Paper  No.  13).  Summary  by  Domini. ck  Coppola 

As  with  Bolivia,  production  is  comparatively  low.  Operating  costs 
are  high,  sales  limited;  except  for  texts,  most  print  runs  average  about 
1,000  copies.  The  distribution  system  is  inefficient,  and  the  local 
industry  also  suffers  from  the  strong  competition  of   the  Buenos  Aires  and 
Santiago  trade.  The  Banco  de  la  Republica  is  trying  to  encourage  the 
writing  and  publishing  of  worth-while  books  by  making  loans  to  authors. 
The  bibliographic  situation  has  improved  greatly  with  the  publication  by 
the  Biblioteca  del  Poder  Legislativo  of  the  Bibliografia  Uruguaya.  An 
effort  is  being  made  to  centralize  exchanges;  the  National  Library  and 
the  Biblioteca  del  Poder  Legislativo  have  obtained  special  funds  for 
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mailing  and  are  sending  out  substantial  amounts  of  material.  The  Working 

Paper  includes  a  schematic  list  of  govermient  offices c  Mrs.  Shepard 

pointed  out  that  this  list  is  not  as  complete  or  detailed  as  the  one   pub- 
lished by  I'lr.  Musso  3  years  ago.

Results  of  the  questionnaire  were  rather  negative.  The  problems 
encountered  were  similar  to  pre"/:lous  3ALALM  countr/  reports:  lack  of 
bibliographic  information _,  poor  service  from  dsalers,  lack  of  centralized 
exchange  sources,  poor  follow-np  by  both  dealers  and  exchange  partners, 
requirements  for  pre-paj/ment ,  Tne   recomiiiendations  for  improvement  were: 
to  stimulate  the  book  trade,  centralize  exchanges,  encourage  better  bib- 
liographic coverage e 

Mr.  de  la  Garza  thought  that  despite  the  depressing  picture  outlined, 
there  has  been  a  noticeable  improvement  in  some  areas,  notably  Bolivia, 
>where  the  combined  efforts  of  ilr,   Guttentag  and  Sr.echerk  had  resulted  in 
^  a  considerable  amc-Lnt  of  good  material  bei-iig  made  Lijo  ti  and  procurable. 
Mr.  Olivera  thou^^t  that  progress  was  also  being  made  for  Uruguay. 

Dr.  Benson  commented  on  the  unsatisfactory  situation  in  .Ecuador, 
still  one  of  the  hardest  countries  from  -rf]-d?h  to  obtailn  material.  Govern- 
mental instability  is  one  of  the  contr.-i bat:u.'g  factor;!,   i'lie  Casa  de  la 
Cultura  Ecuatoriana  and  its  various  miller.:?  does  a  ld.^^;i-  r...:.'.:\ at   of  pub- 
lication, but  the  exchanges  are  very  undependable,  par-:..y  for  lack  of 
personnel  and  mailing  money.  The  Universidad  Catolica  a.^.sq  publishes 
a  good  bit,  but  is  likewise  difficult  to  obtain  things  from.  Ixr.  Coppola 
and  Mr,  Baraya  confirmed  Dr.  Benson^ s  observations  and  aaded  that  because 
of  the  special  difficulties  attending  Ecuadorian  materials,  LACAP  would 
in  future  include  two  annual  field  trips  to  Ecuador  in  its  schedule. 
Leila  Moran  of  the  National  Agricultural  library  said  that  they  have  en- 
listed the  Agricultural  attache  of  the  American  Embassy  in  Quito  as  liaison 
man  for  the  negotiation  of  exchanges  v/ith  agricultural  schools  and  agencies. 

Benjamin  E.  Powell  of  Duke  University  described  the  informal  working 
arrangement  between  Duke  and  North  Carolina  for  the  development  of  their 
Latin  American  collections.  They  are  dividing  responsibility  for  the 
Latin  American  countries  between  the  two  institutions,  using  Bolivia  (UNO) 
and  Venezuela  (Duke)  as  a  pilot  study.  They  will  also  make  a  resource 
study  in  the  U.  S,  with  a  view  to  having  micro  reproductions  made  of  im- 
portant publications  not  otherwise  available. 
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Mrs.  Shepard  asked  for  information  on  Gunnar  Mendoza's  v/ork  in 
Bolivia.  Dr.  Benson  said  that  Mr,  Mendoza  is  currently  in  Washington  on 
a  Fiockefeller  grant,  identifying  archival  material  in  the  U.  S.  relat- 
ing to  all  of  Latin  America;  subsequently  he  will  be  at  the  University 
of  Texas  for  2  years/  with  considerable  travel  throughout  the  U.  S. 

V/ith  regard  to  official  publications  from  Bolivia,  Uruguay  and  Ecuador, 
Miss  Montgomery,  Dr.  Benson,  Miss  Moran  and  Mr.  de  la  Garza  all  reported 
receiving  a  large  amount  of  unsolicited  back  runs  of  government  and  serai- 
official  serial  publications  from  the  Biblioteca  Nacional  and  the  Biblio- 
teca  del  Poder  Legislativo.  Mrs.  Shepard  thought  this  might  be  the  result 
of  recent  efforts  on  the  part  of  Uruguayan  librarians  to  centralize  ex- 
change operations  for  materials  of  this  type.  Mr.  Olivera  said  that 
Syracuse  has  had  very  poor  results  from  a  Uruguayan  dealer  who  was  con- 
tracted to  obtain  official  publications;  most  dealers  seem  to  feel  that 
prospects  for  this  kind  of  operation  are  too  poor  to  warrant  the  trouble. 

Dr.  Benson  reported  the  recent  purchase  of  21,000.  volumes  from 
Uruguay,  including  some  periodicals. 

Mrs.  Shepard  concluded  the  discussion  with  a  report  that  several 
Latin  American  countries  have   recently  become  signatories  of  the  UIJESCO 
exchange  agreement.

Mrs.  Nadia  Livi  reported  that  the  Centre  de  Estudios  Literarios 
(Facultad  de  Files of la  y  Letras,  Universidad  Nacional  Autonoma  de  Mexico) 
is  sponsoring  the  compilation,  by  Dra.  Maria  del  Carmen  Mill an  of  a 
bio-bibliograj±iical  dictionary  of  Mexican  authors  in' all  fields  of 
endeavour,  with  the  cooperation  of  numerous  specialized  institutions. 
The  section  on  contemporary  literary  writers  has  been  completed,  but  is  .  ; 
not  yet  published. 
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Dr.  Jackson  announced  that  his  i^/orking  Paper  on  Brazilian  resources 
in  U.  S,  libraries  was  not  included  in  the  collected  volume  of  Working 
Papers  of  the  8th  SaLALM  because  the  study  is  being  amplified  and  revised 
for  publication  later  in  the  year.  All  ARL  libraries  except  2  will  be 
covered,  and  it  will  contain  a  union  list  of  98  current  periodicals  cited 
in  the  Zimmerman  list,  j^Irs.

ACQUISITIONS  FROM  PARAGUAY  AM)  PERU 


Book  Publishing,  Bibliography  and  Exchange  of  Publications  in 
Paraguay  (Working  Paper  no.  14).  Summary  by  Emma  Montgomery 

The  situation  in  Paraguay  follows  the  pattern  of  other  less-developed 
Latin  American  countries.  The  book  trade  suffers  from  high  import  duties 
on  raw  materials,  heavy  competition  from  Bonarense  publishers,  a  very  lim- 
ited market,  and  lack  of  qualified  technicians.  Most  of  the  important 
national  authors  have  their  works  published  outside  the  country.  The 
greater  part  of  the  national  production  emanates  from  the  I^ational  Print- 
ing Office  and  the  Military  Printing  Office.  The  other  government  agen- 
cies generally  do  not  have  printing  equipment  more  sophisticated  than 
office  duplicating  machines. 

Exchange  is  poorly  developed;  most  of  what  takes  place  is  within 
the  country.  Reasons  given  are  lack  of  postage  money,  untrained  person- 
nel, and  the  language  barrier. 


Book  Publishing,  Bibliography  and  Exchange  of  Publications  in 
Peru  (working  Papers  nos.  12A-12D) .  Summary  by 

Suzanne  Bodgman 

Miss  Hodgman  confined  her  summary  to  Working  Paper  12A,  inasmuch. as 
12B  and  12C  are  simply  lists,  and  12D  consists  of  a  single  page. 

Peru's  publishing  activity  is  very  limited  except  for  elementary 
and  secondary-school  textbooks.  The  usual  reasons  apply:  high  cost  of 
materials;  a  small  market;  competition  from  books  published  abroad  — 
especially  in  Argentina,  Chile,  Mexico  and  Spain;  poor  distribution 
systems,  etc.  Most  publishing  is  done  in  Lima;  very  little  issues  from 
the  provinces.  An  interesting  and  encouraging  recent  development  in 
expanding  the  reading  public  and  stimulating  the  industry  is  the  develop- 
ment of  book  festivals,  featuring  low-cost  popular  books  and  standard 
classics.

Policy  and  Practice  of  U.  S,  Libraries  in  Acquiring  Materials 
'     from  Parana y  (Working  Paper  No.  8B),  Mary  Brennan     . 

The  state, of  current  acquisitions  from  Paraguay  could  hardly  be 
worse,  ,  The  most  frequent  complaints  on  the  part  of  libraries  respond- 
ing to  the  questionnaire  are:  lack  of  bibliographic  information,  .lack 
of  reliable  dealers,  failure  to  receive  replies  to  correspondence,  and 
difficulty  of  obtaining  official  publications.  Most  libraries  use 
dealers  outside  of  the  country  for-  Paraguayan  materials,  most  commonly 
Stechert-Hafner,  •  Syracuse  and  North  Carolina,  both  with  a  special  in- 
terest in  Paraguay,  have  found  USBE  useful  in  acquiring  some  material. 

Policy  &nd  Practice  of  U.  S.  Libraries  in  Acquiring  Haterialg 
from  Peru  (V/orking  Paper  No.  BA).  James  Breedlove 

Of  the  responding  libraries,  36  acquire  Peruvian  materials,  and  32 
of  them  have  exchange  programs.  Nine  of  the  libraries  have  complete  or 
blanket  order  coverage  under  LACAP;  none  have  blanket  orders  vdth  a' 
Peruvian  dealer.  There  seems  to  be  a],most  no  interest  in  non-book 
materials.  Twenty- two  libraries  use  USBE.  Effectiveness  of  exchange 
programs  varies,  probably  depending  on  staff  and  available  exchange 
materials  in  U,  S,  libraries.  There  are  the  usual  complaiints:  poor 
bibliographic  coverage  (the  Anua,rio  Bibliografico  Peruano  is  up  to  only 
1957);  lack  of  reliable  dealers  (although  3  libraries  are  satisfied  with 
Iturriaga^s  service);  small  printings;  difficulty  in  obtaining  govern- 
ment publications.  The  recommendations  were:  continuing  support  of 
LACAP;  encouragement  of  centralized  exchange  agencies  for  government 
offices  and 'universities;  improvement  of  mail  service;  better  and  more 
up-to-date  bibliographiy;  stimulation  of  the  book  trade, 

Dr,  Jackson  asked  for  comments  from  the  floor  on  the  preceding 
reports,  beginning  with  Paraguay,  Mr,  Baraya  reported  that  LACAP  had 
not  been  able  to  make  a  field  trip  for  2  years.  Mr,  Olivera  said  that 
Syracuse  has  Farmington  Plan  responsibility  for  Paraguay  but  has  not 
had  much  success  in  obtaining  material;  most  of  their  Paraguayan 
material  has  been  acquired  from  Argentina,  Mr,  West  noted  that  the^ 
Farmington  Plan  Subcommittee  for  Africa  has  recommended  sending  a  bib- 
liograjdier  there  every  2  years;  would  it  be  out  of  the  question  for  an 
institution  with  special  responsibility  for  Paraguay,  e,g.  Syracuse,  to 
send  someone  down  periodically  to  survey  the  local  situation  and  estab- 
lish the  necessary  contacts  to  keep  the  material  flowing?  Mr,  Olivera 
thought  this  would  be  very  fruitful  and  offered  to  suggest  the  idea  to 
the  appropriate  authorities. 

Dr.  Benson  referred  to  her  I96I  exploratory  trip  to  Paraguay,  during 
which  she  found  that  almost  no  books  were  being  published  there.  Better 
sources  are  to  be  found  in  Argentina,  Uruguay  and  Mexico — in  the  latter, 
the  Editorial  Guaranl  of  Natalicio  Gonf^ez  has  put  out  some  very  impor- 
tant books.  Texas  has  a  special  interest  in  Paraguay  because  of  its 
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commitment  to  augment  its  Gondra  collection  of  Paraguayan  materials.  In 
preparation  for  this  S/XALM,  Texas  made  special  efforts  to  contact  every 
possible  exchange  source  and  has  already  received  some  substantial  mate- 
rials from  the  Banco  Nacional,  the  Direccion  de  Estadlstica  and  other 
agencies.  Dr.  Benson  strongly  advised  the  writing  of  original  rather 
than  form  letters,  and  in  Spanish  rather  than  English;  sending  postage 
is  also  effective  at  times.  Dr.  Jackson  thought  that  a  contributing 
factor  to  the  generally-poor  exchange  situation  is  the  lack  of  trained 
librarians.  .... 

Dr.  Zimmerman  observed  that  perhaps  the  statistics,  on  Paraguayan 
receipts  by  U.  S,  libraries  may  be  deceptive,  inasmuch  as' FP  reporting 
procedures  require  that  libraries  report  books  .by  country  or  origin 
rather  than  subject  content;  a  book  on  Paraguay  published  in  Argentina 
is  consequently  reported  as  an  Argentinian  rather  than  a  Paraguayan 
title.  To  Dr.  Benson's  inquiry.  Dr.  Reichmann  pointed  out  that  FP 
obliges  the  responsible  library  to  purchase  books  about  the  country 
wherever  they  may  be  published,  but  that  reporting  is  done  solely  on 
the  basis  of  place  of  origin.  Mr.  Olivera  said  that  Syracuse  does  not 
report  or  charge  to  the  FP  fund  books  on  Paraguay  which  are  published 
elsewhere.  Dr.  Ziirar.erman  said  that  Florida  has  not  been  reporting  by 
place,  but  for  the  Caribbean  area  as  a  whole;  in  her  viev7,  this  made 
the  statistics  almost  meaningless.  Mrs.  Shepard  thought  that,  in  view 
of  the  general  dissatisfaction  with  the  FP  reporting  system,  ARL  should 
be  asked  to  change  the  rules  for  reporting;  Mr.  i-^fest  felt  that  a  special 
set  of  rules  for  Latin  America  v/ould  only  compound  the  confusion,  and 
suggested  the  possibility  of  filing  separate  statistics  (books  from  and 
books  about  a  country)  or  a  preliminary  airing  of  the  problem  in  the  FP 
Newsletter.  '  ... 

Further  on  the  subject  of  FP,  Dr.  Benson  called  attention  to  the 
evaluation  of  FP  agent  performance.  Libraries  frequently  report  that  a- 
dealer  has  been  unsatisfactory;  in  fact,  is  there  any  binding  necessity 
to  limit  FP  purchases  to  one  source?  And  shouldn't  titles  bought  from 
non-FP  agents  be  included  in  the  statistical  report?  Mr.  West  replied 
that  the  responsible  library  should  report  all  material,  wherever  ac- 
quired; FP  wants  a  total  effort  and  total  figures,  Mrs.  Shepard  sug- 
gested that  a  written  statement  by  Mr,  West  on  FP.and  Latin  America  would 
be  useful  to  SALAL^l  in  clarifying  policies  and  procedures.  Mr.  West 
agreed  that  the  c on st an uly-changing  picture  would  justify  such  a      ' 
statement,         '  •  ■ 

The  discussion  then  turned 'to  the  question  of  factors  which  deter- 
mine the  development,  for  better  or  worse,  of  the  editorial  and  biblio- 
graphic production  in  a  given  country.  Mrs.  Cohen  thought  that  a  more 
precise  knowledge  of  why  the  situation  in  one  country  has  improved  would 
give  valuable  clues  on  what  might  be  done  in  other  Dlaces  to  achieve  the 
better  results,  Dr,  Reiohmann  pin-poijited  the  lack  of  a  reliable  yard- 
stick for  measuring  relative  improvement;  we  do  not  knovr  how  much  is 
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actually  issued  during  a  given  period;  FP  reports  only  show  what  has  been 
acquired  and  are  an  unsatisfactory  index.  Mr.  Coppola  said  that  LACAP 
has  a  similar  problem;  when  receipts  from  a  country  drop,  is  it  because 
less  has  been  issued,  or  is  the  local  agent  falling  down  on  the  job? 
Dr.  Reichmann  thought  that  the  problem  is  not  confined  to  Latin  America; 
one  cannot  say  with  certainty  vdiy  the  picture  changes  even  for  VJestern 
Europe,  Dr.  Bork  felt  that  the  principal  factors  are  largely  economic. 
Mrs.  Shepard  concurred,  citing  import  duties  on  paper  and  currency  re- 
strictions which  almost  destroyed  the  book  industry  in  Argentina  during 
the  Peron  regime.  Literacy  rates  are  also  significant.  As  to  biblio- 
graphic control,  this  frequently  depends  on  the  initiative  and  dedica- 
tion of  individuals,  e.g,,  Fermin  Peraza  for  Cuba,  Mr.  Guttentag  for 
Bolivia,  the  graduates  of  the  Inter-American  Library  School  for  Colombia. 

Dr.  Zimmerman  noted  that  political  conditions  have  been  responsible 
for  much  of  the  changing  picture  in  the  Caribbean,  citing  the  worsened 
situation  in  Haiti  and  Cuba,  and. the  improved  one  in  the  Dominican 
Republic. 

Dr.  Jackson  took  exception  to  the  rather  gloomy  report  of  U,  S. 
acquisitions  from  Peru;  during  his  recent  visit  he  noted  several  en- 
couraging developments — especially  in  university  libraries  and  in  book 
dealer  activity.  Mrs.  Shepard  added  that  the  National  Library  was 
making  substantial  progress  under  its  new  director.  Dr.  Carlos  Cueto 
Fernandini;  the  Library  has  resumed  publication  of  Fenix  and  has  asked 
to  publish  some  of  the  SALAM  papers  in  the  review.  She  suggested,  as 
possible  avenues  to  explore  in  improving  the  bibliographic  and  exchange 
situation,  greater  use  by  librarians  of  opportunities  for  Fulbright 
scholarships,  and  the  enlisting  of  U.  S.  librarian  currently  working  in 
Latin  America  such  as  Eleanor  Mitchell  in  Quito  and  John  Veenstra  in 
Colombia,  Dr.  Zimmerman  said  that  a  University  of  Florida  alumna  was 
also  in  Ecuador. 

Mrs.  Shepard  asked  for  a  report  from  a  new  SALAD'I  participant,  the 
AID  Resources  Inventory  Center.  Mr.  Thomson  described  the  primary 
function  of  the  Center  as  the  carrying  out  of  unclassified  intelligence 
work.  The  Center  in  fact  works  for  the  Array  Corps  of  Engineers,  although 
one  of  its  jobs  is  the  evaluation  and  weeding  of  AID  reports.  The  major 
current  project  is  an  exhaustive  inventory  of  the  physical  resources  of 
the  Central  American  countries  and  Panama,  scheduled  for  completion  in 
24  months.  Each  inventory  will  consist  of  2  parts— a  map  portrayal  . 
and  a  descriptive  text.  The  reports  will  be  distributed  by  the  con- 
tracting parties,  e,g,,  SIECA  and  the  Banco  Centraoamericano  de  Inte- 
gracion  Economica.  The  Center  is  also  beginning  work  on  a  survey  for 
the  National  Planning  Commission  of  Venezuela;  other  South  American 
countries  will  follow.  The  reports  will  be  elaborate  and  expensive, 
costing  about  $350  each  to  produce.  Mr.  Orne  recommended  that  SALALM 
make  its  interest  in  the  reports  known  to  the  contracting  institutions 
in  the  hope  that  copies  will  be  made  generally  available. 
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Dr.  Jackson  qalled  attention  to  the  very  informative  reports  of  the 
Social  Progress  Trust  Firnd  of  the  Inter-American  Development  Bank,  Mrs, 
Shepard  added  that  AID  issues  many  useful  reports  which  are  not  widely 
distributed,  Mr.  Pariseau  noted  that  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies 
2^-  lists  a  number  of  these;  LC  has  been  making  special  efforts  to  acquire 
all  that  are  issued.  They  are  difficult  to  identify,  and  even  more  dif- 
ficult to  locate.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  AID's  publications  dis- 
tribution system  is  highly  unsatisfactory.  .  ' 

Mr.  Veenstra  was  called  upon  to  report  on  the  library  system  of  the 
Universidad  del  Valle  in  Cali,  Colombia,  As  the  result  of  a  survey  and 
report  by  Marion  Flilczewski,  Mr,  Veenstra  was  appointed  on  contract  by 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation  to  reorganize  and  centralize  the  system.  This 
was  done,  except  for  the  Medical  School  and  Hospital  libraries,  with  the 
creation  of  a  Departamento  de  Bibliotecas.  The  University  administration 
accepted  but  has  not  implemented  the  proposal  that  5<yo  of  the  total  Uni- 
versity budget  be  allocated  to  the  librar^^.  There  are  now  40,000  volumes, 
and  2,000  serial  titles  are  currently  received.  The  collections  are  being 
augmented  by  a  strong  acquisitions  program.  The  staff  has  8  professional 
librarians,  and  is  giving  classes  in  library  use  to  faculty  and  students. 
A  local  advertising  campaign  publicizes  the  services  offered.  Current 
projects  are  a  union  list  of  Colombian  serials  and  the  compilation  of 
various  special  bibliographies.  Dr.  Julio  Aguirre  is  studing  Library 
Science  at  the  University  of  Michigan  and  will  return  to  Cali  to  assume 
the  directorship  of  the  Libraiy.  The  library  is  now  publishing  an  acqui- 
sitions list  and  an  information  bulletin.

Participation (B-13,  Ca-31,  32).  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

After  SALALM  10,  the  Seminars  vdll   be  increasingly  involved  with  new 
problems;  among  them  will  be  cooperative  cataloging,  training  of  personnel 
for  librarianship,  and  stimulation  of  library  development  in  Latin  America, 
The  perennial  problem  from  an  organizational  point  of  viex^  continues  to 
be  the  lack  of  financial  support  for  Sf^LAUA,     Aid  has  been  solicited  from 
government  and  foundation  sources  without  success.  Perhaps  SilLALM  can 
explore  the  possibility  of  carrying  out  some  of  its  projects  indirectly 
through  universities  xvhich  have  received  contracts  and  grants.  Money  is 
also  needed  to  get  more  Latin  American  participation  in  SALALM  meetings, 
as  with  the  6  library  science  students  attending  the  present  meeting 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Bogle  Memorial  Foundation. 

Institutions  needing  Latin  American  bibliographers  and  librarians 
should  make  their  wishes  known  to  the  Pan  American  Union,  vrfiich  keeps  a 
file  of  personnel  with  interests  in  these  areas.  Twenty  Cuban  lawyers 
are  currently  studying  Librarianship  at  Emporia  State  College  and  may 
be  available  for  openings  in  another  few  months.

Review  and  Approval  of  Resolutions 

The  draft  resolutions  were  read.  On  res.  3,   Miss  Welch  recommend- 
ed that  an  ad  hoc  committee  be  appointed  to  undertake  a  processing-cost 
study,  with  or  without  the  collaboration  of  RSTD,  as  circumstances  re- 
quire. Miss  Ball  recommended  a  rephrasing  of  res,  2,  Dr.  Jackson  rec- 
ommended that  the  word  "film"  be  changed  to  "reproduce"  in  res.  21.  In 
res.  22,  Dr.  Zimmerman  proposed  a  more  explicit  phrasing  in  the  designa- 
tion of  responsibility  to  a  subcommittee  on  bibliographic  activities  for 
the  preparation  of  an  annual  report.  In  res,  25  it  was  proposed  that 
Father  Connolly  be  named  as  compiler  of  the  annotated  list  of  bibliog- 
raphies contained  in  SALALM, 

The  resolutions  with  the  proposed  amendments  were  unanimously 
approved. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Ninth  Seminar  adjourned  sine  die.

Revised  and  Approved  in  Principle 
by  Plenary 
June  26,  1964 

The  Ninth  Seminar  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Materials 
recommends 

Acquisition  Matters 

1.  That  because  of  the  need  recognized  by  the  Seminar  for  coordinat- 
ed planning  for  the  acquisition  of  all  types  of  materials  to  satisfy  the 
teaching  and  research  requirements  of  the  country,  the  Sem.inar  expresses 
to  the  Library  of  Congress  its  willingness  to  collaborate  in  any  way 
possible  v/ith  the  Hispanic  Foundation  in  its  proposed  study  of  a  National 
Acquisition  Plan  for  Latin  i^erican  Research  Materials. 

2.  That  a  v/orking  paper  be  prepared  for  the  Tenth  Seminar  reporting 
on  the  findings  of  the  papers  of  previous  seminars  in  regard  to  the  policy 
and  practices  of  U.S.  libraries  in  acquiring  materials  from  the  various 
Latin  American  countries  and  pointing  out  the  areas  of  activities  which 
need  to  be  strengthened,  and  that  the  offer  of  the  staff  of  the  AID 
Resources  Inventory  Center  to  undertake  the  study  be  accepted. 

3.  That  Miss  Helen  Uelch  and  an  ad  hoc  committee  composed  of  Felix 
Reichmann,  Nina  Cohen,  and  Marilyn  Satterlee  undertake  a  cost  study  of 
acquiring  and  processing  Latin  American  materials. 

k.     That  the  Committee  on  Acquisitions  continue  annual  reporting  on 
significant  new  acquisitions  by  U.3.  libraries  of  Latin  American  materi- 
als, including  mention  of  specific  sets  or  unique  items  considered  impor- 
tant by  the  libraries  reporting, 

5.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Farmington  Plan  Subcommittee  for  Latin 
America  ask  ARL  to  clarify  and  publicize  the  FP  requirements  for  reporting 
on  Farmington  Plan  primary  and  secondary  responsibilities  for  the  various 
kinds  of  materials. 

6.  That  LACAP  under talce  to  report  annually  on  the  cost  per  country 
of  blanlcet  orders,  and  also  on  the  periodicals  which  it  finds  have  ceased 
publication. 
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7.  That  the  Secretary  make  an  effort  through  library  associations 
and  institutions  and  through  such  organizations  as  Franklin  Book  Programs, 
Inc.,  to  complete  the  survey  undertaken  by  the  Seminars  of  the  current 
status  of  book  publishing,  bibliography,  and  the  exchange  of  publications 
in  each  country  of  Latin  America  and  the  Caribbean  area. 

8.  That  Br.  Nettie  Lee  Benson  be  asked  to  prepare  a  working  paper 
for  the  Tenth  Seminar  on  the  various  factors  involved  in  the  acquisitions 
progi-am  of  liexican  materials  at  the  University  of  Texas. 

9.  That  interested  institutions  and  individuals  explore  the  possi- 
bilities of  Fullbright  grants  whose  ultimate  purpose  would  be  securing 
more  adequate  acquisition  of  material  from  specific  countries,  as  well  as 
the  utilization  of  U.^,  librarians  and  university  personnel  involved  in 
university  contracts  in  Latin  America,  and  national  professional  librarians 
active  in  acquisition  work  and  bibliography  in  establishing  local  contacts 
and  improving:  national  bibliographic  coverage. 

10.   That  the  Seminar  applaud  and  stimulate  the  extension  of  such 
working  agreements  as  that  entered  into  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
and  Duke  for  dividing  the  responsibility  for  acquiring  materials  from  South 
America,  and  that  between  Cornell  and  UCLA  for  exchanging  catalog  cards. 


Exchange  of  Publications 

11.  That  continued  moral  support  be  given  by  the  Seminar  and  its  par- 
ticipating institutions  to  efforts  of  the  l, j.  Book  Exchange  to  procure 
and  distribute  Latin  American  materials  to  U.S.  libraries  and  to  provide 
similar  excliange  services  to  the  institutions  of  Latin  America. 

12.  That  interested  libraries  explore  the  possibility  of  providing 
postage  and  mailing  supplies  for  exchange  purposes  to  institutions  in 
some  countries. 

Photoduplication 

13*  That  the  Committee  on  Acquisitions  continue  to  issue  a  semi- 
annual Microfilm  Newsletter,  reporting  principally  on  works  in  progress 
or  proposed,  especially  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  and  on  both  com- 
mercial and  no n- commercial  activities,  leaving  to  the  National  Microfilm 
Clearing  House  the  recording  of  v/orks  which  have  been  completed, 

1^.  That  libraries  in  the  U.S.  subscribe  and  contribute  to  the  jour- 
nal Kicrodoc,  issued  by  The  Library  Association  in  London,  which  attempts 
to  list  all  new  microfilm  produced. 

15«  That  the  New  York  Public  Library  be  commended  on  its  microfilm- 
ing of  official  gazettes  and  that  libraries  participating  in  the  Seminars 
make  every  effort  to  avail  themselves  of  positive  copies  so  as  to  assure 
the  continuance  of  the  program. 
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16.  That  the  Library  of  Congress  take  the  initiative  in  conferring 
with  the  Pan  American  Union  and  Microcard  Editions,  Inc.  concerning  the 
reproduction  on  microform  of  the  documents  of  important  non^ governmental 
inter-American  conferences 


Of\ficial  Publicatj^ons 

17.  That  libraries  participating  in  the  Seminars  collaborate  with 
the  University  of  Florida  in  checking  their  holdings  of  Latin  American 
official  serials  issued  in  list  form  by  the  University  Library,  and  that 
whenever  feasible  some  libraries  assume  major  responsibility  for  listing 
by  country  and  for  checking  of  holdings  by  other  libraries. 

18.  That  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  collaborate 
with  the  University  of  Florida  in  pursuit  of  the  eventual  location  of 
official  government  serials  in  U.S.  libraries  and  in  an.  effort  to  fill  in 
at  least  one  complete  set. 

19.  That  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  continue  its 
review  of  government  manuals  and  its  determination  of  the  essential  items 
of  information  in  such  manuals 

20.  That  the  Inter-American  Statistical  Institute  be  asked  to 
compile  for  the  Tenth  Seminar  a  bibliography  of  the  important  census  and 
statistical  publications  of  the  Latin  iimerican  countries,  to  serve  as  a 
working  paper. 

21.  That  the  library  of  Congress  and/or  other  institutions  be  en- 
couraged to  reproduce  census  and  statistical  publications  for  purchase 
by  interested  libraries. 


Bibliographical  Matters 

22.  That  the  Committee  on  Bibliography's  subcommittee  on  reporting 
bibliographic  activities,  headed  by  Carl  Deal,  prepare  an  annual  report 
on  bibliographic  activities  related  to  Latin  American  materials,  seeking 
to  assemble  information  on  both  a  regional  and  a  national  basis  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  the  Pan  American  Union,  libraries  with  Farmington 
Plan  commitments,  the  University  of  Puerto  .tico  and  other  institutions  and 
organizations  in  the  Caribbean  area,  and  from  other  sources. 

23.  That  encouragement  be  extended  to  the  Pan  American  Union  in  its 
effort  to  issue  a  quarterly  Index  to  Latin  American  Periodicals  at  a 
reasonable  subscription  price. 

'2k,     That  gratitude  be  expressed  to  the  Mew  York  Public  Library  and 
the  rJ.R.  Bowker  Company  for  the  compilation  and  publication  of  the  Fichero 
bibliogr&fico  hispanoamericano  and  the  Libros  en  venta,  and  that  best 
wishes  be  extended  to  the  latter  in  assuming  sole  responsibility  for  their 
publication  and  in  maintaining  a  field  office  in  Buenos  Aires. 
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25.  That  the  Pan  .'Imerican  Union  be  commended  on  its  continued  effort 

^   list  and  index  currently  the  OAS  Official  Records  and  the-PAU  technical  and 
informational  publicatioris,  essential  for  the  organization  and  location  of 
such  publications. 

26.  Tliat  the  Hispanic  Foundation  of  the  Library  of  Congress  be  commend- 
ed on  its  current  and  projected  bibliographic  projects,  as  reported. 

27.  That  the  Seminar  continue  to  support  the  efforts  of  its  Committee 
on  Bibliography,  and  especially  on  the  ad  hoc  subcommittee  headed  by  Enid 
Baa,  to  secure  the  creation  of  a  Pilot  Center  for  Bibliographic  Information 
on  the  Caribbean. 

28.  That  the  collaboration  of  the  Seminar  be  extended  to  the  Uni6n 
de  Universidades  en  America  Latina,  in  v/hatever  way  it  could  be  useful, 

in  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  the  publications  of  Latin  American  univer- 
sities, so  as  to  assure  as  complete  a  lis  tin;'  as  possible  as  v/ell  as  spe- 
cific information  regarding  the  latest  number  and  date  of  serial  publica- 
tions • 

29.  That  a  working  paper  be  prepared  by  Father  Brendan  Connolly  for 
the  Tenth  Seminar  consisting  of  an  annotated  bibliography  of  those  bibliog- 
raphies contained  in  SALAD:  working  papers. 

Library  Hatters 

3c,  That  the  interest  of  the  Seminar  in  the  centralized  cataloging 
of  Latin  American  materials  be  specifically  called  to  the  attention  of  ARL 
through  the  Chairman  of  the  Farraington  Plan  Subcommittee  on  Latin  America, 
Stanley  '/est,  so  that  cards  may  be  made  available  as  soon  after  the  receipt 
of  materials  as  possible. 

31.  That,  in  view  of  the  duplication  of  cataloging  by  individual 
libraries,  the  shortage  of  catalogers  for  Latin  American  materials,  the 
acquisition  by  several  libraries  of  the  same  titles,  and  previous  recommen- 
dations of  the  Seminars  concerning  possible  provision  by  L'lCAP  of  catalog 
cards  to  be  offered  for  sale  with  the  books,  an  ad  hoc  committee  be  named 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Carl  Deal,  with  a  minimum  composition  of  Felix 
Reichmann,  Dominick  Coppola,  Srama  Montgomery  and  William  l/oods,  to  explore 
the  possible  centralized  or  cooperative  cataloging  of  Latin  American 
materials. 

Organizational  Matters 

32.  That  the  authors  of  working  papers,  moderators,  rapporteurs,  and 
contributors  to  the  discussion  be  thanked  for  their  contribution  to  and 
participation  in  the  Seminar. 

33.  That  appreciation  be  expressed  to  the  authorities  of  V/ashington 
University,  and  especially  to  Andrew  J,  Eaton  and  his  library  staff  and  to 
Carl  Dauten,  Associate  Provost,  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  the  Ninth 
Seminar  and  for  making  local  arrangements  for  the  excellent  facilities  used 
by  it,  and  to  both  './ashington  University  and  St.  Louis  University  for 
invitations  to  visit  their  resr)ective  libraries. 
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3^.  That  appreciation  be  expresed  to  Microcard  Editions,  Inc.,  for 
the  pleasant  reception  it  provided. 

35.  That  gratitude  be  expressed  to  the  Bogle  Kemorial  Fund  and  to  the 
Hoclcefeller  Voundation  which  made  possible  the  participation  in  the  Seminar 
of  several  Latin  American  students  enrolled  in  U.3.  library  schools,  ae 
well  as  the  hope  that  they  will  continue  the  practice  in  the  future. 

36.  That  the  authorities  of  Southern  Illinois  University  be  thanked 
for  granting  leave  to  A.  v/illiam  Bork  to  visit  Brazil  in  pursuit  of  the 
objectives  of  L.\CAP  and  report  his  findings  to  the  Seminar.

Introduction 

The  Alliance  for  Progiress  and  the  OAS 

The  special  \lliance  for  Progress  Information  Team  of  the  PAU  contin- 
ues to  issue  its  ^-page  Alliance  for  Prop;ress:   'Weekly  Newsletter.  An  . 
annual  report  on  the  March  of  the  Alliance  for  Pror^ress  was  issued  for 
1961-62,  and  for  1962-63 .  Other  background  and  spefein.!  reports  are  also 
issued  as  required,  including  the  Provisional  Guide  to  the  Writin.^s  on 
the  Alliance  for  Pro.Tress  (Rev.  1)  (lip.)  prepared  by  the  Columbus 
Memorial  Library  and  the  .alliance  for  Progress  Information  Team. 

A  multilateral  Inter- American  Committee  on  the  Alliance  for  Progre|bS 
(CIAP)  was  created  v/ithin  the  PAU  as  a  result  of  the  resolution  of  the 
1963  meeting  of  the  Inter-American  Economic  and  Social  Council  at  the 
Ministerial  Level.   It.  consists  of  a  president  and  7  members.  Among 
its  functions  are:   to  examine  problems  and  prepare  formulas  to  resolve 
them  in  accordance  with  policies  to  be  established;  promote  increased 
multilateral  participation  in  the  Alliance;  estimate  annual  needs  for 
financing  and  the  available  resources;  examine  national  and  regional 
plans;  determine  annual  allotments  each  country  should  make  to  achieve 
Alliance  goals;  prepare  and  present  annual  budget  to  be  distribute^ 
among  the  various  countries,  cooperate  with  all  countries,  with  the 
Inter- American  Development  Bank  and  other  financial  agencies;  coordi- 
nate multilateral  initiative,  obtain  information  on  progress  of  multi- 
lateral investments;  coordinate  work  of  special  lA-ECOSOC  committees; 
revise  PAU  budget  related  to  the  Alliance  and  to  Technical  Cooperation; 
and  review  general  PAU  budget  in  areas  related  to  lA-ECOSCC. 

The  1963  meeting  of  the  Inter-American  Cultural  Council  reorgan- 
ized its  own  structure,  and  recommended  to  the  OAS  the  creation  of  a 
Department  of  Educational  Affairs,  subsequently  adopted.   (Reunion 
Extraordinaria  del  Gonsejo  Interamericano  Cultural  al  Nivel  Ministerial, 
Bogota,  1963.  Acta  final.   3Cp.  OEA/Ser,J:II.^,  Doc.  17  Rev.)   It  ac- 
cepted a  resolution  approved  also  by  the  Ministers  of  Education  at  their 
1963  meeting  for  the  creation  of  an  Inter-American  Editorial  Fund  at  the 
Pan  American  Union  to  promote  the  publication  of  low-cost  editions  of 
the  best  books  of  the  Americas  for  wide  distribution.  Venezuela  offer- 
ed 1  million  bolivares  to  got  it  started.   (Tercera  Reunion  Interameri- 
cana  de  Ministros  de  Educacion,  Bogota,  I963.  Acta  final.  96p.  OEA/Ser. 
K/V.3.1,  Doc.  135  Rev.)   At  the  first  meeting  of  national  Directors  of  • 
Culture  held  at  the  PAU  in  September  1963,  an  exchange  of  book  exhibits  •• 
was  recommended,  as  well  as  improved  local  cfor  the  Columbus  Memorial 
Library  and  the  sponsorship  by  the  PAU  of  a  specialized  meeting  of 
librarians,  archivists,  and  museum  directors.   (Primera  Reunion  Inter- 
araericana  de  Directores  de  Cultura,  Informe  Einal.  V/ashington,  D,  C, 
Uni6n  Panamericana,  1963»  ^7p.) 

Dr.  Arturo  Morales  Carri6n,  former  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State  for  Latin  American  Affairs,  in  January  became  Special  Advisor  to 
the  Secretary  General  of  the  OAS. 
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Among  the  various  publications  during  the  year  of  the  Library 
Development  Program  are  Public  and  School  Libraries  in  Latin  America 
and  Books  and  Libraries  in  the  Americas  (Estudios  Bibliotecarios  no«  5 
and  no,  7)  ;  as  well  as  the  follov/injr  numbers  of  the  series  Cuadernos 
Bibliotecologicos;  An  Inter-American  Bibliographic  Institute  (no.  l6) 
®^^  '^oiiclusions  of  the  First  Study  Group  on  Education  for  Librarianship 
in  Latin  America:  Provisional  Text  (no.  l8).  Staff  members  took  part 
in  the  first  study  group  on  librarianship  and  will  take  part  in  the 
second  and  third  groups  scheduled  to  meet  in  1964.  Ready  to  go  to 
press  is  a  revised  Guia  de  escuelas  y  cursos  de  bibliotecologia  en 
America  Latina.   In  press  are  the  final  reports  and  working  papers  of 
the  7th  &  8th  Seminars. 

The  LDP  continued  to  seek  financial  support  for  the  Books  for  the 
People  Fund,  Inc.,  to  assure  the  publication  of  elementary  reading 
materials  for  children  and  adults.  A  proposal  submitted  to  Ford  Foun- 
dation was  rejected. 

Another  important  publication  of  the  PAU  is  the  Repertorio  de  la 
asistoncia  tecnica  y  financiera  para. la  educacion  en  America  Latina 
prepared  by  the  OAS  Education  Task  Force  Twashington,  D,  C,,  Uni6n 
Panamericana,  1963«   195p»)  ■    .   ■ 

The  Alliance  for  Progress  and  the  U«  -S. 

AID  and  foundation  contracts  to  provide  expert  assistance  on  the 
part  of  U.  S.  universities  to  certain  universities  in  Latin  America 
has  resulted  in  increased  attention  on  the  part  of  collaborating  insti- 
tutions to  library  services.   (See  the  regular  compilation  AID- Financed 
University  Contracts,  as  of  ...•,  Contract.  Services  Division,  Depart- 
ment of  State,  Agency  for  International  Development,  V/ashington  25,  D.  C.) 
Miss  Eleanor  Mitchell  was  contracted  by  St.  Louis  University  for  a 
2-year  period  to  develop  library  services  at  the  Catholic  University  of  ■ 
Ecuador  in  3uito.  Arnulfo  Trejo  v;as  sent  by  Stanford  to  organize  the 
library  of  the  Escuela  Superior  de  Administracion  de  Megocios  in  Lima. 
Ford  and  Rockefeller  Foundations  have  provided  funds _ to  improve  univer- 
sity library  services  at  the  Unj-rersidad  del  Valle  in  Cali,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Antioquia  in  Hedellin,  the  Universidad  de  Oriente  in  Venezuela, 
and  the  Universidade  de  Brasilia.  A  special  ALA  4-man  mission  was  sent 
^^   .advise  the  University  of  'Brasilia.   (For  other  information  on  librar- 
ians engaged  in  Latin  American  service,  see  no.  ^3-3^  of  Inter- American 
Library  Relations.) 

A  Government  Advisory  Committee  on  International  Book  Programs 
serving  the  Department  of  State  is  now  issuing  a  Bulletin  for  public 
information.   Its  standing  panel  on  Latin  America  is  composed  of 
V/.  Bradford  Wiley,  Jerome  Hardy  and  V/ilbur  Knerr.  Por  the  John  F, 
Kennedy  Memorial  Library  collections  of  approximately  2100  titles  do- 
nated by  72  publishers,  the  University  of  Costa  Rica  has  been  selected 
as  a  Latin  America  recipient.  El  Salvador  has  been  selected  by  USIA 
to  receive  105  volumes  of  the  ABA  International  V/hite  House  Library 
Project. 
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The  Regional  Technical  Aids  Center,  located  at  the  American  Embas- 
sy in  Mexico  began  in  January  196if  the  publication  of  the  RTAC  Record 
aimed  especially  at  AID  missions  in  Latin  America.  Richard  il.  Berg  is 
Coordinator  of  AID  Book  Programs,  and  V/illiam  A.  Rogers,  Director  of 
RTAC.   An  RTAC  branch  has  been  opened  in  Buenos  Aires,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Frank  Gilland,  to  negotiate  contracts  v/ith  commercial  publishers 
in  Buenos  Aires,  Santiago  and . other  southern  publishing  centers  for  the 
publishing  of  translations  of  technical  manuals  and  pamphlets  needed  by 
the  missions.  .■'... 

Considerable  progress  has;  been  made  in  the  textbook  production 
program  maintained  by  AID  and  6  countries  at  the  Regional  Office  for 
Central  America  and  Panama.  Teams  of  teachers  from  each  of  the  coun- 
tries develop  an  acceptable  curriculum  for  the  primary  grades  and  then 
set  about  to  draft  the  corresponding  textbooks  v;hich  are  themselves 
printed  in  the  countries  where  they  are  to  be.  used.   Five  texts  were 
printed  for  the  first  and  second  grades  and  work  has  progressed  on 
those  for  language  arts  and  social  sciences. 

AID/ RTAC  is  a  major  sponsor  of  the  First  Great  American  Continen- 
tal Publishing  Exposition  held  in  Mexico  City  Hay  30  to  June  7i  196A-, 
in  collaboration  with  the  Book  Section  of .the  CSinara  Nacional  de  la  In- 
dustria  de  Trans formac ion.  Publishers  were  also  invited  to  participate 
in  discussions  of  such  topics  as  book  rights.,,  distribution  and  market- 
ing, translations,,  duties,  publicity,  new  processes  'and  techniques,,  etc. 

Other  AID . grants  have  been  made  to  CHEAR  for  the  provision  of 
scholarly  journals  to  selected  university  libraries  in  Latin  America, 
and  to  the  National  Academy  of  Science  for  a  program  to  subsidize  a 
certain  portion  of  reference  texts  to  be  purchased  by  selected  institu- 
tions in  pilot  projects  in  Brazil  and  Central  America.   (See  also 
Exchange  of  Publications) 


Meetings  of  Librarians,  etc. 

The  Latin  American  Committee  of  the  International  Federation  for 
Documentation  met  in  Montevideo  in  November  1963.   Committee  chairman 
and  Vice-President  of  FID  is  Dr.  Raul  Luis  Cardon  of  the  Consejo  Nacio- 
nal  de  Investigaciones  Cientificas  y  T^cnicas  of  Buenos  Aires. 

The  First  Study  Group  on  Education  for  Librarianship  in  Latin  America, 
composed  of  10  library  science  directors,  met  in  Medellin  in  November 
1963,  to  set  up  minimum  standard  for  the  library  school  curriculum  in 
Latin  America.  A  second  study  group  to  meet  in  June  196^  will  develop 
more  detailed  course  content  for  the  courses  dealing  with  the  internal 
organization  and  services  of  libraries.  In  December  196^,  the  third 
study  group,  will  make  similar  recomcendations  for  the  teaching  of  na- 
tional planning  for  library  services, documentation,  library  science 
teaching,  etc. 

A  meeting  sponsored  by  the  WIESCO  Science  Office  in  Montevideo 
was  held  in  Puerto  Rico  in  April  to  discuss  the  improvement  of  scien- 
tific journals  in  Latin  America. 
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St.  John's  University's  Congress  for  Librarians  held  on  February  22, 
1964,  had  as  panel  speakers  on  the  international  scene  Alice  Ball,  Dana 
Pratt  and  Marietta  Daniels,  with  Edwin  Castagna  as  keynote  speaker. 

The  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico, 
with  the  collaboration  of  the  Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Research 
of  the  University  of  the  West  Indies  announced  a  Second  Conference  of 
Caribbean  Scholars  held  at  the  University  of  the  West  Indies  in  Mona, 
Jamaica,  April  15-19,  1964. 

News  from  Research  Institutions  with  Latin  American  Collections. 

Recent  grants  totalling  :?1.5  million  from  the  Ford  Foundation  will 
permit  more  intensive  training  of  specialists  for  work  in  the  Latin 
American  fields,  an  improvement  in  acquisition  of  noncommercial  publica- 
tions, and  in  bibliographic  coverage.  The  University  of  Texas  Graduate 
School  of  Library  Science  received  a  grant  of  vl25,000  to  inaugurate  a 
program  for  the  training  of  U,  S.  librarians  and  bibliographers  for  work 
in  Latin  American  collections  in  the  U.  S. 

The  Library  of  Congress  has  been  granted  '^250,000  for  a  36-months 
program  to  prepare  for  publication    a  "Guide  to  Historical  Literature 
of  Latin  America";  to  prepare  and  publish  supplements  to  Latin  America 
in  Soviet  Writings,  19^8-1957:  A  Bibliography;  to  issue  an  author:' index 
to  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies,  nos.  l-23i  prepare  a  "Guide 
to  the  Archive  of  Hispanic  Literature  on  Tape"  and  a  "Census  of  Mexican 
Indian  Pictorial  Documents";     for  the  planning  and  development  of  a 
national  cooperative  acquisitions  program  or  plan  among  Farmington  Plan 
libraries  with  Latin  American  responsibilities  especially  for  noncom- 
mercial publications;  and  for  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Arizona 
in  compiling  a  documentary  history  of  Soviet  interest  in  Latin  America. 

A  Ford  grant  of  ".3«5  million  for  5  years  will  permit  Indiana  and 
Michigan  State  and  the  Universities  of  Illinois  and  b'isconsin,  joined 
together  in  a  Midwest  Universities  Consortium  for  International  Activ- 
ities, Inc.,  to  expand  their  international  studies  programs  at  home 
and  technical  assistance  efforts  abroad.  The  Consortium  will  enter 
into  contracts  for  overseas  operations,  augment  the  supply  of  person- 
nel for  international  service  by  a  total  of  100  new  staff  members 
with  professional  competence  for  overseas  work,  offer  an  internship 
program  for  100  graduate  students  to  assist  in  the  overseas  projects, 
provide  research  grants  for  faculty  and  graduate  students  at  overseas 
project  sites,  and  enrich  regular  campus  teaching  and  research 
through  seminars  and  publications  based  on  knowledge  accumulated  in 
the  projects  abroad.  . 

A  modest  foundation  grant  is  anticipated  to  add  to  the  '5,000 
contributed  by  each  of  the  five  universities  in  V/ashington,  D,  C,  in 
the  formation  of  a  Joint  Graduate  Consortium.  Graduate  students  will 
be  able  to  spread  their  courses  over  the  five  campuses  of  American, 
George  V/ashington,  Howard,  Catholic  and  Georgetown  Universities. 
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An  AID  Resources  Inventory  Center  has  been  established  within  the 
Army  Map  Services  in  an  agreement  between  AID  and  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers  to  provide  ^cnical  ".  services  to  AID  in  the  inventory  of 
physical  resources  of  Latin  y\raerica.  Scientists  and  technicians  in 
civil  and  hydraulic  engineering,  geology,  cultural  and  physical  geog- 
raphy, and  soil  science  have  been  employed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Acting-  Chief  James  D.  O'Neal. 

Renewed  interest  in  acquiring  Latin  American  materials  is  demon- 
strated by  Duke  University  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  whose 
libraries  will  share  in  fairly  complete  participation  in  the  LACAP  pro- 
gram as  a  means  of  supporting  their  Latin  American  studies  programs, 
Indiana  University, which' has  been  making  a  special  effort  to  improve 
their  Latin  American  collection  especially  in  the  social  sciences,  has 
acquired  the  rich  Mendel  collection  of  materials  on  the  exploration  of 
the  Americas  for  its  Lilly  Library. 

New  York  State  University  in  Albany,  which  has  had  many  contracts 
with  the  Department  of  State  for  orientation  programs  for  teachers  and 
specialists  from  such  countries  as  liexico,  Costa  Rica,  and  the  Dominican 
Republic,  is  seeking  to  improve  its  collection  for  Latin  American  stu- 
dies and  Latin  America  students.  The "New  York  State  University  College 
in  Geneseo  is  collecting  materials  for  its  Latin  American  Project,  a 
graduate  program  in' elementary  education  for 'teachers,' supervisors,,  an^ 
principals  from 'the  Latin  American  countries. 

A  special  effort  is  being  made  by  Teachers  College  to  acquire  ma- 
terials on  education  in  Latin  America  and  on  Peru  to  support  its  pro- 
ject under  the  Alliance  for  Progress  for  the  development  of  education 
in  Peru,  The  University  of  Pittsburgh's  contract  through  AID  for  as- 
sisting the  Central  University  of  Ecuador  has  stimulated  interest  there 
in  Latin  American  studies.  An  International  Education  Program  has  been 
established  there  with  Dr.  Seth  Spaulding  as  coordinator  v/hich  is  also 
working  closely  v/ith  its  library  school  in  the  creation  of  a  clearing 
house  on  v/orldwide  library  activities. 

The  University  of  Texas  has  added  to  its  already  formidable  collec- 
tion of  materials  for  Latin  nmerican  studies  by  the  purchase  of  a  5jCC0 
volume  Guatemala  library  and  a  1,000  volume  collection  of  lilo   de  la  Pla- 
ta material  purchased  from  liontevideo.  Utah  State  University  in  Logan 
is  attempting  to  strengthen  its  Latin  American  holdings  and  to  contrib- 
ute to  librarianship  in  Latin  America  by  offering  in-service  training 
to  Latin  American  students  in  library  work. 

Graduate  v;ork  in  Latin  American  studies  was  initiated  in  Spring 
196^  at  Washington  University  in  St.  Louis  as  a  result  of  a  5-year 
grant  from  Ford  Foundation  to  expand  its  current  activities  and  its 
Chilean  educational  project.   Materials  especially  from  Central  America 
and  Colombia  are  being  sought  by  './est  Virginia  University  especially  in 
political  science,  sociology,  history,  and  literature. 
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Smaller  colleges  are  also  attempting  to  improve  their  resources  for 
the  study  of  Latin  American  affairs.  St.  Paul  the  Apostle  Convent  of 
the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Cross  v/hich  operates  a  college  in  Sao  Paulo,  is 
collecting  materials  especially  in  Portuguese  and  in  the  field  of  histo- 
ry- 

A  new  Caribbean  Monthly  Bulletin  is  being  issued  by  the  Institute 
of  Caribbean  Studies  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Eico.   The  Johnson 
Reprint  Corporation  of  111  Fifth  Avenue,  N.  Y.,  will  issue  reprints  of 
out-of-print  back  files  of  the  Institute's  Caribbean  Studies. 

Recently  issued  in  Canada  is  D,  L.  B,  Hamlin's  International  Studies 
in  Canadian  Universities,  Ottawa,  Canada,  Canadian  Universities  Founda- 
tion,  1964,   120,lC0p.  in  English  and  Spanish.   (75  Albert  Street, 
Ottawa  k) 

A  report  entitled  Information  and  Latin  America  describes  a  propos- 
al by  Donald  K.  Leinbach  (P.O.  Box  1^1,  M.  Y.  1003^  to  create  a  new 
company  to  be  ca:lled  LINK,  Inc.  to  utilize  data  processing  to  acquire 
and  supply  information  about  Latin  America  to  clients  throughout  the 
world.  The  result  would  bo  the  availability  on  an  annual  lease  basis  of 
a  micro- form  reproduction  of  the  complete  document  collection  as  well  as 
a  series  of  computer  composed  indices  to  locate  information  —  an  exten- 
sive information  storage  and  retrieval  system  covering  Latin  America. 

Book  Publishing  and  Distribution 

A  grant  from  Ford  Foundation  has  permitted  Franklin  Book  Programs, 
inc.,  successor  to  Franklin  Publications,  Inc.,  to  establish  in  Buenos 
Aires  for  Argentina  a  Fundaci6n  Interamericana  de  Bibliotecclogia 
Franklin,  A  binational  5-member  board  of  directors  will  govern  the 
foundation,  v/ith  two  directors  of  operations.  Alberto  Salas,  former 
president  of  the  book  council,  v/ill  direct  activities  to  promote  book 
publishing.   Roberto  Couture  de  Troismonts,  former  chief  of  the  Docu- 
mentation Center  of  the  National  University  of  Cordoba,  is  director 
for  library  promotion.  An  international  advisor;;-  council  is  being 
created. 

An  additional  Ford  grant  v/ill  make  it  possible  for  the  Association 
of  American  University  Presses  and  the  National  University  of  Mexico  to 
set  up  in  Mexico  a  scholarly  book  center  for  the  exhibit  and  promotion 
of  the  distribution  of  scholarly  books,  especially  those  of  university 
presses  of  the  hemisphere.  Mexican  advisors  are  Jaime  Garcia  Torres, 
Manuel  Alcaic,  and  Ruben  Bonifacio  Nunio. 

The  AAUP  's  Latin  American  Translation  Program  has  invited  Latin 
American  scholars  to  make  suggestions  for  publishing  projects  repre- 
senting an  expanded  range  of  subject  matter  and  countries  of  origin. 
During  the  past  year  some  60  books  have  been  translated  into  English 
for  publication  by  approximately  l4  university  presses  in  the  U.  S. 
Translations  are  underv/ritten  v/ith  Rockefeller  Foundation  funds.  A 
committee  of  academic  men  passes  on  the  translations  to  be  made. 
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A  fourth  National  Conference  for  the  Mexican  Book  was  held  in 
February  196^,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sociedad  de  Amigos  del  Libre 
i'lexicano,  Sociedad  Hexicana  de  Geografia  y  Estadistica  ajid  the  Confe- 
deraci6n  Nacional  de  Intelectuales.  Three  objectives  were  set  forth  to 
be  sought:  1)  obtaining  national  self-sufficiency  in  the  production  of 
book  papers;  2)  acquiring  publishing  capacities  sufficient  to  issue  free 
or  at  lov;  cost  all  the  books  required  in  the  various  educational  insti- 
tutions and  to  those  who  cannot  attend  school  but  want  instruction;  and 
3)  establishing  an  efficient  system  to  coordinate  all  the  activities  of 
the  book  production  for  internal  and  external  consumption,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  material  and  intrinsic  quality  of  the  books.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  new  body  might  function  either  as  a  Mexican  Institute 
for  Book  Production  and  Distribution  or  simply  as  a  National  Committee 
on  Paper  and  Books,  based  on  a  law  governing  the  provision  of  education- 
al materials. 

The  Centre  Iiexicano  de  Escritores,  in  collaboration  with  other 
agencies  including  the  Rockefeller  and  Far field  Foundations,  is  contin- 
uing its  fellowship  contest  to  provide  economic  aid  to  a  small  number 
of  Mexican  and  North  American  writers  to  v/rite  without  the  problems  of 
routine  financial  obligations,  and  to  provide  these  v/riters  v/ith  the 
stimulus  of  meeting  writers  and  critics  of  Mexico  and  possibly  of  other 
countries. 

A  review  of  book  publishing  in  Mexico  and  a  series  of  recommenda- 
tions as  to  what  should  be  done  are  given  in  Algunos  aspectos  de  la  in- 
dustria  editorial  en  Mexico,  by  Abel  L6pez  Llerena,  an  economist. (Me- 
xico, Escuela  Nacional  de  Economia,  Universidad  Nacional  Aut6noma  de  Me- 
xico, 1961)  327p. 

The  president  of  the  Uniao  Brasileira  de  Sscri tores  has  lamented 
that  the  normal  press  run  for  Brazilian  books  is  3,000  copies.  Although 
he  calculates  that  there  are  a  million  persons  in  Brazil,  with  the  read- 
ing habit,  only  a  fraction  are  book  readers  and  the  rest  read  exclusive- 
ly the  newspaper  and  magazines.  He  urges  mass  literacy  campaigns  as  a 
solution  to  the  Brazilian  publishing  problem.  ■ 

Publications  from  Cuba,  whether  by  purchase  or  exchange,  are  sub- 
ject to  a  licensing  policy  and  applications  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Foreign  Assets  Control,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Treasury,  l/ashington  25, 
D.  C.  ^    ,    .      . 

Courses  in  book  selling  have  been  begun  in  Madrid  and  Barcelona, 
created  by  the  Ministry  of  Information  and  Tourism.  The  following  four 
subjects  offered  are  complemented  by  visits  to  presses,  publishing  firms 
and  bookstores:   classification  and  cataloging  of  books;  information  on 
science,  technology  and  art;  introduction  to  book  production;  and  book 
commercialization. 

Inspired  by  the  Farraington  Plan,  many  of  the  libraries  in  Brazil 
have  agreed  to  participate  in  a  national  System  of  Planned  Acquisitions 
to  cover  three  aspects:  1)  division  of  acquisitions  responsibility  of 
all  material  of  interest  published  in  the  world;  2)  location  of  mate- 
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rial  acquirod  though  union  catalogs;  and  3)  use  of  material  by  all 
libraries  through  inter-library  loan.  Cooperating-  institutions  £ht>nld 
possess:  1)  sufficient  capital;  2)  equipment  to  reproduce  documents; 
3)  collaboration  with  regional  and  national  union  catalogs;  h)    collab- 
oration with  the  Quia  de  Bibliotecas  Sspecializadas  Brasileiras  issued 
by  IBBD,  which  includes  an  indication  of  cooperating  libraries;  and  3) 
inter-library  loan  service. 

In  January  1964  Sotheby  &  Co.  of  London  placed  on  the  market  the 
second  part  of  the  library  of  Sr.  Alberto  Dodero  of  Buenos  Aires,  con- 
taining his  famous  collection  of  Argentiniana. 

V/ord  has  been  received  of  the  services  offered  by  Librart,  Corrien- 
tes  127,  Buenos  Aires,  for  the  provision  of  Argentine  periodicals  to 
libraries  desiring  th.;m.   In  some  instances,  where  numbers  have  been 
out-of-print,  facsimile  copies  have  been  provided. 

Inspired  by  its  director,  'illiam  Sloane,  the  Rutgers  University 
Press  has  set  up  a  special  fund  from  personal  contributions  to  make  it 
possible  for  the  press  to  send  copies  of  their  publications  to  needy 
university  libraries  in  .Bolivia,  Mexico  and  Puerto  Sico  as  i/ell  as  in  oV\.: 
other  countries  of  the  world,  for  research  purposes.   He  has  engaged  in 
a  campaign  to  urge  other  university  presses  to  do  likewise.  Small  book- 
budget  libraries  are  the  ones  most  likely  to  benefit  by  the  program.

The  monthly  lists  of  nev/ly  published  titles  acquired  by  LACAP  con- 
tinue to  appear  on  schedule.,   Each  list  has  averaged  some  200  titles 
and  in  one  yea.r,  therefore,  about  2,500  recently  published  titles  from 
Latin  America  have  been  announced.   Silvery  effort  is  made  to  issue  the 
lists  as  promptly  as  possible  so  that  notice  of  these  nev;  titles  reaches 
libraries  v;ithout  delay.  "     ' 

Three  catalogs  appeared  since  last  June  listing  over  6,000  titles. 
The  catalogs  include  all  books  from  Latin  America  regardless  of  the  date 
of  publicationo   ^'/e  have  found  it  worthwhile  to  include  the  currently 
published  titles  v/hich  have  previously  been  mentioned  in  our  monthly 
lists.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  project,  eleven  catalogs  have  appear- 
ed averaging  over  2,000  items  per  catalog. 

Field  work  which  is  basic  to  LACAP 's  operations,  of  course,  contin- 
ued during  the  past  year.  Our  Latin  American  representative  toured 
Colombia  in  July  I963  and  visited  Uruguay,  Argentina,  and  Chile  in  the 
fall  of  1963.   '//alter  A.  Hafner,  Otto  H.  Hafner,  and  Dominick  Coppola, 
traveled  to  Bogota  and  Puerto  Rico  last  September. 

In  1964  our  representative  again  left  our  Bogota  Office  to  work 
in  Ecuador,  Peru,  and  Bolivia,  and  Mexico, 
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It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  in  a  period  of  three  and  a  half 
years  LACAP  has  had  someone  traveling;  throughout  Latin  America  36  months 
of  the  time,  or,  almost  constantly. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  that  LACAP  pay  increasing  attention 
to  periodicals,  a  list  appeared  in  October  I963  .representing  a  selection  r< 
of  Lcitin  American  journals  which  appear  comparatively  regularly.  There 
was  not  much  response  to  the  list  although  some  orders  were  received. 

A  special  effort  v/as  made  to  track  down  Brazilian  subscriptions  for 
one  of  the  participating  libraries,  and  although  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  effort  was  spent  on  this  list,  the  results  v/ere  not  too  encouraging. 
The  usual  reports  came  back  from  Brazil  noting  that  some  titles  were  pub- 
lished irregularly,  others  had  been  discontinued  altogether,  and  some 
have  disappeared  from  the  scene  vdthout  any  indication  of  v/hether  they 
were  still  appearing  elsewhere. 

•Nonetheless,  LACAP,  realizing  the  importance  of  the  field  of  period- 
icals, will  continue  its  efforts  in  any- way  possible  in  this  area.  For  • 
example,  when  our  representative  is  in  a  Latin  American  country  he  makes  a 
point  of  looking  into  periodical  publications  v/hich- have,  presented  prob- 
lems. ■  : 

A  number  of  libraries  have  joined  the  project  during  the  last  year, 
among  them  Duke  University,  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  the 
University  of  Illinois.  At  present,  2?  libraries  have  placed  blanket 
orders,  8  of  them  on  a  broad  basis  and  19  on  a  more  or  less  restricted 
basis. 

Future  plans  call  for  a  continuation  of  traveling  throughout  Latin 
America  to  chock  on -the  service  LACAP  is  receiving,  and  to  locate  publi-  - 
qations  which  for  some  reason  or  other  may  not  have  been  supplied. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  any  areas  from  v/hich  service  may 
not  be  up  to  par,  iloro  emphasis  will  also  be  placed  on  checking  lists:, 
bibliographies , announcements,  etc.  of  Latin  American  publications  recent- 
ly issued  in  order  that  v;e  can  better  evaluate  the  service  which  v;e  are 
receiving  from  the  various  countries.

The  Library  of  the  Institute  Guatemalteco-i^mericano  (Apartado  Pos- 
tal 691)  has  established  a  locator  service  betv/ecn  Guatemalan  authors 
and  institutions  and  individuals  in  the  U.  3.  interested  in  procuring 
materials  from  Guatemala.  Lista  no.  1  was  issued  in  September  1962. 

The  Library  of  the  Corte  Supreraa  de   Justicia  of  Costa,  Rica  has 
been  authorized  to  reprint  the  first  78  volumes  of  the  Bole tin  Informa- 
tive de  la  Corte  Suprema-  'de':  Justicia  at  a  cost  of  S50,C0  (U.S.)  Num- 
bers beginning  with  79  v/ill'be  supplied  free.

From  the  Chaiiman  comes  the  follov/ing  statement: 

This  is  not  a  formal  report.   It  was  agreed  by  the  newly  constituted 
Committee  on  Bibliography  in  its  one  brief  meeting  at  Madison  that  its  •. ■ 
moral  support  would  be  given  to  carrying  out  the  projects  under  way  by 
two  of  its  members  and  that  no  additional  projects  would  be  undertaken 
at  that  time.   In  fact,  the  constitution  of  the  committee,  its  wide 
geographic  separation,  and  its  diversity  of  interests  render  it  doubt- 
ful v/hether  it  is  practicable  for  the  committee,  as  an  entity,  to  under- 
take projects,  ^-s  a  fact-finding  group,  as  a  means  of  channeling  infor- 
mation to  the  Seminars,  and,  perhaps,  of  pointing  up  needs  to  be  met, 
it  may  be  able  to  justify  its  existence.   If  so,  it  may  be  that  a  modi- 
cum of  formal  organization  is  desirable  for  its  more  effective  func- 
tioning. 

This  year  it  is  hoped  that  individual  members  have  replied  to  the 
request  of  the  Permanent  Secretary  for  data  by  Hay  15th  b;y  sending 
direct  to  her  whatever  information  or  suggestions  they  may  have  been 
able  to  provide,  as  requested  in  her  communication  of  April  l8th.

(Hadison  12)  "Th^t  Enid  Baa  be  made  chairman  of  an  4d  hoc  sub- 
committee to  explore  further  the  creation  of  a  Pilot  Center  for  Bib- 
liographic Information  for  the  Caribbean,  along  the  terms  developed 
in  1961  by  the  SALALH  Committee  on  Bibliography.''  The  entire  commit- 
tee considers  this  project  to  be  of  the  greatest  importance  and 
awaits  v/ith  interest  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee. 

(Hadison  1^)   "That  the  list  of  U.  3,  firms  doing  business  in 
Latin  Am.erica  which  maintain  publishing  programs  of  interest  to 
SALALM  libraries  be  completed  and  issued  before  an  effort  is  made  to 
collection  information  on  (from  ?)  similar  firms  of  European  origin.  ' 
Some  progress  has  been  made  on  compiling  the  list,  but  it  has  not  yet 
been  completed. 
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(Madison  l6)   "That  the  Library  of  Congress  be  encouraged  to  publish 
the  bi^DljitrgrapHdji;^ references  on  I.  C.  manuscript  collections  compiled  for 
work  on  its  Middle  American  Indian  research  project.''   "Encouragement' 
v;as  presumably  supplied  by  the  conveying  to  the  proper  agency  the  senti- 
ments of  the  Seminar,  Any  consequent  report  v;ill  presumably  have  been 
made  to  the  Permanent  Secretary  for  the  Report. 

(Madison  17)   "That  the  usefulness  of  both  Doors  to  Latin  America, 
issued  by  the  Inter-American  Bibliographical  and  Library  Association, 
and  the  American  Field  Staff's  A  Select  Bibliography  on  Latin  .merica 
with  its  supplements  prepared  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  be  pointed 
out  especially  to  college  and  university  libraries  beginning,  the  collec- 
tion of  Latin  American  materials," 

How  this  last  recommendation  was  to  be  made  effective  v/as  not 
indicated,  but  since  the  Committee  Chairman  was  at  least  partially  re- 
sponsible for  its  inclusion  it  seems  in  order  to  make  a  further  recom- 
mendation.  The  suggestion  was  intended  to  indicate  that  these  should 
be  included  with  those  mentioned  in  reply  to  inquiries  from,  for  instance, 
colleges  and  libraries  in  search  of  basic  data  to  use  in  initiating  or. 
building  up  their  collections.   That  there  is  such  a  need  is  time  con- 
suming and  fully  satisfactory  for  each  request  to  be  answered  individ- 
ually.  There,  the  following  RSCO:':'i::riD/-iTIGN  is  suggested,  subject  to 
possible  restatement:  . 

That  SALALI-I  IX  discuss  the  need  for  a  guide  to  basic  Latin  American 
reference  tools  and  the  possibilities  for  its  compilation  and  publishing. 

A  related  suggestion  gives  rise  to  a  further  SECOilMENDATION.  Inas-r 
much  as  there  have  been  a  number  of  valuable  bibliographies  compiled 
and  submitted  as  working  papers  for  the  various  Seminars,  it  v/ould  be  • 
helpful  if  the  office  of  the  Permanent  Secretary  (which  is  presumably 
one  place  where  a  complete  set  of  working  papers  exists)  v/ould  compile 
a  listing  of  these  papers  and  make  it  available  as  a  separate  publica- 
tion, such  as  one  of  her  Cuadernos  Bibliotecologicos.

PILOT  BIBLIOGRAPHICAL  CHITRE  FOPv  THE  CARIBBEAN 

1.  A  Pilot  Bibliographic9.1  Centre  based  on  the  proposal  made  by  the 
experts  Marietta  Daniels  and  .:^obert  Kingery  as  of  August  I96I, 
could  be  set  up  through  outside  financial  agents.   (Copy  attached 
to  report  submitted  to  Committee  on  Bibliography) . 

2.  The  passage  of  time,  and  the  bibliographical  problems  of  a  manual 
system,  have  shown  that  the  best  and  most  economical  procedure 
would  be  to  convert  to  an  automated  system. 

3.  Here  in  Puerto  -Hco  there  is  every  possibility  of  achieving  this 
automation  once  the  funds  for  its  establishment  are  available. 
(See  list  of  IBI;  computers  in  F.r^.). 

k.        The"  Caribbean  Organization  Library  which  is  now  responsible  for 

the  compilation  and  publication  of  the  Current  Caribbean  Bibliog- 
raphy could  be  used  as  the  Centre,   'lowever,  the  Organization  does 
not  have  the  money,  and  cannot  foresee  that  it  could  be  made  avail- 
able in  the  near  future.   It  mi^ht  be  asked  to  continue  to  pay  for 
the  printing  cost  or  to  contribute  tov/ards  this  cost. 

5.  The  proposal  has  been  studied  by  the  Director  of  Library  Services 
of  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Commonwealth  of  P.R.,  and 
his  response  to  including  this  in  his  State  Plan  for  ISGk/G^   was 
in  the  negative. 

6.  It  is  nov/  being  submitted  to  the  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies, 
v;hich  is  also  very  interested  in  bibliographic  control  of  Caribbean 
materials. 

7.  The  Kelden  Associates,  Inc.  of  Bayam.on,  ?.R.  has  studied  the  pro- 
posal and  is  very  interested  in  implementing  the  Pilot  Centre 
proposal,  and  moreover,  in  processing  all  library  acquisitions. 
(See  the  Report  from  Kelden  Associates,  Inc.).  Since  this  Current 
Caribbean  Bibliography  is  compiled  from  the  acquisitions  and  re- 
sources of  the  library  of  the  Caribbean  Organization,  it  would  be ■ 
a  logical  step  to  convert  the  library  to  automation  in  technical 
processing,  and  derive  the  benefits  thereof. 

8.  Should  this  proposal  be  acceptable,  the  Caribbean  Organization 
should  be  asked  to  cooperate  v/ith  a  suitable  agency  for  the  contin- 
ued compilation  of  the  Current  Caribbean  Bibliogranhy. 
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The  Caribbean  Organization  (I96I-    ) ,  formerly  the  Caribbean 
Commission  (19^6-1961)  has  been  responsible  for  the  publication  of 
annual  CURRMT  CARIBBEAN  BIBLIOGRAPHY  which  it  initiated  and  published 
from  1950  to  date.  However,  since  this  is  an  activity  for  which  no 
special  financial  outlay  was  provided,  except  for  a  small  printing 
allowance,  its  compilation  depended  on  the  contribution  from  collaborat- 
ing agencies,  libraries,  individuals,  etc.   The  actual  listing  is  done 
by  the  skeleton  staff  of  the  Organization's  library  among  other  routines. 

This  annual  was  initiated  to  meet  the  demand  for  a  single  publica- 
tion which  would  include  all  of  the  current  materials  being  published 
within  the  countries  served  by  the  Caribbean  Commission.  Until  I96I 
these  annuals  came  out  regularly,  even  if  at  times  late.   This  is  no 
different  from  other  bibliographies  published  in  the  area.   Its  compila- 
tion is  achieved  by  conventional  manual  methods,  and  is  dependent  for 
the  most  part  on  reports  and  contributions  from  interested  parties  to 
the  editor  or  compiler. 

The  need  for  a  more  frequent  and  complete  bibliography  has  grown 
increasingly  urgent.   The  success  of  FICilSRO  BIBLICGR/vFICO  HISPANOAMERI- 
CANO,  dedicated  to  Spanish  language  items,  is  duo  to  the  currency  and 
frequency  of  the  publication  which  brings  the  materials  to  the  knowledge 
of  Europesm  and  American  libraries  and  book  dealers  at  the  time  the  mate- 
rials are  available.   The  R,  R,  Bov/ker  Company  has  contributed  another 
necessary  tool  in  Spanish  -  LIBROS  M   VZNTA  (May  196^)  which  is  equaljjj 
important  to  the  bibliographic  field,  to  libraries  and  to  the  book  mar- 
ket.  This  is  however  a  trade  list  publication  and  is  not  intended  to 
equal  the  FICHSRO  in  completeness. 

This  same  type  of  development  is  needed  for  the  Caribbean  area  with 
its  four  different  languages  and  its  characteristic  publishing  industry. 
In  fact,  the  demand  is  even  greater  because  the  situation  is  more  confused. 
Here  publications  are  exhausted  before  they  are  known  fco  the  public  and 
book  trade.  Moreover,  the  more  important  Caribbean  writers  publish 
their  works  outside  of  the  area  for  obvious  reasons.   These  ''outside" 
publications  were  never  included  in  the  CURREt-IT  CARIBBEAN  BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

There  is  necessity  for  improvement  in  policy  and  speed.  Firstly, 
to  include  all  materials  in  all  languages  of  Caribbean  interest,  v/hether 
published  v/ithin  the  area  or  outside;  secondly,  to  speed  this  information 
to  the  public  as  frequently  as  possible  during  the  year,  with  a  curaulaliJive 
annual  issue  in  hard  cover. 

To  do  this  would  require  staff  and  financial  provision  for  compila- 
tion and  contact  agents  in  the  field,  as  well  as  printing  costs. 

The  annual  Seminars  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Library 
liaterials  have  registered  continuous  interest  in  the  CURR.3NT  CARIBBEAN 
BIBLIOGRAPHY,   In  August  I96I  a  team  of  experts  (Daniels  &  Kingery) 
investigated  the  existing  conditions  in  Puerto  Rico  and  made  a  report  embody- 
ing a  proposal.: for  the  esfabliGhraent  of  a'  Centre.  The  passage  of  I962 
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and  1965  clid  not  bring  any  further  developments  toward  the  implementation 
of  this  proposal.   However,  at  the  8th  Seminar  held  at  Kadison,  ''isconsin, 
I  was  asked  to  explore  means  of  financing  and  implementing  that  proposal. 

12.  '  ''That  Enid  Baa  be  made  chairman  of  an  Ad  hoc  subcommittee 
to  ex'plore  further  the  creation  of  a  Pilot  Centre  for 
Bibliographic  Information  for  the  Caribbean,  along  the 
terms  developed  in  I96I  by  the  S7\LALM  Committee  on  Bibli- 
ography," 

At  the  outset  I  recognized  that  the  only  successful  means  of  accom- 
plishing the  necessary  speed  and  coverage  v/ould  be  through  automation. 
After  seeing  the  IBM  ''1^01"  in  action  at  the  Argonne  I^ational  Laboratory 
in  library  processing,  I  communicated  V7ith  the  Librarian  on  my  return 
and  was  fortunate  in  getting  his  full  cooperation.  He  sent  me  the  com- 
plete programme  for  the  IBM  computer,  memory  and  production  which  he 
used.   I  then  wrote  up  the  requirements  for  this  library  at  the  Caribbean 
Organization  in  processing  and  bibliographic  control.   This  was  submitted 
to  the  IBM  experts  at  the  agency  in  FfJerto  Rico.   They  studied  and  made 
recommendations,  and  I  visited  those  plants  in  action.   It  then  became 
evident  that  the  Argonne  programme  v/ould  not  be  adaptable  to  our  needs. 
Kelden  Associates,  Inc.  of  Bayamon,  P.T;.  was  recommended  to  study  the 
project.   They  were  very  interested  and  studied  the  proposal.   That 
report  is  attached.  The  Data  Process  manager  is  keenly  interested  to 
the  extent  of  running  a  "demo''  on  a  sampling  of  bibliographic  entries 
in  order  to  debug  in  advance  any  of  the  problems  v/hich  he  may  be  faced 
v/ith  in  the  event  the  job  is  financed.  Note  that  he  has  given  cost  of 
operation. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  library  needs  in  cataloging  and  process- 
ing, were  considered  in  conjunction  \-j±th   the  bibliographic  needs.  He 
therefore  speaks  of  library  processing.   This  is  logical  since  the 
bibliography  is  compiled  for  the  most  part  from  the  sources  and  acqui- 
sitions of  the  library.  Note  also  the  corrections  to  be  read  in  li- 
brary ,  terminology  . 

The  immediate  objective  of  automation  v;ill  be  to  solve  the  pressing 
problems  that  face  libraries  in  cataloging,  bibliographical  organization 
and  control,  searching  and  other  processing.  The  benefits  would  be  u- 
niformity  of  bibliographic  style  and  speed  in  production;  a  richer  and 
more  varied  font  of  data,  and  information  retrieval  more  efficiently 
accessible. 

In  order  that  the  total  benefits  be  derived  from  the  proposed 
automation  in  libraries,  it  v/as  suggested  that  not  only  the  Caribbean 
Organization  Library  b^  -CovGrted,_but  also  the  library  "service's"  of 
the  Virgin   Islands  of  the  U.  S.  and  Puerto  Rico.  This  is  important 
since  it  was  intended  that  the  project  be  submitted  jointly  by  the 
Government  of  the  Virgin.   Islands  and  Puerto  Rico  as  part  of  their 
state  plans  for  libraries  under  the  Library  Services  Act  for  ISGk/G^, 
(P.L.  597,  896,  86-679,  87-678  and  88-269).  Preliminary  discussion 
with  the  Directors  had  encouraged  the  feasibility  of  such  a  programme. 
This  effort  was  unsuccessful. 
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The  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies  was  included  in  the  basic  Daniels- 
Kingery  Report.   The  Director,  Dr,  Thomas  I'iathews  is  very  interested  in 
the  bibliographic  control  for  two  of  their  periodicals  -  Caribbean  Studies 
and  Caribbean  Journal  of  Science.  He  has  been  given  the  proposal  for 
study  and  action. 

The  Kelden  Associates,  Inc.  of  Bayaraon  is  to  be  commended  for  the 
genuine  interest  they  have  taken  in  this  project.   In  addition  to  the 
accompanying  report,  the  manager  of  data  processing,  Mr.  Alejandro 
Araraburu,  Jr.,  has  taken  time  and  interest  to  set  up  a  "Demo'  from  a  sam- 
pling of  bibliographic  entries  which  I  supplied,  so  that  he  could  deter- 
mine what  type  of  "de-bugging"  will  be  needed,  should  the  project  be 
financed  in  the  near  future.

The  work  of  assembling  pertinent  information  to  the  revised  edition 
of  the  Jones'  Bibliography  has  been  completed,  and  organization  of  the 
countries  is  underway.  ITev;  titles  will  be  added  as  they  are  found  or  are 
published  until  the  manuscript  is  ready  for  printing. 

The  Jones'  approach  to  bibliographic  information  was  applied  in  its 
broadest  sense,  so  that  in  many  instances  references  are  to  histories, 
anthologies,  source  books,  and  other  titles  of  a  general  nature  that 
contain  substantial  bibligraphies  or  bibliographic  information.  He  ana- 
lyzed articles  in  periodicals,   Hov/ever,  he  did  not  aim  for  completeness, 
but  rather  to  a  compilation  of  useful  information,  limiting,  v/ith  little 
exception,  the  citations  to  works  available,  principally,  in  the  Library 
of  Congress.  He  did  not  include  many  library  catalogs,  nor  inventaries 
of  archives. 

The  present  revision  will  include  all  references  included  in  Jones, 
or  inform.ation  through  19^0  and  some  items  ■  published  in  19^1.  It  will 
include  omissions,  particularly  to  titles  cited  by  other  compilers,  and 
to  library  catalogs  and  archival  inventories.  Information  included 
which  supplements  that  compiled  by  Jones  will  be  limited  to  works  of  a 
monographic  nature.  Bibliographic  periodical  literature  is  not  being 
included  unless  reprints  are  known  to  have  appeared.   The  new  edition 
will  include  approximately  7', 000  items. 

Organization  of  the  Jones'  Bibliography  was  from  a  geographical 
approach.  The  present  edition  is  planned  from  a  subject  point  of  view 
and  will  be  accompanied  by  a  name  and  supp^mcntary  subject  index. 
Manuscript  should  be  ready  for  publication  in  early  1965 •

The  cumulative  number  of  volume  1  for  I96I  was  completed  in  April 
1963  and  published  during  the  fall.  After  considerable  work  had  been 
done  on  numbers  1  and  2  of  volume  2,  G.  K,  Hall  announced  radical 
changes  in  format  and  publication  after  volume  2  (I962)  which  should  ap- 
pear in  summer  1964.

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Caribbean  area.   For  this  journal,  published  by  the  Institute  of  Caribbean 
Studies  of  the'  University  of  Puerto  Pdco,  Seminar  members  Antonio  Matos 
and  Enid  M.  Baa  are,  respectively,  Editor  for  Bibliography  and  Consultant 
for  Bibliography.   Valuable  special  bibliographies  are  published  from 
time  to  time.   These  are,  presumably,  included  in  the  annual  working  pa- 
per covering  selected  Latin  American  bibliographies  prepared  by  George 
Grossman  of  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library,  but  it  is  suggested  that,  in 
the  annual  indexes  to  Caribbean  Studies,  they  might  perhaps  be  grouped 
separately.  Perhaps  it  v;ould  be  feasible  to  prepare  a  separate  listing 
for  the  first  five  years,  assuming  that  it  might  be  possible  to  cumulate 
the  entire  index  after  such  an  interval.

A  draft  contract  proposal  v;as  sub- 
mitted by  USEE  on  April  15  in  terras  aimed  at  anticipating  and  avoiding 
all  possible  difficulties  such  as  those  encountered  in  the  previous  con- 
tract.  In  the  meantime,  USBE  was  forced  to  readjust  its  operations  and 
to  direct  its  services  primarily  to  libraries  in  the  U.  S.  In  so  doing, 
its  activities  v/ithin  the  U.  3,  increased  manifold.  Member  libraries 
are  now  charged  a  membership  fee  of  '^12  a  year,  payable  in  January, 
covering  regular  services  as  well  as  receipt  of  the  Nev;sletter  and  Annual 
Report.  A  new  scale  of  handling  fees,  beginning  with  •.^5  for  each 
periodical  issue  or  monograph  of  32pp.  or  less,  was  put  into  effect  on 
March  1,  196^.  In  the  event  that  the  AID  contract  is  not  renewed,  li- 
braries in  Latin  America  v/hich  wish  to  continue  their  connection  with 
USBE  may  do  so  in  accordance  with  the  above  terras.

In  order  to  safeguard  the  microfilm  record  filmed  by  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints,  totalling  nov;  some  500  million  pages, 
an  impregnable  vault  is  being  blasted  out  of  the  granite  Wasatch  Mountains 
near  Salt  Lake  City.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  largest  collection  of 
data  concerning  the  birth,  marriage  and  death  especially  of  European  and 
North  American  men  and  women  and  is  grov/ing  daily,  in  accordance  with 
the  Mormon  doctrine  that  living  members  of  the  church  may  baptize  by 
proxy  those  who  died  before  l820  when  the  church  was  founded. 

The  church  maintains  about  50  microfilm  teams  in  Surope,  20  in  the 
U.  S,,  and  20  in  other  parts  of  the  v/orld.  Church  and  municipal  archives 
in  Mexico  and  other  countries  of  Latin  America  have  been  filmed.  About 
200  reading  machines  are  available  in  the  church's  genealogical  library 
for  researchers.

The  Steering  Committee  was  increased  to  include  not  only  represent- 
atives of  the  PAU,  LC,  NYPL,  Inter-American  Bibliographical  and  Library 
Association,  and  present  and  past  host  institutions,  but  members  at 
large,  as  well  as  the  chairmen  of  ad- hoc  committees «  Since  then,  the 
Library  of  Congress  has  withdrawn  its  representation.  The  present 
Steering  Committee  is,  therefore,  composed  of;  Mr.  I^obert  Kingery  of  the 
NYPL,  A.  Curtis  vJilgus  of  IA3Li\,  Marietta  DanielsShepard  of  the  P.\U, 
Alice  D,  Ball  and  A,  V/,  Bork  as  members  at  largo,  and  ad  hoc  members 
Nettie  Lee  Benson,  Irene  Zimmerman,  and  Uilliam  Kurth. 


VII . 2 .   Enlarged  Scope  of  SALALM  and 
-■:.  ■  Formation  of  a  V.evi   Committee  on 

Training  for  Librarianship 

In  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  by  many  SALALM  participants 
to  enlarge  the  scope  of  SALALM  to  include  other  aspects  of  inter- American 
library  relations,  a  new  Committee  on  Training  for  Librarianship  will  be 
created  at  the  Ninth  Seminar,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  V/illiam  V, 
Jackson.   The  Tenth  Seminar,  therefore,  will  be  a  general  reviev/  of  the 
achievements  and  failures  of  the  10  years  of  study  of  the  problems  of 
Acquisitions  and  Biblio  ■;raphy .   Future  Seminars  will  continue  the  annual 
review  of  nev;  acquisitions  and  bibliographic  matters  as  well  as  the  con- 
sideration of  other  aspects  of  inter- American  library  relations.  A 
change  of  name  is  anticipated. 


VII. 3.  Participation  of  Latin 
American^Librarians  at 
SALALM"  Sessions  (B-13,Ca-32) 

At  this  writing  it  is  not  known  whether  efforts  to,  assure  partici- 
pation of  Latin  .American  librarians  at  the  9th  SALAEii  v;ill  be  fruitful. 
The  suggestion  has  been  made  to  Cultural  Affairs  Officers  of  the  American 
Embassies  in  the  countries  under  discussion,  as  usual,  that  efforts  be 
made  to  assure  attendance  especially  of  those  v/ho  have  prepared  v/orking 
papers.  There  has  been  correspondence  v;ith  the  officers  of  Sarah  Bogle 
Memorial  Fund  to  recommend  that  funds  be  provided  to  permit  certain  out- 
standing Latin  American  librarians,  attending  U.  3.  library  achools  dur- 
ing 1963/64,  to  attend  the  9th  SALALM  and  some  of  the  subsequent  ALA 
meetings.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  survey  of  significant  acquisitions  of  the  preceding  year  is 
hereby  presented  for  the  third  year,  1963/6^. 

The  data  used  in  the  following  aumraaries  v/ere  obtained  by  means  of 
a  questionnaire  sent  to  interested  libraries,  together  v/ith  the  announce- 
ment of  the  NINTH  SEilNAR  ON  THE  ACQUISITION  OF  LATIN  AI"IERICA1^I  LIBRARY 
MATERIALS. 

The  survey  is  not  definitive  in  any  sense  since  some  of  the  libraries 
known  to  liave  collections  of  great  strength  in  this  area  did  not  reply; 
but  the  opinion  has  been  expressed  at  the  meeting  of  the  seminars  that, 
in  spite  of  this  fact,  the  information  presented  is  of  value.

A  dealer's  collection,  unnamed,  of  some  ^,000  monographs,  series, 
and  periodicals  falling  primarily  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences, 
representative  of  nearly  every  country  in  South  and  Central  America,  but 
with  its  heaviest  concentration  in  Argentine  imprints.

Creation  of  a  new' department  of  oceanography  necessitating  the  acquisi- 
tion of  Latin  American  materials  on  the  biology  of  the  sea  and  all  re- 
lated subjects  v;ill  extend  present  collection  in  the  fields  of  history 
of  science  and  technology.  There  will  probably  be  additions  to  the

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UNIVERSITY  OF  FLORIDA 

The  School  of  Inter- American  Studies  has  been  abolished  and  all  Latin 
American  teaching  and  research  activities  coordinated  under  one  head, 
the  Director  of  the  Center  for  Latin  American  Studies.  The  Caribbean 
Research  Program  and  the  Latin  American  Language  and  Area  Center  con~ 
tinue  under  the  Center  for  Latin  American  Studies. 

A  continuing  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  increase  of  material  real ting 
to  Brazil,  due  to  the  establishment,  tv;o  years  ago,  of  the  Latin  Ameri- 
can Language  and  Area  Center,  the  orientation  of  whic^  is  toward  Brazil; 
and  to  the  emphasis  placed  by  the  College  of  Law  on  legal  material 
from  this  area. 

Farmington  Plan  collecting  for  the  V.'est  Indies  continues. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  KANSAS 

The  Carnegie  Foundation  faculty  progrsim  v/hich  provides  for  two  summers 
study  and/^or  teaching  in  Costa  Rica,  and  the  Latin  American  studies 
program  assure  continued  collecting  in  the  Latin  American  field;  and 
the  current  policy  v^lII  undoubtedly  be  expanded  under  a  new  and  gener- 
ous Ford  Foundation  grant  for  international  studies  which  v/ill  undoubt- 
edly include  in  its  focus  on  specific  subjects  and  areas,  some  Latin 
American  interest. 

UI^IIVERSITY  OF  MNNESOTA 

Program  for  collecting  early  commerce,  travel  and  exploration  includes 
latin  America,  and  an  existing  interest  in  literature,  politics,  etc. 
of  the  area  is  growing  steadily.  An  exchange- faculty  program  financed 
by  the  Ford  Foundation,  however,  under  which  the  University  of 
Minnesota  v/ill  act  as  an  advisor  in  reorganizing  the  library  at  the 
University  of  Concepci6n,  Chile,  will  undoubtedly  stimulate  buying  in 
this  area. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  Wa/  MEXICO 

Continued  acquisition  program  will  be  carried  on  under  the  Ibero- 
'. American  program  sponsored  by  the  National  Defense  Education  Act. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  OREGON 

Continuing  programs  have  provided  acquisition  in  the  fields  of  anthro- 
pology and  geography,  specifically  in  connection  with  Latin  American 
ecology.  A  new  Ford  Foundation  grant,  however,  will  commit  the  Univer- 
sity to  a  continuing  interest  in  a  broad  field  of  study  of  Latin 
America,  which  will  include  the  building  of  library  resources  for  such 
study. 

Plan  for  both  study  and  acquisition  are  still  being  developed. 
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UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 

Designation  by  the  University  of  Latin  America  as  an  area  of  first 
priority  in  the  development  of  close  institutional  relationships. 
Special  agreements  in  regard  to  stationing  faculty  members  in  the 
areas  have  been  entered  into  with  both  the  universities  of  Quito 
and  Guatemala, 

UNIVERSITY  OF  TEXAS 

Current  collecting  policies  are  broadening  with  the  expansion  of 
the  Institute  of  Latin  American  Studies;  and  with  the  establishment 
of  new  programs  in  sociology,  demography,  anthropology  and   library 
science  in  relation  to  the  Latin  American  field, 

WASHINGTON  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARIES 

The  establishment  of  a  graduate  program  in  Latin  American  studies, 
and  the  existence  of  Ford  Foundation,  National  Defense  Education  Act, 
and  local  funds  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  necessary  collection 
to  support  such  a  program  will  greatly  influence  acquisition  of  Latin 
American  materials.  Snphasis  will  be  placed  primarily  on  materials 
published  in  Brazil,  Argentina,  and  Mexico,

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Tlie  Dominican  Republic,  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  are  the  cnly 
three  Hispanic  countries  of  the  Caribbean  ardiipelago.  At 
the  end  of  the  Spanish- Arnerican  IJar  of  1898,  Spain  V7as  defeated 
by  the  United  States  and  ceded  Puerto  Rico,  Guam  and  the 
Philippines  to  the  United  States  (The  Treaty  of  Paris).  Jos? 
Marti,  in  his  continuing  struggle  for  Cuba's  independence, 
pressed  still  further  and  achieved  it  at  this  sane  time  fron 
the  defeated  Spain. 

Cuba  is  now  engaged  in  a  different  struggle  for  existence 
under  her  self-proclaimed  Farxist  dictator,  Fidel  Castro, 

Puerto  Rico  has  emerged  as  the  democratic  laboratory  for 
other  developing  Caribbean  countries  because  she  has  made  re- 
markable strides  toward  industrial  development.  Indeed,  she 
has  ^gained  the  attention  of  many  diversified  cultures  vjho  send 
tiieir  technicians  to  study  and  carpare  what  this  United  States 
associated  Commonwealth  has  achieved. 

The  island  is  the  second  largest  in  the  Caribbean  and  is 
known  as  La  Isla  Espahola,  or  the  anglicized  Hispaniola.  As 
early  as  the  end  of  the  16th  century  it  vjas  divided  politically 
between  the  French  and  the  Spaniards. 

The  Treaty  of  Rijswijk  (1897)  recognized  the  French  dorajjia- 
tion  of  the  western  third,  which  became  knajn  as  San  Domingue, 
and  which  declared  its  independence  fron  France  on  January  1, 
180U  and  adopted  its  aboriginal  name  of  Hayti  or  Haiti.  The 
Spanish  dcaninated  eastern  two-thirds  swayed  back  and  forth 
under  Spain  and  sometimes  Haiti  for  varying  periods  of  time. 
Ha'7ever,  for  t^.%?enty-one  years,  from  1822  it  was  under  Haiti 
until  the  Dominican  Republic  was  proclaimed  in  18M-M-.  Later, 
the  United  States  occupied  the  Dominican  Republic  from  1916  to 
1924,  and  Haiti  from  1915  to  1934. 

In  1930  Rafael  I^onidas  Trujillo  Ifolina  (1891-1961)  suc- 
ceeded Horacio  Vazquez,  the  then  president  of  the  Dominican 
Republic,  and  established  a  thirty-one  year  dictatorship  until 
his  assisination  in  1961. 

A  recent  visit  to  the  capitol  city  rea-ffirms  ne^/spaper 
reports  en  the  existing  confused  political  situation.  Since 
the  assasination  of  Trujillo,  three  years  ago,  this  turbulent 
country  has  had  seven  governments.  Joaquin  Balaguer,  who 
headed  the  interim  provisional  government  until  1963,  apparantly 
still  remains  the  favourite  choice  of  the  people,  according  to 
some  sources,  and  would  be  popularly  elected  today  should  there 
be  a  chance  of  constitutional  elections.  Some  believe  that  he 
and  Juan  Bosch,  the  freely  elected  president  of  seven  months 
duration  who  was  overthrovjn  in  September  1963,  are  the  two  men 
who  could  collaborate  in  forming  an  acceptable  government  for 
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for  the  people.  Bosch  was  deposed  by  the  military  and  the 
Junta  which  replaced  him  has  undergone  many  changes  to  date. 

EL  CARI3E  commented  editorially  during  during  the  recent  crisis; 
*%Je  Dominicans  are  suffering  a  sort  of  collective  dementia. 
Slow  but  inexorably  we  are  moving  towards  an  absolute  destruction 
of  civil  Iberties,  which  we  still  enjoy,  and  we  all  share  our 
responsibility  in  this  fateful  process  of  deconposition." 

A  Dominican  businessman  viewed  the  situation  as  folio  js: 
"Communists  do  not  have  to  do  any  propaganda  here,  our  f^vem- 
ments  are  doing  it  for  them  with  bad  administration,  corruption, 
and  dominatico  by  a  privileged  class." 

The  small  rich  oligarx:hy  which  flourished  under  the  31-year 
dictatorship  of  Rafael  L,  Trujillo  still  dominates  the  country *s 
economy,  and  final  political  decisions  are  again  in  the  hands  of 
the  national  police  force  -  a  well  trained  force  of  10,000  men  - 
and  the  air,  navy  and  army  which  altogether  command  15,000  men. 

The  ruling  Junta,  composed  as  of  this  i^zriting  (  May  196M-)  , 
of:  Donald  Reid  Cabral,  President,  a  hi  year  old  automobile 
-tCcJc-r-     ;  I^fenuel  Tavares  Espaillat,  a  39  year  old  industrial 
engineer;  and,  Ramon  Caseres  Troncu^.->,  ?:  33  year  old  lawyer, 
is  also  experiencing  periodic  changes,  rlr.  Tavares  Espaillat 
has  since  resigned  his  post. 

The  week  long  transportation  strike,  of  May  1-8 ,  19 6 U,  vjas 
in  nrotest  against  new  import  duties  on  luxuries,  including 
automobiles  and  spare  parts,  inposed  by  the  Government  on  the 
advice  of  the  International  'bnetary  Fund  in  an  effort  to  stabi- 
lize the  weakened  Dominican  peso.  This  and  other  austerity 
measures  are  being  proposed  by  the  I!"iF  as  conditions  for  a  $25 
million  loan  to  provide  badly  needed  reserves  to  pay  the  mount- 
ing external  debt. 

"The  hungry  sprawling  slums  of  the  Capitol  ar^  in  an  aimless 
and  desperate  revolt,  underscoring  evidence  of  deep  class  con- 
flict. Tne  exceedingly  small  upper-class  opposition  politicians 
and  merchants  along  with  Communists,  are  seeking  to  apply  pres- 
sure against  the  provisional  Junta  in  an  effort  to  overtiirow  it, 
and  place  the  country  once  again  under  a  dictatorship.  The 
Partido  Revolucionario  Dominicano,  which  brought  Bosch  into 
power,  insists  on  return  to  constitutional  government.  The 
armed  forces  are  opposed.  Ihe  Junta,  however,  has  offered  a 
constructive  proposal; 

The  plan  is  to  hold  a  series  of  five  elections  starting 
this  autumn  with  local  commissioners  and  ending  in  July  1955 
with  presidential  elections,  (llay  1964)

(  ^JoveR^ber  1964:  As  of  this  date  an  election  is  planned 
for  September  1,  1965  to  elect  the  President,  Congress  and 
municipal  officials.) 

The  proposal  met  with  protests  on  the  part  of  about  a 
dozen  political  parties  which  are  di.sputing  power.  Reid  Cabral 
asked  these  parties  to  come  out  with  tlieir  formula,  if  they  have 
one,  but  they  either  do  not  want  to  or  are   unable  to  do  it." 
Thus,  the  political  situation  is  one  of  inseuurity  and  con'tra- 
diction. 

PHYSICAL  AKT)  ECONO'IEC 

The  IJbminican  Republic  is , historically  speaking,  the  prime 
country  of  tlie  Ilev;  'Jorld.  It  vjas  thie  first  seat  of  Spanish 
colonial  government  and  the.  hare  of  Bartolome  Colon.   Fran  the 
time  of  its  discovery  in  1492,.  uritil  Hhe   end  of  the  regime  of 
Horacio  Vazquez,  it  was  kno^^7n  as  Santo  Domingo  de  GuziTian,  Dunhng 
the  time  of  Ihe  dictator  it  was  changed  to  Ciudad  Trujillo. 

The  Republic  covers  a  very  fertile  area  of  19,12 3  square 
miles,  with  an  estimated  population  of  4,070,108  accoiximg  to 
the  1950  statistics  published  by  the  Dominican  Republic  Census, (1) 
and  a  density  of  213  persons  per  square  mile.  It  is  rich  in 
natural  resources,  yeilding  agricultural  crops  of  great  value, 
livestock,  forest  prc^ducts,  and  minerals  such  as  gold,  sodium, 
salt,  iragnetic  iron,  aluminia,  marble,  clay,  limestone,  gypsum, 
nickel  and  bauxite.  Its  industries  are  sugar,  cement,  glass, 
sisal  sacks  and  rope,  cigarettes,  rum,  liquors,  preserved  meats, 
matches,  knitwear,  asbestos,  soap,  paints,  plastics,  canned 
milk,  mattresses,  cotton  textiles  and  cenent  pipes. 

Its  national  budget  tl-iis  year  is  $183  million,  and  about 
40%  of  it  goes  to  the  police  and  the  military,  and  14%  to 
education.  The  illiteracy  rate  ranges  from  40  to  60  percent 
aecording  to  some  sources. 

There  are  9  banJ^s,  2  of  which  are  United  States  oi^med  - 
Chase  I'fenhattan  Bank  and  the  First  I-'ational  City  Bank  of  New  York. 
Transportation  is  by  rail,  sea,  ai.r,  bus  and  taxi.  There  are  154 
post  offices  (1959)n  telephone  is  by  Cia  Dominicana  de  Telefonos, 
C  pr  A,  v./ith  modem  automatic  dial  exchanges  at  Santo  Domingo, 
La  Vega,  Puerto  Plata,  San  Francisco  de  ilacoris,  San  Cristobal, 
Bani,  Azua,  Tfonsehor  Nouel,  Santiago  and  San  Pedro  de  Macoris. 

(1)  It  is  reported  that  Trujillo  padded  the  census  figures, 
and  that  actual  1960  figures  show  slightly  more  than 
3,000,000,  but  noi-;  estimated  at  about  3,350,000. 
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There  is  wireless  telephone  communication  to  all  parts  of  tlie 
world  -  all  cities  are  connected  by  telephone  end  telegraph  lines. 
The  Republic  is  served  by  All  America  Cables  and  Radio,  Inc.,  over 
its  own  cable  lines,  and  also  RCA  Communications,  Inc.,  vjith  offices 
in  Santo  Domingo.  The  government  ovmed  Radio  Station  conducts  a 
VJireless  (Vfest  Indies)  Ltd.,  telegraph  service  with  the  Barbados 
station.  The  liackay  Radio  and  Telegraphic  Co. ,  Inc. ,  connects  with 
the  Government  Radio  Administration.  Broadcasts  are  from  68 
stations,  28  stations  are  in  Santo  Domingo,  16  in  Santiago,  24 
elsewhere.  Radio  Santo  Domingo  V7as  inaugurated  in  1952,  and 
broadcasts  for  42  hours  weekly.  "Rahintel"  T-V  transmits  for 
20  hours  weekly. 

IIEWSPAPEPvS 


Of  the  seventeen  (17)  newspapers  previously  published  in  the 
Dominican  Republic,  only  four  (U)  daily  papers  are  now  surviving; 
EL  CARIBE,  llSTIl'J  DIA^RIO,  La  INFORI-^ACION  and  PRE.TSA.  EL  CARIBE 
has  a  circulation  of  about  40,000  while  LISTIM  DIARIO  has  about 
20,000  circulation. 

The  14  de  JUinTIO,  a  bi-weekly  political  organ  of  the  same 
party  vjas  suspended  after  the  anti-Bos di  coup, 

LA  P/\LABRA  DE  SAMTO  DOIilNGO,  a  magazine  published  monthly 
has  a  circulation  v/hich  dwindled  from  15,000  in  1960  to  a 
current  low  of  5,000. 

In  Santiago  de  los  Cabelleros  there  is  supposedly  only 
LA  E^IFOPJIACIOM  still  being  published  with  a  5,000  circulation. 

LA  NACIOil  Was  suspended  in  1953,  along  with  its  supplement 
HABLEHOS  (vjeekly).   . 

EL  POR^/BNIR,  published  in  Puerto  Plata  by  Alonzo  de 
Rodriguez  Demorizi,  is  still  circulating  at  moderate  rate.

EDUCATION 

Government  provided  education  includes:  kindergarten,  elementary, 
and  secondary  schools,  with  free  and  compulsory  attendance  from  ages 
7  to  14.  There  are  4,920  primary  school Sj  75  secondary,  489  other 
schools  including  184  vocational,  and  190  intermediate.  The 
Universidad  Autonoma  was  established  in  1538  and  now  has  194 
instructors  and  3,837  students.   In  Santiago  de  los  Caballeros  the 
Jesuits  have  just  established  the  new  Universidad  Mater  et  Magistra 
with  a  very  well  planned  library.   Unfortunately,  my  stay  was  not 
long  enough  to  afford  travel  outside  of  the  Capitol.  Here,  in  the 
Dominican  Republic,  as  in  Puerto  Rico  and  the  rest  of  the  Caribbean, 
the  Catholics  have  maintained  an  excellent  record  of  parochial  school 
education  which  has  carried  a  large  share  of  the  educational  obliga- 
tion of  the  governmentS5  from  kindergarten  through  to  university 
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educat.ion.   Statistics  for  the  Dominican  Republic  Parochial 
education  were  not  immediately  available. 

LIBPxARIES 

As  for  the  libraries,  the  government  has  shown  a  surprising 
awareness  of  their  value  and  necessity.   I  have  been  very  pleased 
with  what  I  saw.  Astonishingly  enough,  for  a  country  with  the 
alleged  40%  illiteracy,  it  is  very  rewarding  to  find  government 
supported  public  and  special  libraries  everywhere^ 

Moreover,  the  awareness  of  the  necessity  for  training  in  this 
field  also  is  commendable.  Much  credit  must  be  given  to  Lie.  Luis 
Floren,  who.  seems  to  have  dedicated  his  energies  and  interest 
before  accepting  the  Directorship  of  the  Library  School  at  Madeilin 
Colombia,  to  prepare  librarians  for  the  Dominican  Republic,   I  have 
met  some  of  his  students  and  visited  their  libraries,  so  that  I 
too  can  attest  to  the  exceptional  contribution  they  are  making 
because  of  his  instructions.  This  is  what  Ligia  Hoetink  reports: 

"Professional  librarians  are  scarce.  The  few  there  are,  are 
directing  libraries,  working  with  an  untrained,  but  usually 
experienced  staff.  An  exception  is  the  University  Library,  where 
all  of  the  staff  received  training  under  Floren.   In  fact,  every 
single  librarian  interviewed,  as  trained  by  Floren  during  the 
years  when  he  directed  the  University  Library,  around  1942,   The 
first  class  that  graduated  in  library  science  (Biblioteconomia,  as 
it  is  called  here)  consider  themselves  the  senior  librarians  of  the 
country.   To  this  group  belongs:

I»   Secretaria  de  Estado  de  Relaciones  Exteriores.  Biblioteca. 
Dra.  Rosa  Nelly  Abreu,  Librarian  and  six  Assistants. 

This  is  a  special  government  department  library,  but  it  is 
open  to  the  public.   It  was  established  as  part  of  the  department 
about  1880,  and  serves  the  government  agencies  in  materials  of 
public  and  international  law,  general  reference,  including 
Dominican  history,  and  all  international  affairs«   The  United 
Nations  documents,  and  those  of  its  specialized  agencies,  toge- 
ther with  the  documents  of  the  Organization  of  American  States, 
a  total  of  about  20,000  documents,  with  about  2,700  volumes  of 
general  reference  are  housed  and  serviced  here.   Since  1910, 
the  library  has  issued  an  annual  reports 

The  Secretariat  of  Foreign  Relations  is  housed  in  the  one- 
time home  of  Trujillo,  a  palatial  building,  which  he  gave  to  be 
used  for  this  purpose  after  he  had  built  himself  a  more  luxurious 
one  in  an  exclusive  section  away  from  general  activity.   The 
Library  is  housed  in  an  entire  wing  providing  a  United  Nations 
room,  spacious  reading  rooms,  reference  and  administrative  sec- 
tions, and  a  publications  distribution  section  on  the  ground 
level.   Unfortunately,  this  library  has  been  purged  of  all 
Trujillo  material  as  are  the  other  government  agencies. 

The  Librarian,  Dra.  Abreu,  is  one  of  Dr.  Floren  students 
of  biblioteconomia,  and  seems  to  be  quite  capable  in  this  field 
in  which  she  has  been  engaged  since  1947 o   She  and  six  assistants 
service  the  materials  in  such  an  efficient  manner  that  documents 
are  placed  into  the  hands  of  those  v7ho  can  make  the  best  use  of  them,* 
Multiple  copies  are  not  kept,  but  sent  to  schools,  agencies,  specia- 
lists or  departments  who  work  in  the  subject  matter.   The  publi- 
cations of  the  Secretariat  are  also  distributed  through  the 
library. 

BOLETIN,  a  publication  of  the  Secretariat,  now  in  its  second 
year,  gives  news  and  information  on  its  activities  and  matters 
pertaining  to  the  government  affairs  in  all  aspects.*   It  is 
available  on  exchange  through  the  librarian  to  all  interested 
persons. 

Some  bibliographic  activities  are  under  consideration  for 
publication. 
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The  atmosphere  in  this  library  is  one  of  efficient 
administration,  practical  organization,  room  for  growth, 
and  comfortable  working  conditions.  All  shelving  is  of 
native  mahogany.

Established  in  1884,  the  Archives  are  housed  in  a  very  well 
planned,  modem  fireproof  building,  especially  constructed  for 
this  purpose  during  the  Dictator's  tiriB.  In  addition  to  the  very 
spacious  grounds  surrounding  the  building,  it  is  na-^  being  studied 
for  air  conditioning  for  better  documents  preservation.  There  are 
research  rooms,  nevjspaper  room,  work  room,  bindery  and  document 
storage  room.  Shelving  here  is  of  metal  in  the  document  section, 
but  of  loative  nehogany  in  the  reading  rooms  and  public  sections. 
There  is  also  provided  a  complete  pliotographic  laboratory''  on  the 
ground  level  with  caiieras,  readers,  projectors,  and  microfilm 
processing  equipnent.  All  work  is  done  on  the  pi-^mises  by  very 
well  trained  assistants. 

"Ihe  BOLETIN  DEL  ARCHIVO  is  its  organ,  of  information,  and  is 
available  on  request  from  the  Director.  I'licrofilms  of  material  in 
the  Archives  are  also  available  to  libraries. 

Docunents  in  the  archives  include:  early  Cathedral  records, 
(1509-    ),  all  official  documents,  historic  and  current  relating 
to  the  Republic;  (English  documents  of  the  period  of  American 
occupation  (1915-1924)  requiring  English  speaking  assistance);

1939;  El  Archj-vo  de  liiguey,  with  index, 1600-1899;  El  Archivo  de 
Bayaguana,  with  index,  1600-1800.  This  material  is  also  preserved 
on  microfilm  for  security  purposes,  but  copies  may  be  requested.

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In  the  Dondnican  Republic,  every  publisher  must  deposit  two 
copies  of  evEry  book  published  v/ith  the  Secretaria  del  Interior, 
whcih  distributes  them  to  the  National  Archives  and  the  University. 

Sr.  Alfau  Duran,  the  Director,  is  the  author  of  various  his- 
torical bibliographies  which  were  published  in  the  revista  CLIO 
of  the  Academia  Dominicana  de  la  Historia,  and  in  the  AI^MLES  DE 
LA  UMIYERSIDAD.  He  is  na^  compiling  a  bibliography  of  the 
Dominican  novel  which  he  will  publish  either  in  CLIO  or  in  the 
BOLETII^J  DEL  ARCHIVO. 

It  may  be  wishful  thinking,  but  I  b  elieve  I  was  told  thSt 
material  on  Trujillo  is  preserved  in  the  Archives,  in  which 
case  it  would  probably  be  the  only  place  where  such  may  be  found 
in  the  Republic.  Historians  will  be  grateful  for  the  foresight 
wherein  thrity-one  unique  years  of  Dominican  history  have  been 
captured. 

3,   Biblioteca  de  la  Universidad  Autonoraa  de  Santo  Domingo* 

Librarian:  Dr.  Prospero  ffella  Qiavier,  recently  elected 

Vice-Rector  of  the  University  (June,1954) 

Dra.  Rosa  Elena  Despradel  Batista  -  Deputy  Libirar^fan 

Seven  (7)  trained  librarians 

9  clerical  assistants 

The  University  is  autonomous  and  the  studenta  are  politically 
motivated  toward  the  left  with  strong  admiration  for  Fidel  Castro 
in  nearby  Cuba.  Here  also  is  the  "headache"  of  the  executive  and 
military  arms  of  the  government.  The  police  force  have  no  juris- 
diction on  University  grounds.  At  the   time  of  my  visit  these 
seemed  to  be  much  unrest  and  dissatisfaction  about  certain  politi- 
cal occurences  displeasing  to  the  students.  Dr.  ^ fella  Chavier  was 
in  conference  with  the  students  in  an  effort  to  mediate  the  tensions. 
He  therefore  had  not  been  interviewed,  although  he  was  interested 
in  hearing  about  the   Seminar  and  the  reasons  for  my  visit,  Dra. 
Despradel  Batista  was  charming  and  efficient.  Licienciada  Isabel 
Beltre,  in  charge  of  the  Dominican  Room.,  vjas  exceedingly  helpful. 

The  University  library  is  also  used  as  a  public  library  and 
carries  on  the  functions  of  a  national  library  for  book  deposit, 
and  other  purposes.  Although  the  University  is  the  oldest  in  the 
Vfestem  hemisphere,  dating  from  1538.  tje  library  was  not  estab- 
lished until  1940.  The  student  body  is  about  5,000, 

The  library  building  is  spacious,  occupying  ti-jo  floors  of  well 
ventilated  large  reading  rooms,  including  the  Dominican  room  which 
is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped;  there  are  also  the  /msrican, 
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the  French  and  the  foreign  rooms  are  somewhat  smaller,  and 
not  so  well  equipped.   There  are  the  periodical  room  and 
closed  stacks,  duplicates  and  exchanges  section,  and  adminis- 
trative quarters.  All  of  these  are  connected  by  large  balconies 
and  stairways.   Stacks  are  of  mahogany  in  the  reading  rooms,  but 
of  metal  in  the  closed  stacks.  The  building  is  elegant,  but 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  functionally.   There  is  an  evident 
shortage  of  reading  materials  which  may  probably  be  an  indica- 
tion of  difference  in  teaching  system  requiring  less  emphasis 
on  independent  reading  by  the  students.  Moreover,  materials 
are  not  loaned  for  home  use,  and  there  are  only  1,000  students, 
registered  as  library  users  of  the  entire  matriculation  of 
almost  4,000. 

Returns  on  the  questionnaire  showed  hoii;ever  that  there  are 
158,719  volumes  of  monographs,  666,892  volumes  unbound  periodi- 
cals; 4,553  maps;  4,281  photographs;  559  musical  publications; 
5,000  clippings,  535  platest  204  records,  19  films,  and  miscel- 
laneous other  things.   The  library  receives  about  3,000  monthly 
periodicals,  including  some  Caribbean  materials  by  subscriptions 
and  gifts  or  exchange.   Some  51  microfilms  have  been  ordered 
on  request  either  by  students  or  professors  from  the  Library 
of  Congress,  and  the  United  States  Book  Exchange  has  supplied 
material  on  request. 

Lcda.  Isabel  Beltr^,  in  charge  of  the  Dominican  Room,  was 
very  cooperative  and  jave  me  copies  of  the  lists  of  1960/61  and 
1961/62  theses  of  the  Faculty  of  Engineering  and  Architecture. 
Other  lists  were  not  available  but  could  be  prepared  for  she 
has  on  card  file,  all  theses  submitted  in  all  the  faculties 
of  the  University  for  all  of  the  years  to  date. 

The  University  Library  publishes  the  ANALES  xchich  is  a 
bit  delayed  at  this  writing.   The  last  issue  received  was 
January /December  1960.   Dr.  Mella  Chavier  frequently  contributes 
bibliographic  items  to  this  publication. 

INFORMACION  BIBLIOGPxAFICA,  vol.  1,  nos.  1-2,  July  and  October 
19C3  has  appeared  as  a  new  bibliographic  publication,  and  is 
arranged  under  subject  captions  in  alphabetical  order  of  authors. 
Presumably,  this  is  a  bibliography  based  on  the  library's  acquisi- 
tions.  Licda.  Beltre  is  considering  the  publication  of  all  uni- 
versity theses  submitted  to  the  various  faculties  over  the  years  1961 
to  date.   There  is  also  preliminary  agreement  on  contributions  from 
the  Dominican  Republic  for  the  CURISMT  CARIBBEAN  BIBLIOGRAPHY.   In 
project  is  an  annual  bibliography  of  Dominican  publications,  first 
one  to  cover  the  period  1961  -1963.  Dr.  Mella  Chavier  is  a  member 
of  the  Floren  student  group. 
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4.  Biblioteca  del  ^anco  Central  de  la  Republica  Dominicana 
Librarian:  Dr.  Sucre  R<,  Rodrfguez 
2  assistants 

This  is  a  special  economic  library,  serving  the  staff 
of  the  lanco  Central,  and  other  banks.   It  houses  2,200  volumes 
and  a  great  many  current  periodicals  of  ecnomic  interst 
numbering  some  300  subscriptions,  of  which  20  are  local,  about 
10  of  general  Caribbean  economic  interest,  and  270  of  foreign 
origin.   The  surroundings  are  lavish,  of  Dominican  marble, 
creating  an  elegant  atmosphere  of  real  prosperity  and  efficient 
organization.   The  lighting,  as  x^ell  as  the  decoration,  and 
every  detail  bespeaks  careful  selection  and  specialization. 
The  library  was  established  in  1947,  and  is  considered  one  of 
the  best  organized  libraries  of  the  country.   Dr.  Sucre  ?.. 
Rodriguez  is  a  lawyer  and  also  holds  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Philosophy  and  Letters. 

The  Banco  Central  publishes  a  lOLSTIM  I-EMSUAL  and  an 
INFORMS  ECONOKICO  which  keeps  economists  abreast  with  the 
activities  of  the  Bank  and  the  Dominican  Republic.   Both 
publications  are  somewhat  delayed,  as  are  others  in  the  country. 

The  library  is  exceptionally  well  selected.   It  houses  all 
of  the  important  publicatiors  in  the  field  of  economics,  includ- 
ing the  international  agencies  such  as  banks.  International 
Monetary  Fund,  Inter-American  lank  etc  etc.  It  has  been  the 
recipient  of  two  collections  of  Economic  Libraries  offered  by 
the  Inter-American  3ank  to  libraries  in  Latin  America,  Although 
the  shelving  is  arranged  around  the  spacious  room,  there  is 
supposed  to  be  little  chance  of  the  library  becoming  overcrowded 
A  system  of  weeding  is  expected  to  keep  the  materials  current, 
and  older  items  are  retired  as  they  are  replaced  by  the  new. 
A  projected  microfilming  service  is  also  supposed  to  conserve 
space  and  preserve  information  of  value. 

It  is  expected  that  the  microfilming  equipment  will  be 
installed  during  1964  and  materials  now  stored  in  vertical 
files,  clippings,  and  other  frail  or  deteriorating  publications 
will  be  filmed. 

Since  this  is  the  only  economics  library  in  the  country, 
it  also  plans  to  publish  a  bulletin  listing  its  acquisitions 
so  that  staff  menbers  of  the  banks  and  other  economists  and 

libraries  may  be  informed  of  this  specialized  material. 
About  $4,000  annually  is  exp'endsd  for  purchasing  publications. 
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5,   Secretarfa  de  Estado  de  Justicia.  Biblioteca. 
Ave.  de  Independencia  y  de  America. 

On  May  1st,  a  holiday  in  the  Republic,  all  libraries 
and  government  agencies  were  closed.   I  nevertheless  found 
another  elegant  building  housing  the  Department  of  Justice, 
in  which  its  library  is  also  housed.   The  building  was  closed, 
but  a  caretaker  let  me  in  and  showed  me  around. 

The  library  is  located  on  an  upper  level  floor  in  the 
midst  of  luxurious  massive  marble  walls  and  floors,   the 
beautiful  high  ceilings  lend  an  atmosphere  of  dignity  and 
awe  to  the  salons  of  the  Department  of  Justice,   The  library 
occupies  a  large  area,  and  houses  a  typical  law  collection, 
with  sets  of  the  GACETA  OFICIAL,  1921-1963;   LEYES   (of  the 
Dominican  Republic)  1844  -  1961;  and  other  sets  of  Laws  in 
Spanish,  French,  and  German.   There  is  not  very  much  in 
English.   Bound  volumes  of  the  newspapers  LA  NACION  (1957-1961) 
and  EL  CARI'^E  (1957  -  1963)  were  neatly  shelved  on  the  lower 
sections  of  mahogany  shelving  around  the  room. 

Other  government  departments  also  have  their  oi^m  libraries, 
and  it  would  seem  to  me  to  be  a  worthwhile  project  for  the 
future  to  make  a  survey  of  them  to  determine  their  degree  of 
specialization  and  use  with  reference  to  the  national  expense 
and  the  possibility  of  greater  cooperation  among  them  in  an 
effort  to  reduce  government  expense. 

It  is  commendable,  however,  that  there  is  such  great  aware- 
ness of  the  value  of  special  libraries  in  every  aspect  of  life 
in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

6.   Lincoln  Library,   U.S.  Embassy  at  El  Conde  15. 
Dr.  Ainslie  T.  Minor,  in  charge 
1  Assistant. 

This  library  is  part  of  the  United  States  Information 
Service  in  the  Dominican  Republic.   It  is  very  well  furnished 
and  very  American  in  organization  and  efficiency.  This  and 
the  library  of  the  Instituto  Cultural  Oominicano-Americano, 
are  probably  the  only  libraries  where  references  and  other 
materials  will  be  available  in  English.  The  Lincoln  Library 
also  carries  information  in  Spanish,  and  serves  an  estimated 
2,614  registered  persons,  from  a  small  collection  of  about 
4,100  volumes,  and  60  unbound  periodicals,  with  some  pamphlet 
materials. 
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Operating  as  part  of  the  cultural  section  of  the  U.S. 
Embassy,  it  endeavours  to  provide  information  of  interest 
to  the  Dominican  readers  relative  to  the  physical,  historical, 
political,  economic,  sociological  and  cultural  aspects  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  the  purposes  and  activities  of  the 
Alliance  for  Progress. 

This  library  collaborates  with  the  Instituto  Cultural 
Domenicano  Americano  in  promoting  the  cultural  aspects  of 
both  the  Dominican  Republic  and  the  United  States.   It  is  i 

therefore  interested  in  the  art,  literature  and  music  of  the  host   1 
country  and  those  who  work  in  these  fields. 

The  Lincoln  Library  also  endeavours  to  place  the  more 
important  English  language  publications,  translated  into 
Spanish,  through  the  AID  activities  in  Mexico,  within  reach 
of  those  students  and  scholars,  as  well  as  the  ordinary  man, 
or  woman  in  general.   Such  translations  are  sent  to  libraries, 
schools,  bookstores,  and  in  general  publicized  and  sold  at 
very  reasonable  prices  in  bookstores  or  newstands  of  the 
Republic,   The  Library  itself  does  not  sell  publications. 

Mr.  Malcolm  McLean,  Public  Relations  Chief,  was  very 
enthusiastic  about  the  cultural  activities  sponsored  by  the 
U.  5.  Embassy  and  the  Dominican  Republic,  and  seems  to  be  the 
right  person  in  the  right  place o   I  did  not  meet  Dr.  Ainslie 
3,  Minor,  because  my  visit  was  at  an  inconvient  time  when  the 
library  was  closed  to  the  public  on  the  holiday.   Mr.  McLean 
obligingly  unlocked  the  doors  to  let  Mrs.  Hoetink  and  me  in 
for  a  quick  briefing.   He  had  met  Mrs.  Hoetink  before,  and 
was  very  helpful  in  filling  the ' questionnaire  for  the  Seminar 
discussion.   He  would  welcome  more  opportunities  for  publicity. 

Mr.  McLean,  enthusiastic  and  conversant  with  the  Dominican 
scene,  did  not  realize  that  it  is  difficult  to  keep  pace  with 
the  many  activities  and  cultural  projects  in  which  the  U.S. 
embassy's  staff  is  involved,  so  he  skipped  from  one  poet  to 
painter  or  writer  without  even  a  thought  that  I  was  not  with 
him  in  everything,  but  trying  desperately  to  make  a  few  notes 
of  specific  importance.   It  was  only  t\<io   hours  before  the 
transportation  strike  tied  up  everything, including  my  trip  to 
the  airport. 

7,   "Biblioteca  'Jashington,  Instituto  Cultural  Dominicano- 

Americano.  '^ibliotecaria:  Srta.  Maria  /jitoineta  Ortiz, 
1  assistant. 

This,  and  the  Lincoln  Library  are  the  two  libraries  which 
allots  circulation  of  library  materials  for  home  use.   They  are 
also  the  only  two  libraries  with  a  lilingual  collection.   The 
library  was  established  in  1946,  and  is  open  to  the  general 
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public,  students,  and  members  of  the  Institute.   It  houses  a 
collection  of  some  9,000  volumes,  some  periodicals  which  are 
not  kept  beyond  current  usage,  about  100  maps,  1200  phonograph 
records,  some  art  and  music.  Here  also  is  perhaps  the  only 
children's  library  with  interesting  books  for  home  circulation. 
The  music  room  is  furnished  with  record  players,  and  shelving 
for  records.  These  two  libraries  work  very  closely  to  promote 
better  understanding  between  their  countries. 

I  did  not  have  the  opportunity  of  visiting  this  library  as 
it  was  duting  Saturday  morning  just  before  the  strike.   It  is 
considered  by  Mrs.  Hoetink  to  be  one  of  the  '-)etter  organized 
libraries  of  the  country.  It  has  a  popular  appeal  to  the  public, 
A  questionnaire  was  completed  during  her  interview  with  3rta. 
Ortiz  prior  to  my  arrival  in  the  country. 

8.   Biblioteca  Municipal  de  Santo  Oomingo. 
Librarian;  Dr.  Enrique  Patin  Velez 
10  Assistants. 

Here  is  a  public  library,  established  in  October  1922, 
serving  the  general  public,  supported  by  the  government, 
under  the  Department  of  Education.   Located  in  the  heart  of 
the  city,  it  serves  students  and  every  one  in  need  of  in- 
formation.  The  hours  are  long,  9  a.m.  to  II  p.m.  with  siesta 
closing.  The  staff  works  in  shifts  in  order  to  maintain  these 
long  opening  hours.   The  book  collection  is  said  to  be  about 
5,500  volumes  and  what  periodicals  there  are,  are  received 
through  donations.   No  books  are  loaned  for  outside  use. 
Shelves  are  of  native  mahogany.   The  general  appearance  is 
neat  and  clean,  and  adequate  in  size.   This  is  one  of  30  such 
municipal  libraries  throughout  the  country  as  shown  on  page  12. 

I  was  interested  in  some  of  the  material  on  the  shelves, 
and  these  are  some  reference  items;

Some  general  reading  materials  are  somewhat  out  of  date, 
but  for  the  most  part  it  was  obvious  that  the  materials  are 
very  much  in  use.  There  is  a  healthy  representation  of  the 
classics  in  literature.  The  ventilation  was  good  and  the 
lighting  was  adequate  allowing  individual  adjustment  from 
table  lamps  for  all  tables.   Tliere  was  a  fair  sampling  of 
readers  of  all  ages  during  my  visit. 
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Dr,  Patin  is  also  a  lawyer,  but  he  has  had  6  years  of 
library  experience  as  a  catalouger,  and  altogether  10  years 
in  the  library  field.  He  is  very  eager  to  see  the  library 
system  improved,  and  branches  opened  in  other  parts  of  the 
city  which  could  be  operated  from  this  central  library. 
He  is  hopeful  that  Unesco  might  be  interested  in  assisting. 

9,   Programa  de  Educacidn  de  Adultos. 
10.   Biblioteca  Central 

Secretaria  de  Educacidh  y  Bellas  Artes. 

These  two  programs  under  the  Secretariat  of  Education  and 
Fine  Arts  are  very  similar,  but  with  different  objectives. 

The  first  sys  6m  has  reference  to  adult  programs  of  literacy. 
Though  the  collection  is  small,  1200  volumes  per  bookmobile, 
the  service  includes  10  bookraobil  units,  equipped  vjith  audio 
visual  material  (film  projector?,  etc)  and  books  for  lending 
which  could  be  of  better  quality,  but  nevertheless  they  keep 
people  in  the  reading  habit »   In  addition  to  the  10  chauffeurs 
for  the  units,  there  are  also  10  audio-visual  technicians,  and 
a  professional  volunteer  for  each  unit,  from  a  total  of  100 
volunteers  who  each  receive  a  short  library  training  course 
prior  to  duty  on  the  bookmobile.   Dr.  Georgilio  Mella  Chavier, 
Director  General  of  Education  of  Adults, is  in  charge  of  this 
bookmobile  service.  This  is  part  of  the  government's  effort 
in  the  fight  to  reduce  its  alleged  40%  illiteracy. 

The  Biblioteca  Central  has  a  collection  of  some  10,000  vols, 
and  27  branches  which  operate  in  this  service,  with  three  book- 
mobiles.  Initiated  in  1952,  the  service  has  a  Director,  a  sub- 
Director,  and  three  (3)  staff  members  for  each  of  the  27  branches, 
consisting  of  a  day  librarian,  a  night  librarian  and  1  helper. 
Each  of  the  three  bookmobiles  has  an  attendant  who  is  trained 
in  library  service  and  a  chauffeur.   The  central  branch  has  a 
reading  room  and  a  reference  room,  bindery  and  a  lecture  room 
which  is  part  of  the  departmental  facility. 

Tlie  REVISTA  DE  EDUCACION  is  published  by  the  Department 
as  its  specialized  organ  of  information.   The  staff  of  .the 
Department  of  Education  is  served  by  the  library,  and  books 
can  be  consulted  or  taken  home  for  use.  This  library  is  also 
initiating  a  collection  of  educational  materials  which  will  be 
sent  to  libraries  throughout  the  country,  and  which  will 
include  children's  materials.   Sra.  Mercedes  Munigh  is  in 
charge  of  the  Archives  of  the  Department,  and  is  a  librarian 
of  twelve  (12)  years  experience.  Profesora  Delia  Weber  is  in 
charge  of  the  library  section. 
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The  educational  aspects  of  improving  library  service 
to  children  and  adults  seem  quite  encouraging.  Here  also  is 
a  field  in  which  well  experienced  Peace  Corps  librarians  could 
do  a  great  deal  of  good.  The  training  of  librarians  is  probably 
a  matter  of  the  apostolate.  Luis  Floren,  while  at  the  University, 
trained  the  first  group  and  they  in  turn  have  trained  others. 
I  have  the  impression  that  this  training  is  not  a  standard  course 
of  study  in  formal  classes  in  an  accredited  library  school  for 
no  one  mentions  Library  Schools  as  a  recognized  institution. 
Nevertheless,  the  quality  of  performance  is  above  average  and 
they  are  achieving  their  goals. 

I  was  fortunate  in  l)eing  able  to  visit  with  Lie.  Emilio 
Rodriguez  Demorizi,  who  has  been  for  years  the  authority  on 
Dominican  bibliography.  He  has  a  card  file  of  such  materials 
which  he  hopes  to  publish  in  1965.  This  year  he  plans  to 
publish  a  catalogue  of  his  private  library,  listing  his  hold- 
ings of  old  and  rare  books,  covering  the  l&th  through  the  19th 
centuries,  amounting  to  about  1,500  volumes,  most  of  which  are 
bound  in  vellum  or  parchment.  This  material  deals  with  many 
subjects,  some  Dominican  history,  Spanish  colonial  history  of 
the  Americas,  literature,  etc.  The  catalogue  will  be  printed 
in  Spain,  illustrated  with  reproductions  of  some  of  the  rare 
title  pages.  He  intends  to  go  to  3pain  to  supervise  the  print- 
ing and  to  verify  the  rarity  of  some  of  his  books,  which  he 
believes  to  be  unique  volumes.

uaong  them  the  fact  that  any  publication  can  be  placed  on  microfilm  easily 
md  at  a  low  cost  and  from  that  film  an  unlimited  number  of  copies  can  be 
•un  off.  This  means  that  any  individual  or  institution  that  has  a  work  re- 
)roduced  on  film  can  be  said  to  have  reissued  or  reprinted  it  in  this  form, 
[eeping  track  of  this  type  of  activity  is  impossible. 

)Ome  common  sense  is  needed  in  this  matter  of  duplication  -  that  is,  of  two 
)r  more  institutions  microfilming  the  same  material.   It  is  not  as  costly 
)r  inefficient  as  some  would  have  us  believe,  vrnat  is  costly  are  the 
Lttempted  bibliographical  controls  aimed  at  eliminating  duplication.   vThat 
.s  wasteful  and  what  should  be  eliminated  is  duplication  of  large  projects 
losting  substantial  sums  of  money.   ;Jith  regard  to  single  volume  vzorks , 
lowever,  duplication  is  not  wasteful  -  it  is  the  bibliographic  control, 
•ather,  that  is  wasteful.   In  most  instances  it  will  be  cheaper  to  remicro- 
rilm  a  single-volume  work  than  to  set  up  and  maintain  controls  to  avoid 
juch  duplication. 

'he  basic  list  for  microreproduced  materials  is  the  Guide  to  Microforms  in 
'rint ,  published  annually  by  Ilicrocard  Editions,  Inc.  at  .iiU.OO.  The  current 
■dition  lists  in  alphabetic  order  some  12,000  publications  from  forty  plus 
»ublishers.  Most  of  these  are  commercial  publishers,  however  both  the 
few  York  Public  Library  and  the  National  Archives  have  their  materials

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THE  SI'TUATION  OF  BIBLIOGRAPHY  IN  BRAZIL 


Bibliographic  v/ork3  in  Brazil  have,  in  general,  been  greatly  accel- 
erated in  the  last  few  years.  This  renev/ing  movement  in  bibliograpMc 
activity,  formerly  restricted  almost  exclusively  to  private  initiative, 
has  developed  among  us,  drawing  the  attention  of  official  agencies, 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  UNESCO,  v;hich,  in  cooperation  with  the  Congres- 
sional Library,  organized  in  1949  an  investigation  into  the  bibliographic 
services  of  various  countries,   (l)  The  result  of  this  investigation  v/as 
fon^/arded  in  the  fonn  of  a  report  (2)  to  the  Conference  sur  l'ain§lioration 
des  services  bibliographiques,  v;hich  took  place  in  Paris  in  November  of 
1950.   (3) 

National  bibliography  (appendix  1) 

After  this  the  idea  of  resuming  old  projects,  begun  and  later  inter- 
rupted, of  the  preparation  of  a  national  bibliography  began  to  take  more 
definite  form  in  Brazil.   As  a  rule,  it  is  in  the  National  Libraries  that 
the  bibliographic  services  related  to  the  literary  production  of  a  country 
are  centralized.  This  has  resulted  in  such  natior^al  bibliographies  as  the 
Bibliographie  de  la  France,  the  Deutsche  National-bibliographie  and  the 
British  National  Bibliography.  Intending  to  produce  a  national  bibliogra- 
phy based  on  the  obligatory  legal  registration  of  Brazilian  publications, 
the  National  Library  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  resumed  its  publication  of  the 
Boletim  Bibliogr^fico,  organizing  it  more  in  accordance  v/ith  modern  tech- 
niques of  docu:nentation.  It  is  systematically  organized  in  the  Dewey 
Decimal  System  and  records  various  categories  of  documents.  Divided  into 
tv/o  yearly  volumes,  it  proposes  to  list  once  a  year  all  the  journals 
published  in  the  country.  Journals  published  by  official  entities  are 
indicated  by  asterisks. 

Unfortunately,  all  Brazilian  bibliographic  production  does  not  reach 
the  National  Library.  And  as  for  commercially  distributed  books,  legal 
registration  rules  are  not  always  observed  by  the  publishers.  Furthermore, 
the  non-commercial  publications,  official  ones  from  universities  and  other

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sources,  often  distributed  free,  do  not  alv/ays  appear  in  the  bibliography 
since  they  are  not  always  sent  to  the  library. 

For  that  reason,  the  ^oletim,  oibliogr&fico  of  the  national  Library 
is  not  an  exliaustive  national  bibliography.   It  indicates  only  the 
Brazilian  bibliographical  material  which  is  periodically  incorporated  in  the 
Library  collection.  The  Acquisitions  Division  which  publishes  it  is  not  an 
organ  responsible  for  bibliographic  research;  it  does  not  search  for  avail- 
able published  material  outside  the  library.   It  does  not  function  as  a 
central  service,  coordinating  and  polarizing  activities  nor  does  it  have 
the  characteristics  of  a  national  bibliogra-^liic  center.  And,  even  more 
important,  the  Boletim  is  two  years  behind.  Between  1951  an<i  1961  it  came 
out  on  time  to  the  day.  But  at  present,  its  last  issue  is  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1962.  For  t':is  reason  it  does  not  really  indicate  the  present 
state  of  Brazilian  bibliography. 

"^^^^  Ij^stituto  Nacional  do  Livro,  moreor  less  at  the  sane   time  that 
the  National  Librar;;,''  began  to  publish  the  Boletim  again,  resumed  its  pub-  ' 
lications  of  the  Bibliografia  Brasileira.  This  had  begu.n  in  193S  and  had 
been  interrupted  for  a  few  years.   The  Insti_tuto  pub  "Wished  the  missing 
volumes  and  managed  to  continue  the  ^^lij^rafia^  Brasileira  until  1955- 

In  a  v;ay,  this  bibliography  filled  in  some  of  the  gaps  in  the 
Boletim  Bibliogr&ficq.  But  it  did  not  meet  the  needs  of  a  representative 
national  bibliography  and  came  out  late.   In  1956,  it  was  continued  in  the 
Re vista  do  Livro,  under  the  title  of  Bibliografia  Brasileira  Corrente. 
It  is  quarterly  and  is  organized  under  the  Dewey   Decimal  System  in  large 
subject  classes.  The  bibliographical  reference  is  more  complete, even 
having  a  reference  indicating  the  secondary  subject  files.   It  does  not 
indicate,  as  does  the  one  of  the  National  Library,  any  category  of 
document  at  all,  but  it  covers  better  the  field  of  commercial  books.   It 
is.  regrettable,  however,  that  it  also  is  tv^;o  years  behind,  its  last  issue 
being  December  of  I96I, 

The  Institute  Nacional  do  Livro  does  not  have  the  characteristics 
of  a  national  bibliographic  center  any  more  than  has  the  National  Library. 
This  is  not  its  principal  function.   It  is  rather  to  encourage  and  foment 
the  creation  of  libraries  away  from  the  large  metropolitan  centers  of 
Brazil,  offering  them  books  to  form  collections  of  their  own.  Nevertheless, 
it  has  been  publishing  works  of  great  scientific  and  cultural  value.  So 
it  is  with  surprise  that  we  note  that  its  Re vista  do  Livro  and  consequently 
the  Bibliografia  Brasileira  are  no  longer  being  published. 

In  order  to  make  up  for  the  lag  in  these  tv;o  national  bibliographies, 
we  have  the  B33_  -_Re vis ta  dos  L>di tores ;  Boletim  Bibliogr&fico  Brasileiro, 
published  since  1953  by  A  Estante  Pubrica96e's  Ltda,  under  the*  sponsorship 
of  the  Sindicato  Nacional  dos  Editores  de  Livros,  Institute  Nacional  do 
Livro  and  others. 

Published  with  the  commercial  aim  of  promoting  Brazilian  books,  it 
originally  came  out  every  two  months,  and,  in  the  last  few  years,  monthly. 
In  addition  to  commercial  books,  it  records  publications  of  governmental 
department,  universities  and  institutions,  etc.  It  is  also  in  the  Dewey

Decimal  System,  in  large  subject  headings.  It  is  not  well  printed  and, 
like  the  others  does  not  come  out  regularly  and  has  not  since  1962.  Its 
last  issue  is  volume  9(7/9)  August- October  1963 . 

That  is  the  situation  of  national  bibliography  in  Brazil.  We  have 
tliree  bibliographies,  none  of  them  perfect  but,  to  a  certain  extent,  each 
one  complementing  the  others.  None  of  them,  however,  is  up  to  date.  Two 
of  them  are  published  by  government  institutions  and  the  third  does  not 
have  the  resources  to  continue  publication.  In  the  first  two  cases,  those 
of  the  National  Library  and  the  Institute  ITacional  do  Livro,  there  was  a 
change  of  direction,   l/hen  this  happens  the  activities  of  an  institution 
are  turned  in  a  different  direction:  continuity  suffers. 

A  national  bibliography  should  be  published  regularly.  If  not,  it 
does  not  perform  its  principal  duty,  v/hich  is  that  of  informing  everyone 
not  only  within  a  country,  but  also  outside  of  it  v/hat  is  being  produced 
in  books  in  every  field  of  human  activity.  And  for  this  information  to  be 
validly  useful  it  must  be  up  to  date. 

V/e  think  that  in  order  to  be  able  to  publish  a  Brazilian  bibliography 
like  those  of  great  nations  such  as  Germany,  France,  the  United  States, 
and  England,  either  the  National  Library  or  the  Institute  Nacional  do  Livro 
should  become  a  National  Bibliographical  Center.  It  should  be  able  to 
form  a  permanent  commission  with  v/hich  all  Brazilian  institutions  of  bib- 
liographic research  could  cooperate  and  to  v;hich  all  bibliographic  infor- 
mation could  be  sent,  whether  coming  from  official  or  unofficial  publishing 
sources.  Or,  as  an  alternative,  a  commercial  publishing  firm  like  Wilson 
in  the  United  States,  might  produce  on  its  own  a  national  bibliography 
in  Brazil. 

Specialized  bibliography  ( appendix  II) 

V/e  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  even  though  the  state  of  national 
bibliography  is  not  satisfactory,  that  is  not  true  of  specialized  bibliog- 
raphy. This  greater  interest  in  specialized  bibliography  began  in  19^9 
with  the  publication  of  a  work  by  Rubens  oorba  de  Moraes  and  V/illiam 
Berrien  called  Manual  Bibliogr&ficq_ de  Estudos  Brasileiros.  (k)   It  was 
intended  that  this  publication  should  be  similar  to  the  Handbook  of  Latin 
American  Studies,  covering  various  humanistic  subjects  such  as  Art,  Law 
Education,  Ethnolo.gy,  Philology,  Folklore,  Geography,  History,  Literature, 
Music,  Sociology.  But  when  its  principal  editor  went  abroad,  publication 
stopped.  Even  so,  we  tried  to  go  on  with  the  Manual,  which  we  had  worked 
on  as  editing  secretary.  We  published  a  bibliographic  series  of  Brazilian 
studies  (S§rie  Bibliogr&fica  de  Estudos  Brasileiros)  in  monographs.  The 
first  tv/o  volumes  of  this  were  published i 

Other  private  projects  were  also  carried  through  enthusiastically, 
such  as  the  works  of  Jos§  Valadares,  Framcisco  de  Assis  Barbosa,  Otto  Maria 
Carpeaux,  Lous  Hector  Correia  de  Azevedo  and  others.

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In  195^  the  National  Cornmission  orBiblioa:raphy  was  created  as  part 
of  the  Brazilian  Institute  of  Education,  Science  and  Culture.

In  this  same  year  of  195^  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bibliografia  e 
Documenta9ao  (Brazilian  Institute  of  Bibliography  and  Documentation, 
abbreviated  IBBD)  was  created  with  the  purpose  of  preparing  and  distribut- 
ing biblio.graphic  information,  promoting  exchange  of  doc^jmentation  and 
information,  and  stimulating  the  development  and  iiriprovement  of  the  scien- 
tific and   technical  libraries  of  the  country.   As  a  member  of  the  Federation 
Internationale  de  Docuinentation  (FID) ,  it  has  recently  developed  its  tech- 
niques of  documentation  and  has  improved  exchange  programs  with  foreign 
countries.  Through  its  Brazilian  Commission  of  Universal  Decimal  Classi- 
fication it  has  been  translating,  in  collaboration  with  the  Portuguese 
Commission,  the  tables  of  the  Universal  Decimal  Classification,  Classes 
0,1,2  and  the  abbreviated  table  of  this  has  already  been  published.   It

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maintains  a  Cataloguing  Exchange  Service  (SIC)  which  prints  catalogue  cards 
for  many  Brazilian  libraries.   The  first  contributions,  from  19^+2  to  19^8,  • 
were  published  in  a  book,  thus  constituting  a  bibliographic  document,  Through 
the  Collective  Cataloging  Service  it  has  been  preparinf^  not  only  a  library 
catalogue  of  books  but  also  one  of  periodicals,  previously  begun  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  SSo  Paulo.   It  publishes  an  infon^iative  bulletin  (12)  about  its 
activities  and  about  what  it  is  preparing  and  intends  to  distribute.  At  pre- 
sent it  publishes  Noticias  Diyersas  (13)  which  substitutes  in  part  for  the 
Boletim,  since  the  latter  is  not  being  published  at  the  present.  Through  the 
bibliographic  service  it  has  been  realizing  a  prograiii  of  bibliographic  pub- 
lication specialized  in  the  scientific  fields.  Host  of  the  bibliographies  are 
periodical,  listing  books  and  journal  articles. 

Another  institution  which  has  been  carrying  on  most  actively  its  projects 
of  docuiTientation  is  the  Brazilian  Center  of  Educational  'Research  (Centre  Bra- 
sileiro  de  Pesquisas  Jducacionais) ,  created  in  1955  within  the  structure  of 
the  National  Institute  of  xDducational  Studies  (Institute  Nacional  de  Estudos 
Pedag6gicos) .   In  addition  to  other  types  of  documentation,  it  maintains  a 
bibliographic  service,  with  the  purpose  of  making  a  systematic  survey  of  Bra- 
zilian educational  literature.   It  publishes  a  quarterly  bulletin  called  Bi- 
bliografia  Brasileira  de  ICduca^ao  which  indexes,  with  analytical  summaries, 
selected  material  in  books,  periodicals  and  the  daily  press.  \/e  use  this  pub- 
lication to  get  material  for  our  contribution  to  -he  Handbook  of  Latin 
American  Studies  (l^) •  It  is  our  most  complete  bibliographic  index  of  educa- 
tion and  one  of  the  few  current  ones  v;hich  contains  summaries.   The  Service 
maintains  close  cooperation  v/ith  Clearing  House — the  Division  of  Information 
of  the  Department  of  Education  of  UNJSCO — sending  it  bibliographic  surveys 
which  have  bee  published  in.  the  I'tevue  Analytique  de  I'Ji^ducation. 

It  has  begun  the  survey  of  sources  for  the  study  of  education  in  Brazil, 
the  first  volume  of  which  (about  the  state  of  Bahia)  has  already  been  publish- 
ed. It  is  preparing,  by  request,  specialized  bibliographies  on  certain  edu- 
cational subjects  such  as:

The  bibliography  of  Brazilian  educators  is  now  almost  completed. 
Some  of  these  specialized  bibliographies  have  been  distributed  more  widely, 
either  mimeographed  or  published  in  the  Center's  periodical  Educacao  e 
Ciencias  Socials  (15)  and  the  ^_yistajBrasileira_de  i!s tudos  _Pedag^gicos . ( I6) 

The  Bibliografia  Brasil eira  de  i^ducagao  was  begun  in  the  latter, 
covering  the  period  l8l2-i9^  (17)  although  the  material  analyzed  after 
19^1  consisted  aLuost  entirely  of  periodical  articles.  In  May  19^5  its 
publication  ceased  but  was  resumed  in  1953  as  an  independent  publication.

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Also  in  Pvio  de  Janeiro  is  one  of  the  newest  institutions  in  which 
there  is  significant  activity  in  docuinentation.   This  is  the  Latin-American 
Center  of  Social  Science  Research  (Centre  Latino- Americano  de  Pesquisas  era 
Ciencias  Socials),  created  in  1957  under  the  auspices  of  UTIUSCO  in  order 
to  realize  studies  of  the  problems  of  the  Latin  American  region,  this  in 
cooperation  with  scientific  institutions  both  national  and  international. 
The  documentation  activities,  formerly  limited  to  one  library,  were  aug- 
mented in  1962  with  the  installation  of  a  documentation  service  which  will 
serve  as  a  '^Clearing  House''  in  the  field  of  social  sciences.  Its  program 
includes:  a  survey,  in  the  form  of  a  register,  of  institutions,  specialists 
and  research  in  progress  in  Latin  America;  a  collective  catalop;ue  of  books 
and  periodicals  concerned  with  social  sciences  found  in  libraries  in  the 
state  of  Guanabara  (greater  Sio  de  Janeiro);  specialized  bibliographies, 
some  already  published;  publication  of  a  quarterly  bibliograpliic  bulletin — 
Bibliografia — in  which  are  registered  the  books  received  in  the  library 
and  in  v;hich  also  are  indexed  the  articles  of  periodicals  received.   At 
present  we  are  compiling  a  bibliography  on  Immigration^ in  Latin  America 
to  be  presented  to  the  next  International  Congress  of  Immigration  which 
should  take  place  in  July  of  this  year  in  this  city.  This  bibliography 
will  have  between  1,500  and  2,000  items,  some  of  them  vdth  informative  sum- 
maries, and  should  be  published  in  the  next  fev/  months.  Another  bibliogra- 
phy, Sociolo  ia  r.ural  no  3rasil,  is  in  preparation  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Geraldo  Semenzato.  It  will  have  a  critical  introduction  and 
analytic  resumes.  The  Center  publishes  a  journal  America  Latina,  formerly 
called  the  Boletim  do^  Centre  Latino-Americano  de  Pesquisas  _em  Ciencias 
Socials  (Bulletin  of  the  Latin  American  Center  of  Social  Science  Ivesearch) 
which,  in  addition  to  being  a  scientific  periodical  coming  out  regularly, 
devotes  a  section  to  doc^iraentation  vdth  book  reviev/s  and  abstracts. 

We  can  cite  still  other  specialized  institutions  that  have  published 
bibliography,  ^imong  others,  the  Libraries  of  the  Ministries  of  the  Treas- 
ury (18),  Justice  (19),  Foreign  Relations,  Labor,  the  National  Museum  (20), 
Social  Science  Institute  of  the  University  of  Brazil  (21),  and  the  Brazilian 
Institute  of  Geography  and  Statistics  (22).  None  of  thera,  however,  func- 
tions as  a  bibliographic  center  which  is  permanently  active.  We  mention 
also  a  few  periodicals  which  include  bibliographies:

Specialized  biblio^jraphies  and  current  Brazilian  bibliography. 

In  the  other  states  of  Brazil  bibliographic  activities  are  carried 
out  principally  by  institutions  connected  with  the  universities.  The 
bibliographic  moveiTient  is  most  active  and  representative  in  the  state  of 
Sao  Paulo,  -^ince  1951  its  principal  center  of  such  activity,  the  Central 
Library  of  the  University  of  Sao  Paulo,  has  been  producing  works  on  the 
survey  of  the  collective  cataj.ogue  of  the  periodical  publications  of  the 
University  and  on  the  bibliographic  index  of  these  publications.  There 
is  also  the  Documentation  Service  of  the  university  wliich  not  only  is 
very  active  in  documentation  such  as  microfilming,  xerography  and  other 
methods  of  document  reproduction  but  also  publishes  a  bulletin  in 
multilith — U.S. P.  (23).  In  it  are  listed  the  theses  of  the  departments 
and  institutes  of  the  university,  specialized  lists  of  microfilmed  docu- 
ments, audio- visual  material.  It  also  serves  to  relate  the  research  pro- 
grar^med  by  the  different  university  entities.   Other  institutions,  such 
as  the  School  of  Liberal  /-.rts.  School  of  Sociology  and  Political  Science 
in  its  journal  Sociologia,  the  "idministration  Institute  and  other  have  in 
the  same  way  completed  specialized  bibliographic  researches.  The  regional 
center  of  Educational  ilesearch  ( Centre  .Regional  de  Pesquisas  Educacionais) 
quite  recently  "published  an  important  bibliography  on  programmed  instruc- 
tion. And,  finally,  the  Municipal  Library  has  been  sponsoring  bibliogra- 
phic surveys  which  it  publishes  in  its  Boletim  bibliofir^fico  (2^)  which 
today,  unfortunately,  comes  out  irregularly.

In  an  agreement  witVi  the  Brazilian  Institute  of  Bibliography  and 
Documentation,  central  services  of  bibliographic  information  also  function 
in  the  capitals  of  the  other  states  such  as  Fortaleza  in  Cear&,  ^^^ecife  in 
Pernambuco,  Salvador  in  Bahia,  "elo  Horizonte  in  Minas  Gerais,  Curitiba  in 
ParanS.  and  Porto  Alegre  in  Pdo  Grande  do  Sul.  In  all  of  these  centers  much 
has  been  done  in  developing  research  techniques  in  order  to  make  available, 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  all  information  required.  But  very  little  in  the 
way  of  bibliography  has  been  published.  ICxceptions  are  the  Indice  Tecnol6- 
gico  in  Bahia  and  the  Cat&lo^'gq  Colectivo  .Regional  de  Peri6dicos  in  IHo  Gran- 
de do  Sul.  There  are  also  some  private  ventures  such  as  that  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Economic  Studies  of  the  Northeast,  which  published  in  I962  the 
Sumarios  dos  trabalhos  publicados_ pelo  Banco  do  l-Iorde^ste  do  Brasil,  S«  A. 

( 25)  in  Fortaleza,  Cearci;  and  that  of  the  Comissao  de  Desenvolvlmento  Eco- 
noraico  de  Pernambuco  (Gomission  for  Economic  Development  of  the  Sta.te  of 
Pernambuco)  with  its  Bibliografia  de  assuntos  do  Nordeste  (Bibliography  of 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  Northeast  of  Brazil) ,  In  the  same  state  there 
are  the  publications  of  the  Institute  Joaquirp  Nabuco  v;hich  puts  out  the 
Bibliografia  selecionada.  de  artigos  de  peri6dicos  recebidos.  (Selected 
bibliography  of  articles  in  periodicals  received) . 

In  Brasilia  the  Library  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  which  has  a  select 
group  of  Brazilian  libraries,  pub'^.iches  as  a  regular  part  of  its  bulletin 

(26)  specialized  bibliographies  in  subjects  of  great  importance  at  the  pre- 
sent time  such  as  agrarian  reform,  parliamentarism.  Alliance  for  Progress, 
mater  et  magistra,  etc. 

Foreign  and  international  orgardsms  interested  in  the  literary  produc- 
tion of  Latin  America  and  of  Brazil  have  also  made  contributions  of  bibliog- 
raphic surveys.   In  particular  v;e  mention  the  publications  of  the  Pa.n 
American  Union  which  has  done  a  great  deal  to  make  known  the  culture  of  the 
member  countries  of  the  Organization  of  American  States.  It  has  distri- 
buted works  of  the  collection  published  by  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library 
called  the  Bibliographic  series.  This  was  begun  in  1953  as  were  also  the 
publications  of  the  Congressional  Library,  the  Hispanic  Foundation,  the 
Pan  American  Institute  of  Geography  cind  History  and  others. 

Repertories  and  bibliographic  indexes 

If  on  the  one  hand  the  aspect  of  specialized  bibliography  seems  prom- 
ising, especially  in  the  larger  cities  of  Tiio  and  Sao  Paulo,  the  same 
cannot  be  said  for  repertories  and  bibliographic  indexes. 

Almost  nothing  has  been  done  recently  in  regard  to  the  grouping  of 
works  contained  in  periodicals,  documents,  manuscripts  and  unpublished 
works.  In  this  field  the  material  is  sparse  and  scattered  and  can  only  be 
brought  together  by  serious  and  prolonged  research, specialized  selection, 
careful  indexing  and  precise  analysis,  the  combination  of  elements  by 
which  bibliographic  tecl'miques  approach  a  science.

We  have  already  had  the  opportunity  to  mention,  in  a  work  presented 
to  the  First  Seminar  on  National  and  International  Exchange  of  Publications 
which  met  in  Sao  Paulo  in  July  of  1956,  that  "given  the  present  lack  of  an 
exhaustive  bibliography  on  Brazilian  books  ajid  the  absolute  non-existence  of 
a  bibliographic  repertory  of  our  official  publications,  both  of  which  make 
difficult  our  docuiiientation,  the  National  Library  should  provide  them, 
organizing  lists  of  entities  which  have  material  to  exchange  and  bibliogra- 
phies on  this  material.   (2?) 

With  this  objective,  the  Comissao  Consultiva  de  Bibliografia  of  the 
Instituto  Brasileiro  de  Sducagao,  Ciencia  e  Cultura  began  in  1958  an  inquiry 
into  cultural  institutions  throughout  Brazil.   Included  were  the  Academies 
of  Letters  and  of  Sciences,  archives,  libraries,  scientific  institutes  and  . 
centers,  historic,  geogxaphic  and  technical  organizations,  museums,  profese-.'. 
sional  organizations  with  cultural  goals,  learned  societies,  universities 
and  their  various  schools,  study  centers  and  all  other  scholastic  institu- 
tions, etc.  The  result  of  this  inquiry  is  already  on  file  cards  and  should 
soon  be  published  under  the  title  Quia  das  instituigoes  culturais  sediadas 
no  Brasil.   It  has  not  yet  been  published  because  the  commission  does  not 
have  the  necessary  funds. 

This  survey,  in  addition  to  the  value  it  has  because  of  the  facts 
contained  in  it,  has  the  further  value  of  providing  the  bibliography  of  the 
publications  published  by  the  institutions  listed. 

Another  type  of  list  that  can  be  mentioned  here  is  that  nade  by  the 
large  libraries  such  as  those  of  the  National  Library,  the  Gabinete 
Portugues  de  Leitura,  the  Casa  Rui  Barbosa,  etc.  These  constitute  special 
catalogues. 

Some  institutions  v;hose  published  material  is  extensive  have  publish- 
ed lists  of  publications,   V'orthy  of  mention  are  the  works  prepared  for 
the  First  Seminar  on  National  and  International  Exchange  of  Publications 
held  at  Sao  Paulo  in  1956  (28)  and  for  the  I'-ianuel  des  ^changes  interna- 
tionaux  de  publications,  Paris,  UI^ESCO,  196^(29).   These  wer~e  prepared 
to  give  information  on  publications  from  Brazil  available  for  exchange. 

In  our  opinion,  however,  the  direct  survey  of  periodical  publications 
is  of  greater  value.  This  is  for  several  reasons  more  useful  for  interna- 
tional distribution  since  it  is  concerned  with  current  publication  and  is 
more  up  to  date.

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Of  all  the  inventories  of  perioclicals  published  in  Brazil  only  one 
tries  to  cover  everything •   It  is  not,  however,  an  independent  publication 
and  is  not  presently  up  to  date.  This  is  a  list  included  in  the  Boletim 
Bibliogr&fico  da  Biblioteca  Nacional  classified  in  the  Dewey  system.  It 
registers  all  types  of  periodicals,  including  those  published  by  official 
organs. 

The  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bibliografia  e  Documenta.^ao  also  published 
in  a  preliminary  edition  its  Peri6dicos  Brasileiros  de  Cultura,  but  this  too 
is  not  up  to  date,  since  its  date  of  publication  is  1956'.'"' 

In  Sao  Paulo,  the  periodicals  of  the  university  are  listed  by  the 
Biblioteca  Central  in  its  Cat^logo  das  publicagoes  peri6dicas  and  its  Cat&- 
logo  das  Instituigoes  anexas. 

As  in  the  case  of  specialized  bibliography,  international  groups  such 
as  UNi]SCO  and  the  Pan  American  Union  have  tried  to  list  the  periodicals 
published  in  Latin  America.  One  of  the  most  important  of  these  lists  is  the 
Hepertorio  de  publicaciones  peri6dicas  actuales  latinoamericanas,  Paris, 
UNESCO, "l95u7  in  \.Mch  are  mentToned  10'39  Brazilian  periodicals. 

As  for  indexes  of  bibliography,  Brazilian  institutions,  not  only  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Sao  Paulo,  but  also  in  Recife,  Bahia,  3elo  Horizonte  and 
Porto  Alegre,  are  already  beginning  to  understand  the  necessity  of  imme- 
diate dissemination,  of  the  cooperation  of  authors  v;ith  the  periodical 
press  and  of  indexing  the  material  in  magazines  and  newspapers  so  that  it 
will  not  be  lost  and  forgotten. 

The  bibliographic  indexes  are  unusually  descriptive  ones  in  v'hich  the 
material  is  classified  and  described  with  sufficient  information  for  the 
publications  to  be  identified  and  found. 

All  the  bibliographies  of  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bibliografia 
e  Documentagao,  which  gather  books  and  articles,  are  of  this  type.  As 
is  also  the  Bibliografia  e  indice  de  geologia  no  Bra£il,  published  by  the 
National  Department  of  Mineral  Production.  It  is,  unfortunately  not 
being  published  now,  but  for  many  years  it  surveyed  scientific  geologic 
works  in  Brazilian  journals.  Also  descriptive  is  the  Bibliografia  of  the 
Latin  American  Center  of  Social  Science  Research. 

In  SSo  Paulo,  the  Biblioteca  Central  published  the  Indice  Bibliogr&- 
fico  das  publicaqoes  da  Universidade,  dedicating  a  volume  to  each  univer- 
sity unit.   In  Bahia,  we  have  the  Indice  Tecnol6gico  for  engineering  and 
technology,  in  Recife  the  Boletim  Bibliogr&fico  of  the  P.ural  Extension 
Service  (Servigo  'Social  Rural) ,  and  Belo  Horizonte  the  Boletim  Bibliogrd- 
fico  of  the  University  of  liinas  Gerais,  v/hich  is  undertal-cing  the  indexing  of 
the  bibliographic  production  of  the  staffs  of  all  the  Brazilian  universities. 

Oswaldo  Carvalho  (30)  made  a  condensed  survey  of  indexes  in  which  he 
listed  80  items,  almost  all,  however,  with  the  exception  of  seven,  concern- 
ed with  just  one  journal.  This  is  also  the  case  with  the  Indice  dos  Anais 
da  Biblioteca  Nacional.

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One  of  the  first  institutions  to  undcvtoke  Vie   preparation  of  ab- 
stracts from  Toeriodicals  was  the  Getfilio  Var,:yas  ^-^oundation  which  publish- 
ed the  Br2lioj;;-rafia^Scojiorrd£0_S^^^    from  1950  to  195^.   unfortunately, 
it  did  not  "continue.  Tt  was' resumed"  by  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Biblioi 
grafiae  Documentagao  under  the  narne  of  Bibliografia  de  Ciencias  Sociais 
but  it  does  not  contain  resumes. 

Similarly  the  Conselho  Naciorxal  de  Sstatistica  published  a  Boletim 
Bibliogr^fico  from  195?  to  1958.  This  indexed,  v/ith  resum§S5  material 
published  in  journals  and  magazines  and  also  in  the  daily  press. 

At  present  some  bibliographies,  such  as  the  Bibliq gr a f ia  _ de_ His 1 6 ria 
doBrasil,  have  been  coming  out  more  or  less  regularly.   This  one  is  from 
the  Commission  on  Studies  of  History  Text. a  of  the  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Relations.  It  not  only  includes  publications  but  it  also  gives  a  list  of 
the  magazines  and  comments  on  the  articles.   The  National  Confederation 
of  Industry  has  begun  a  Servigo  especial  de  absr-ratos  for  the  mechanical 
and  chemical  industries  in  Brazil. 

In  spite  of  these  few  efforts,  we  can  say  vrith  certainty  that  we  in 
Brazil  do  not  have  abstracting  and  indexing  services  like  those  of  the 
most  advanced  centers  of  the  v;orlde   There  are  only  tv;o  institutions  in 
Brazil  which  have  tried  to  carry  out  permanent  bibliographic  projects  in 
spite  of  their  insufficient  resources.  That  is,  in  the  sense  of  selecting, 
grouping  and  analyzing  all  periodical  material  available,  and  attempting 
to  condense  each  article  with  the  goal  of  bringing  out  the  principal  ideas 
of  the  autor.  They  are  the  Servigo  de  Bibliografia  of  the  Brazilian  Center 
of  Educational  Research  through  its  Bib_liografia  3rasiJ.eira_^de  Educac; ao 
and  the  Servigo  de  nesumos  of  the  Institute  of  Social  Sciences  which  in  its 
pesenha  de  Periodicos  includes  selected  articles  from  Brazilian  magazines. 


In  this  report,  v/e  tried  to  indicate  as  best  we  could  all  the  prepared 
in  Brazil  from  1950  to  the  present,  ^'e  looked  for  either  limited  or  exten- 
sive ones,  just  so  that  they  should  be  representative  in  their  field.   V/e  , 
think  \/e  have  covered  the  subject  thoroughly.  If  we  missed  one  it  was  be- 
cause it  did  not  appear  in  the  sources  we  used. 

V/e  have  tried  to  demonstrate,  and  we  believe  we  have  succeeded,  that   I 
in  the  last  few  years  the  interest  in  collecting  national  material  of       ' 
bibliographic  information  in  Brazil  has  been  great.  It  has  been  signifi- 
cant on  the  part  of  the  very  researchers  who  v/ere  interested  in  the  progress 
of  their  work  and  it  has  also  been  notable  in  groups  and  in  official  and 
unofficial  entities  that  wished  to  be  of  service. 

V/e  hope  to  have  indicated  that,  even  if  the  v/ork  done  so  far  is  not 
perfect,  we  knov/  that  bibliographic  work  is  of  great  value  and  we  know 
what  can  and  should  be  done.  This  is  a  guarantee  of  future  progress  and 
improvement.
